Council Holds Its 
Annual Meeting 

Interesting Report of Treasurer 
Is Presented 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Community Chest Council was held 
at the Brae Burn Club, West New- 
ton recently, Mr. Prank L. Riehard- 
Ison, treasurer, submitted an Inter- 
esting report of the financial activi- 
ties of the Chest during the past year. 
The report in part follows: 

Funds are paid out only on the 
signature of President Leon B. Rog- 
ers as authorized by the Board of 
Directors, and by the Treasurer in 
so far as expenses of the Treasurer’s 
office required, but subject to approval 
by the Directors. 

Fullest co-operation by everyone 
coming in contact with the Treasurer 
has been evident at all times. The 
Savings Banks ordinarily observe a 
limit of $8,000 for any one joint ac- 
count and $1,000 for individual ac- 
counts but they have at our request 
accepted the large amounts shown on 
the report, knowing them to be tem- 
porary in nature and consequently not 
available for longer time investment. 
Such deposits they have carried at a 
sacrifice to themselves, thereby mak- 
ing a very material contribution to 
the Chest. As a consequence the 
Chest has received a larger income 
from interest than could have been 
obtained in any other way. The 
Chest gratefully acknowledges this 
fine service from the Savings Banks 
of Newton. 

It will be observed that all pay- 
ments to agencies and all expenses of 
operation incurred up to December 
31, 1933, also all expenses of both 
1st and 2nd campaigns for funds were 
paid out of proceeds from 1st cam-

Mr. Carney also announced that 
companies employing a large number 
of employees will be given special ser- 
vice by having a deputy or agent as- 
signed to their place of business to fa- 
cilitate returns.

Needham Talks to 

Local Bankers on 
Bank Protection 

Corey Elected ‘President New- 
ton Bankers’ Association 

General Daniel H. Needham, Com- 
missioner of Public Safety, was the 
chief speaker at the annual meeting 
of the Newton Bankers’ Association 
at the Brae Burn Club on Tuesday 
evening. Commissioner Needham re- 
lated his proposed plan for co-ordinat- 
ing and improving the efficiency of 
local police departments, discussed the 
proper protection of banks from hold- 
up men, and gave a few personal ob- 
servations of important cases upon 
which the State police are working. 
President Thomas Weston of the New- 
ton National Bank presided over the 
meeting and introduced Gen. Need- 
ham and Mayor Weeks, who spoke 
briefly on the city’s connection with 
the protection of banks, and represen- 
tatives of companies whose business is 
the protection of banks through the 
installation of electric devices. These 
representatives gave demonstrations 
of a number of these devices that are 
available. 

Officers for the ensuing year were 
elected with William K. Corey of the 
Auhurndale Co-Operative Bank as 
president. Mr. Frank L. Richardson, 
executive vice-president of the New- 
ton Trust Company, was elected vice- 
president. Mr. Roland F. Gammons 
of the West Newton Savings Bank was 
re-elected secretary and Mr. C. W. 
Mercer of the Newton South Co-Op- 
erative Bank was re-elected treasurer. 
The report of the nominating commit- 
tee naming these officers was given 
by Walter R. Amesbury. 

Following a suggestion by Mayor 
Weeks that the city would co-operate 
with a committee of the Association 
upon plans for bank protection Presi- 
dent Weston appointed Mr. Richard- 
son as chairman, and William F. Ba- 
con, Roland F. Gammons, Walter R. 
Amesbury and Thomas Weston.

Aldermen Hold 

Special Meeting 

A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held on last 
Friday night to appropriate $39,250 
for the continuance of C. W. A. proj- 
ects in this city. Mayor Weeks called 
tlie meeting after he had been advised 
by Harold Young, local administrator 
for C. W. A. that appropriations were 
necessary for the purchase of materi- 
als, if the C. W. A. projects are to 
continue here. The money appropri- 
ated was divided as follows — 

Playground Department Edmand 
Park Playground, $2900; Nevada, Wel- 
lington and Thompsonville play- 
grounds, $3790; Cold Spring play- 
ground, $3960; Auhurndale play- 
ground, $1200; Weeks, Allison and 
Peirce p.aygrounds, $5900; Upper 
Falls playground, $1900. Total, $22,- 
650. 

Street Department — South Mea- 
dow and Hammond brooks drains, 
$800; repairs of fences and equip- 
ment, $2400; North street dump grad- 
ing. $400. Total, $3600. 

Buildings Department — Repairs 
and painting of buildings. $12,000; 
plans for city buildings, $900. Total, 
$12,000. 

As a result of the orders from Wash- 
ington to decrease the number of C. 
W. A. workers in Massachusetts, 
Newton’s quota was lessened by 115 
men. There are now 1099 working on 
C. W. A. activities in Newton. The 
greatest number employed in the past 
few months was 1300. The amount 
allotted to Newton to continue this* 
work until May is $145,000. 


License Applicant 
Withdraws Appeal 

Irving Burrows of Algonquin rd., 
Chestnut Hill, who took an appeal 
to the State Alcoholic Beverage Com- 
mission after the Newton License 
Commission had failed to grant him a 
license for a package store to sell 
liquors at Centre st., Newton Corner, 
has withdrawn the appeal. The New- 
ton Commission recently granted a 
license for a second package goods 
store at Newton Corner to a man 
who has resided and has been in 
business in that village for many 
years. 

Found Guilty of 
Reckless Driving 

Henry F. Pruiifiret of 90 WIthing- 
ton rd.. Newtonville, was found guilty 
in the Superior Court at Cambridge 
on Tuesday of driving a car so as to 
endanger the lives and safety of the 
public. On the evening of November 
2 a car driven by him hit Geraldine 
Carroll, 14, of 742 Boylston st., New- 
ton Centre, while she was riding a bi- 
cycle on the turnpike near her home. 
She died from her injuries. Judge 
James imposed a fine of $200 on Prun- 
aret, but later revoked this fine and 
continued the case until March 29 for 
final disposition. 





Elicker Talks at 
Natl. Convention 
Of Educators 

Addresses Principals on “Meet- 
ing Student Welfare Needs’’ 

Paul E. Flicker, principal of New- 
ton High School, delivered an address 
at the meeting of the Secondary 
School Principals’ Association at the 
convention of the National Education 
Association in Cleveland on Feb. 28th. 
The convention was attended by 15,- 
000 prominent educators from all over 
the United States. Mr. Elicker talked 
to 2000 members of the Secondary 
Schools’ department. His topic was 
“Meeting Student Welfare Needs.” He 
said in part: 

Of the 5,000,000 boys and girls who 
entered our public secondary schools 
this year, many show the effects of 
malnutrition, poor housing facilities, 
and lack of medical care. They are 
our citizenry of tomorrow and need 
what is rightfully theirs, at any cost, a 
just inheritance, a new and a square 
deal, and an adequate preparation for 
the art of living. 

The welfare needs among our stu- 
dents are becoming greater daily and 
what should the school do to alleviate 
the needs of our boys and girls? If 
a Student Welfare Fund is established, 
as was done in the Newton High 
School, many of the school needs are 
met, resulting in a happier and more 
healthful school. 

Such a fund can be established by 
enlisting the aid of the civic organiza- 
tions, the local service clubs, and or- 
ganizations within the school such as 
the Hi-Y Club and the Faculty. In the 
past four years $1528 was obtained for 
the fund and all articles of clothing 
needed. The Faculty gave $900 and 
some clothing. 

Welfare aid can best be adminis- 
tered as a part of the Guidance and 
Personnel Department, through the 
class advisers and the school visiting 
teacher. All cases are investigated 
and checked with the local municipal

Cronin Does Not 
Want Waban in 
Ward Four 

Alderman Dennis Cronin of Ward 
4, the sole Democratic member on the 
committee of seven aldermen appoint- 
ed to study the redistricting of this 
city’s wards, made it known yesterday 
that he will object to any plan which 
would include Waban as part of Ward 
4. This ward at present is composed 
of the villages of Auhurndale and Low- 
er Falls. The ward is strongly Repub- 
lican, but the addition of Waban would 
make it more so. The object of 
changing the ward lines of the city is 
to make the population in each more 
equal. Ward 4 is one of the wards 
which will have to have more voters 
added to it. and Ward 5. which now 
includes Waban, will have to be de- 
creased in size.

Arrests Increase in 
Newton in 1 933 

The annual report of Chief Hughes 
of the Newton police shows that 21S4 
persons were arrested in this city last 
year: 1957 men and bovs. and 227 
women and girls. In 1932 the number 
arrested was 2147. In 1933 the num- 
ber of arrests for drunkenness to- 
talled 590 men and 13 women. In 1932 
arrests for this offence totalled 544 
men and 13 women. In 1932 60 men 
and 1 woman were arrested for drunk- 
en driving. In 1932 S3 men and 1 
woman were arrested for this of- 
fence. Fines collected in the New- 
ton court in 1933 totalled $8175.50; in 
1932 fines amounted to $9439.20. 


Newton Budget for 
1934 Submitted 
By Mayor Weeks 

Total is $4,383,066 — This Is 
$235,000 Under 1933 

Mayor Weeks will submit to the 
Board of Aldermen next Monday 
night the budget for 1934. It totals 
$4,383,066, a decrease from the 1933 
appropriations of $235,000 and a re- 
duction from the amounts asked by 
department heads of $160,000. It is 
$100,000 less than was expended in 
1933. While the Mayor has based his 
estimates even lower than these he 
made in past years, he believes that 
the amounts are sufficient to assure 
efficient conduct of city activities. 
Some departments are given increased 
appropriations over last year. These 
include the School. Library. Police and 
Engineering departments. Other de- 
partment estimates were cut from 
$2000 to $85,000 by the Mayor. No 
salary increases are to be given to 
city employees except the step in- 
creases to school teachers, firemen 
and policemen. 

The estimate for Public Welfare is 
$85,000 less than last year; the esti- 
mate for Soldiers’ Relief is $30,000 
less. The Mayor based these esti- 
mates on the fact that unemployed in 
this city will receive aid through the 
C. W. A. until May 1st. He realizes 
that it is difficult to estimate just 
what burden the city will have to 
bear in these two forms of relief 
during 1934, so the estimates are, of 
necessity, tentative. A detailed ac- 
count of the budget estimates will be 
given in the GRAPHIC next week. 

English Poet to 
Give Closing Lecture 

Laurence Binyon, the famous Eng- 
lish poet, will give the closing num- 
ber in the series of Lectures and 
Recitals at the First Unitarian Church 
in West Newton on Sunday evening 
at 8 o’clock. Mr. Binyon was invited 
by the Harvard authorities to give 
the Charles Eliot Norton lectures this 
year on “Oriental Art.” He has been 
Keeper of Printed Books at the Bri- 
tish Museum since 1893 and is now 
Keeper of Prints and Drawings. His 
name is known as that of an author- 
ity wherever people are interested in 
artistic genius. Over and above this, 
however. Mr. Binyon is one of the 
great living poets of the English 
speaking world both as a writer of 
exquisite lyrics, of noble odes, and 
of fine poetic drama. He has re- 
vealed himself as being in the direct 
line of succession of the great poets 
of the 19th century. His “London Vi- 
sions.** ’The Death of Adam," “The 
Sirens.** ‘‘Idols,” and his war poems 
are treasured by all who care for the 
really glorious things of the human 
mind. His plays “Ayuli.” “Arthur.” 
and “Attila” reveal him as an ex- 
ceedingly sensitive writer of beauti- 
ful plays. Mr. Binyon will give a 
reading of poetry principally from his 
own works. The recital will be held 
in the Parish House.

NEWTON SCORES IN 
RELAY AND BROAD 
JUMP AT ANDOVER 

The Newton track team scored but 
2% points at the Andover Interschol- 
astic track meet last Saturday with a 
fourth place in the standing broad 
jump and an eighth place in the re- 
lay race. The meet was won by Mal- 
den high with 18% points which 
shaded the total of 17% scored by 
Brookline high. Outstanding in the 
meet was Ted Plotkin of Brookline 
who won the standing broad jump, 
the hurdles and placed second in the 
high jump. His leap of 10 ft. 9% 
Inches in the broad jump smashed all 
existing records and gave him three 
additional points under the Andover 
meet procedure. Thus he scored 15 
points alone to keep the Wealthy 
Towners in the meet. His jump broke 
the world’s record he made last year 
of 10 ft. 4% inches. 

Jesse Hale of Newton placed fourth 
with a jump of 9 ft. 6 inches. 

The Newton relay team of Wittens, 
Griffin. Quigley and Capt. Miller 
raced the Brookline quartet and lost a 
close race after a thrilling battle. The 
Newton time of 2m. 26 3/5 seconds 
was exceeded by Medford, which 
equalled the meet record, Malden, 
Lawrence, Brockton, Boston Latin 
Brookline and Haverhill. 

Bob Quigley of Newton won his trial 
heat in the dash, took second in his 
quarter final, and failed to qualify in 
the semi-finals. Liscom and Sloane 
each placed second in their trial heats 
of the hurdles but found the semi- 
finnl competition too fast. Louis Mil- 
ler took third place in the first heat 
of the 300 but did not qualify for 
the finals. A1 Freeman and Ed 
Charlesworth each took third places 
in their respective heats in the 600, 
but their time was not fast enough 
to bring them into the point division 
on the basis of times. Johnson took 
third place in his heat in the 1000, 
but here again the time was not fast 
enough to get into the points.

The second lecture of the Read Fund 
series, “Naples and the Art of Greater 
Hellas,” by Edwnrd Howard Griggs 
was given Friday, Feb. 23, at the Un- 
derwood School in Newton. This was 
the second of the very interesting lec- 
tures that are being given by Dr. 
Briggs, the well-known author and 
traveller. 

As Athens rose to become the lead- 
er of Greece, it was only natural that 
her gifts of culture began to be spread 
throughout the ancient world. Greek 
colonies were established in all parts 
of the Mediterranean, and it was these 
colonies that spread the Greek cul- 
ture. As Is the case of the colonies 
of our modern British Empire, so these 
Greek colonies outgrew the mother 
country. The chief enemies of the 
Greeks in their expansion were the 
Phenicians. The Greeks were the 
colonizers, the Phenicians were a 
trading people. As Mr. Griggs so aptly 
said, “the Greeks were the English of 
those days while the Phenicians were 
the French.” After several attempts 
by each side to conquer the other, 
the Greeks emerged triumphant. 

The traveller wandering south from 
Naples is constantly reminded of the 
glory that once was Greece. Twenty- 
five miles south of Naples stands all 
that remains ®f the once busy city 
of Paestum. This city, destroyed iu 
the 9th century by the Arabs, has one 
of the best preserved Greek temples 
that we know’ of. Built of lava stone, 
covered with stucco holding colored 
decorations, the temple of Poseidon 
remains an example of the highest 
point in Greek architecture. The tem- 
ple has 14 columns on each side with 
6 at each end, the whole giving the 
appearance of strength combined with 
beauty, an impression our great edi- 
fices fail to give. 

The island of Sicily is also full of 
memorials of the Greeks, of whom Mr. 
Griggs said, “They have dreamed the 
dream of life the best.” Near Mount 
Etna is a classic theatre, and here we 
find the mingling of the Greek with 
the more softer Italian art. The 
Greek drama was not merely for 
amusement but had a deep religious 
and patriotic meaning. With the en- 
trance of the Italian element we get 
the factor of entertainment, comedy 
driving out grave tragedy. 

There is no other city comparable to 
Naples situated as it is on the semi- 
circular bay, with water of the deep- 
est blue. Hence the saying, “Seo 
Naples and die.” From the bay the 
city slopes up to the Castle of Saint 
Almo, built in the 14th century. 
Stretching aw’ay to the east lies the 
plain know’n to antiquity as the Happy 
Plain. Standing here with its ever- 
smoking cone is Vesuvius. 

It is to this plain we turn for our 
knowledge of these far off times. Here 
under the very shadow of the volcano 
that buried it lies Pompeii. In 97 A.D. 
Vesuvius erupted and buried the city, 
a tow’n of twenty or thirty thousand, 
under 20 feet of lava and ash. The 
letters of Pliny, the younger, have 
left us a wonderful word picture of 
that horrible night. For centuries the 
city lay buried and almost forgotten. 
In the 18tli century the first of many 
scientific excavations, which give the 
picture of the life of that day, were 
begun. 

Further examples of how’ the two 
schools of art have been combined are 
found in the Naples Museum. Here 
are some of the finest bronzes that 
have come down from this period in 
the world’s history. The statue of 
Diana, of the archaic style, with 
smile of the same mysterious beauty 
as the Mona Lisa is in this museum. 
Perhaps the best contrast between 
ancient and modern art is a compari- 
son of the bust of Homer with Rodin’s 
Thinker. Here is calm beauty on one 
hand, and a harsh struggle on the 
other. 

It is Naples that conquered the Ro 
mans with Greek art, thus preserving 
it. Her greatest gift to this culture 
is her love of life. The Neapolitan 
folksongs, her deep love of the opera, 
she has passed on to the western 
world. In the expressive words of 
Mr. Griggs, “Warm and sensuous she 
is supreme in her love of life.” 


Talk On Plans 
For Future City 
Improvements 

At the recent meeting of the Chan- 
nlng Chapter of the Unitarian Lay- 
men’s League held at the Channlng 
Church Mr. Herbert J. Kellaw’ay, gave 
an Interesting talk on “City Planning 
and Newton’s Problems.” Mr. Kella- 
way, who is a well known landscape 
architect and a member of the Newton 
Planning Board, talked about plans 
for the future bettering of Newton, 
and Mr. Philip Nichols, also known as 
an expert on City Planning, explained 
the origin and growth of zoning laws. 

Mr. Kellaway said the New’ton Plan- 
ning Board was appointed in Decem- 
ber 1913 and in May 1925 w f as made 
also a board of survey, with the addi- 
tion of the Street Commissioner and 
the City Engineer. In the original 
zoning of the city, many mistakes 
were made, but these were forced 
upon the board by the need for com- 
promise in order to get the best pos- 
sible results at the time. Since then 
the public has become better educa- 
ted as to the benefits of zoning so that 
now, when these Initial mistakes have 
to be rectified, it is noticeable that 
noarly all are willing to co-operate to 
aid in benefltting the city. 

At present there is a great need to 
rezone the Nonantum District, where 
too great an area is set aside for man- 
ufacturing, and much area taken up 
for small homes needs protection. The 
residents of this district are interest- 
ed in this problem and are co-operat- 
ing in the plans. 

When Mr. Kellaway spoke on the 
same subject before the Unitarian 
Club in the spring of 1918, there were 
then sixteen playgrounds in Newton. 
There are now twenty-four and with 
the Webster playground there will 
soon be twenty-five. He feels there 
should be playgrounds so situated that 
no child should be more than a ten 
minutes’ walk away from one. 

Several things recommended by the 
Planning Board have recently been 
Vecommended to the Board of Aider- 
men by the Mayor, notably the need 
of a traffic circle at Washington st. 
and Commonwealth ave., a playground 
at Auburndale near Grove st. and the 
Woodland Golf Club and a playground 
and school house at Oak Hill. About 
a third of the area of Newton, lying 
south of Boylston st. is largely unde- 
veloped. This main highway to Wor- 
cester is a river of travel dividing the 
city into two regions as far as cross 
communications is concerned and we 
should see to it that this area is prop- 
erly developed and given adequate 
schools and playgrounds. 

The city, which was formerly a 
group of villages, is growing together. 
Street names are often duplicated, 
causing trouble not only to strangers 
but also to the Police and Fire de- 
partments. By recommendation of the 
Planning Board steps are being taken 
which in time will eliminate this du- 
plication. 

There is need for restriction of gas- 
oline stations in the vicinity of school 
houses, churches, parks and play- 
grounds. Future community spirit is 
necessary. National planning is in 
the air. President Roosevelt hopes 
to see national planning take the place 
of the present “park barrel methods.”

Needham is subject to criticism. Any public official who has 
ideas and plans and who broaches them in public meets with 
criticism that is often unjust — unmerited through misunder- 
standing of the remark and the purposes for which it was made. 
Gen. Needham is said to have criticised every police officer 
through his condemnation of their inefficiency. But Gen. Need- 
ham goes further and declares that this inefficiency is not 
the fault of the officer — it is the fault of the lack of opportun- 
ity for training to cope with, and the lack of having efficient 
equipment to contend with modern criminal methods. During 
the past year in which Gen. Needham, has been Commissioner 
of Public Safetv he has done a real job. His plans for the future 
are basically sound and the details are of little concern. We 
have no hesitation in stating most emphatically that we are with 
Dan. Needham, all the way.

welfare bureau and only such aid is 
given as can be called school welfare 
needs, as carfare, clothing, clinic fees, 
x-rays, midmorning lunches to the un- 
dernourished, school lunches, medical 
services, and hospital expenses. As far 
as possible, aid is given in return for 
services rendered the school by em- 
ployment. 

Through the fund many students 
have been assisted, have remained in 
school and have become happy in 
their school life, enjoying as others 
the privileges of their just inherit- 
ance which has brought them self-re- 
spect and has changed a mere exist- 
ence to the fullness of living. 



Kiwanis Club 


Mr. Dennis Dooley, Dean of the 
Boston College Law’ School addressed 
Newton Kiwanians at their regular 
luncheon meeting on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 27, at the Charles River Coun- 
try Club. 

The Club was particularly fortu- 
nate in having Dean Dooley who out- 
lined briefly the short history of the 
Boston College Law’ School, explain- 
ing how it was founded in the year 
of 1929. the first class being held in 
September of that year with 102 pu- 
pils as the first enrollment. This first 
class of 102 students w’as selected 
from over 600 applicants of which 
number the majority were college 
graduates. This fact alone is sig- 
nificant as indicating the high stand- 
ard of the Boston College Law School 
from its very inception. 

Boston College Law School is one 
of the nine accredited evening law’ 
schools in the United States, it hav- 
ing complied with the various rigid 
requirements of the Bar Associations, 
one of which necessitated the pur- 
chase of at least 10,000 volumes for 
the school library. Somowhut differ- 
ent from other evening law’ schools, 
Boston College Law School requires 
us a prerequisite for entrance of two 
years of college education or its 
equivalent. In order thut this regula- 
tion may not operate as a prohibition 
to poor boys, Boston College Junior 
College offers a three-year evening 
course which gives the equivalent of 
two years of regulur college. Like- 
wise, where many evening law schools 
huve six hours of classes W’eekly, Bos- 
ton College Law School has nine hours 
with extensive outside work. The 
school is in every sense un institu- 
tion of high culibre.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The past w’eek nt the State House 
has been the busiest one of the pres- 
ent Legislative session with the 
House of Representatives having un- 
der consideration the general appro- 
priations’ bill' presented by the Ways 
and Means Committee. The annual 
attempt for flat rate compulsory auto- 
mobile insurance, the question of res- 
toration of salary cuts of state em- 
ployees, and other important matters 
also took up considerable time of the 
lower branch which necessitated a 
session yesterday which began at one 
o’clock and was not adjourned until 
five o’clock. 

On Monday the House rejected an 
attempt to change the compulsory in- 
surance laws by doing away with the 
present zone system and making a 
State-wide flat rate. The question 
came upon substituting a bill for this 
purpose for the adverse report of the 
Committee on Insurance giving sever- 
al such petitions leave to withdraw. 
Substitution w’as refused by a rtfll-call 
vote of 121 to 62. Newton’s three rep- 
resentatives, Baker, Brimblecom and 
Luitw’ieler, voted against substitution. 
A motion w’as made by Rep. MacDon- 
ald of Chelsea to reconsider at a later 
session and which was also defeated. 
Rep. MacDonald then gave notice that 
he w’ould offer a new bill calling for a 
popular vote by referenda on the 
matter. This was brought up at yes- 
terday’s session and w’as again defeat- 
ed by a roll-call vote of 140 to 72 w’ith 
the three voting members from New- 
ton recorded against the proposal. 

On Monday the Senate rejected the 
bill which had been previously substi- 
tuted in the House making it neces- 
sary for the Boston Elevated to em- 
ploy more guards with one employee 
for every two cars in a rapid transit 
train. Sen. Hollis was among those 
who debated the bill and argued 
against its enactment. A roll-call of 
18 to 14 killed the measure. 

Tuesday afternoon the first matter 
on the calendar of the House was a 
bill restoring the salaries of state 
employees by an amount equal to one 
third of the reduction made last year. 
The new scale would be effective on 
April first. The bill, which originally 
came out of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Service had been referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee. The lat- 
ter body recommended that the bill 
be rejected and members of the com- 
mittee argued that this was no time 
to restore such salary reductions in 
view of the prospects of a heavy 
state tax. After rejection of the bill 
had been refused by a voice vote 
amendments to that one-third restora- 
tion bill were offered. One such 
amendment presented by Rep. Pratt 
of Saugus restored the salaries to the 
full amount of the cut while another 
by Rep. Martin Hays of Brighton re- 
stored in full all salaries up to $2000, 
gave a two-thirds restoration to sal- 
aries betw’een that amount and $3500 
and a one-third restoration of salaries 
above the last amount. Rep. Pratt’s 
amendment was adopted by a roll-call 
vote of 116 to 101. Representatives 
Baker, Brimblecom and Luitw’ieler of 
Newton were all recorded against the 
full restoration. At Thursday’s ses- 
sion amendments w’ere accepted so 
that the increased salaries would be 
taken from the proper accounts and 
the bill was passed to be engrossed. 
The Senate will consider the bill next 
week before going to the Governor. It 
is considered likely that the Senate 
will cut down the amount of restora- 
tion. 

The budget bill provoked debate on 
many of the items which are includ- 
ed in it. The hottest of these de- 
bates took place yesterday afternoon 
on an item of expense in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. Commissioner 
Daniel Needham had sought und re- 
ceived the approval of the Ways and 
Means committee and the Governor 
for an amount providing for the ap- 
pointment of twenty additional state 
troopers. Rep. Birmingham of Bos- 
ton moved thut the item be stricken 
out and stuted thut he would file a 
bill to provide for an increase In 
the detective brunch of the depart- 
ment. He belittled Gen. Needham’s 
qualifications for the ofllce and al- 
leged that the Commissioner was a 
publicity seeker. Several members 
of*£ho House defended Gen. Needham, 
upheld liis qualifications for the office 
and argued thut his performances hud 
the upproval of the public. A num 
ber of other Representatives further 
criticised the Commissioner. Rep. 
('ole und Rep. Lewis R. Sullivun final 
ly closed the debate and expressed 
the conviction thut much of the cri- 
ticism of Gen. Needhum wus bused 
upon his refusul to “fix” uutomoblle 
(•uses. On u roll-cull vote the motion 
to strike out the Item wus defeuted 
146 to 72. Representatives Baker, 
Brimblecom und Luitweiler voted 
uguinst the motion. 

The Governor’s first veto of the 
year was considered at Tuesday’s ses- 
sion on u bill removing u 400-foot re-

FOLLOWING UP THE AUDIOMETER TESTS 

Henring tests, like nil others, nre of little value unless some use 
Is made <>r the information obtained. They must be followed up. Lose 
of henring Is not something to be ashamed of and concealed. It is 
something to be faced squarely in the open and, so far ns possible, 
overcome. The first step is always nn examination by an ear special- 
ist nnd correction of physical defects that may affect the hearing. 
Then each case must be studied separately to see what adjustment 
can be mnde. Some of the questions to be considered are: 

(1) Is the pupil’s hearing loss so great that it is impossible 

for him to profit by instruction in the public schools? 

(2) Has he progressive deafness? 

(3) Is there deafness In the family? 

(4) Has he running ears that do not yield to treatment? 

(6) Will a seat in an advantageous place suffice? 

(6) Is he laboring under the handicap of only a foreign language 
being spoken in the home? 

(7) Is he working up to capacity in his school work? 

(8) Is he alert and attentive in the classroom? 

A pupil w’hose hearing loss is so great that his speech and language 
is affected is placed in a school for the deaf. 

At the beginning of the school year, each principal receives a seating 
list for the pupils wdth defective hearing, indicating the location in 
which the pupil should hear to the greatest advantage. For many this 
solves the entire problem. 

LIP READING OPPORTUNITIES 

For others lip reading is advisable. One pupil with a slight hearing 
loss may need lip reading more than his neighbor with a serious 
loss. Some pupils who do not hear easily make the extra effort neces- 
sary to overcome the handicap, while others fall into habits of list- 
lessness and inattention, and do not make full use of what hearing 
they have. Since lip reading, as taught in the Newton schools, trains 
especially in alertness and concentration, it is valuable training 
for this latter group. Many of the former group keep up with their 
classes at the expense of great nerve strain. Lip reading relieves this 
strain and helps to keep the pupil in better physical condition. For 
those with a serious loss or a progressive type of deafness lip read- 
ing is an absolute necessity. Readjustment is extremely difficult for 
the adult who suddenly finds his hearing seriously impaired. If he 
has been equipped with lip reading in his youth, his handicap is 
greatly minimized. As a rule, the hard of hearing pupil who is a good 
student in his regular school work seeks lip reading, for he realizes 
its value and appreciates the opportunity. The objectors are usually the 
poorer students. 

Lip reading is not recommended for any pupil unless it is thought, 
after due consideration, that it will be a definite advantage in his edu- 
cational scheme. 

Few cities offer greater advantages to the hard of hearing than 
Newton. The work for children was established in 1930. There have 
been evening classes in lip reading for the hard of hearing adult 
since 1924. An afternoon class has been added for those who cannot 
attend the evening class. Those who have attended express great ap- 
preciation and enjoyment of these classes, but the registration is very 
small in comparison with the known number of hard of hearing 
persons in Newton. It is hoped that many more will avail themselves 
of the opportunities offered. 


ABOUT TOWN

Mayor Weeks has issued orders to 
the police department to enforce the 
city ordinance which specifies that 
persons in the Newtons must remove 
snow from the sidewalks abutting 
their premises within 2 hours after 
said snow has ceased to fall. This 
ordinance refers to tar or cement 
sidewalks. Notwithstanding the May- 
or’s instructions, a large percentage 
of the sidewalks which should have 
been cleared of snow have not been 
shovelled off. Some haven’t even 
been touched by a shovel. In the 
business sections many store owners 
or managers who have but from 20 to 
30 feet of sidewalk to free of snow, 
or even a lesser distance, have not 
obeyed the ordinance after any snow- 
storm this winter. Even if these who 
disregard the city ordinance were too 
busy (or lazy) to shovel off the snow 
before it hardened into ice, they 
could have removed it by the applica- 
tion of a few pounds of rock salt; and 
this salt can be bought for 2 cents the 
pound. In the meantime, walking on 
Newton sidewalks is dangerous; es- 
pecially for old persons. 


Mayor Weeks has also instructed 
the police to enforce the law relative 
to automobiles which are parked on 
streets all night long without being 
properly lighted. His purpose is to 
free the streets from those cars which 
are garaged on the highways and 
which impede the efforts of street de- 
partment employees to remove snow.

have entrance to the Charles River 
Parkway, calls attention to a very un- 
satisfactory traffic condition which has 
existed for years. The only approach 
from Newton Corner to the parkway, 
unless an autoist goes through Water- 
town, is along narrow, winding 
Charlesbank road. This street is so 
narrow that it had to be made one- 
way from Washington street, at New- 
ton Corner, to St. James street. The 
latter street, also narrow, was made 
one-way to care for the traffic coming 
west towards Newton from Charles 
River Parkway. Neither of these 
streets is wide enough to safely carry 
two-way traffic. In addition there is a 
high bridge over the Boston & Albany 
tracks on St. James street without 
safe barriers to protect any car from 
crashing down onto the tracks. 

A simple way to relieve this con- 
dition, und one that would be com- 
paratively inexpensive has long been 
advocated. This is — to purchase a 
few houses on Nonantum place, widen 
this short street, and make it a di- 
rect approach from Newton Corner 
to the parkway; a distance of about 
an eighth of a mile. This would take 
nearly all of the traffic off Charles- 
bank road and permit the use of St. 
James street in both directions by 
residents of Hunnewell Hill.

Friday 

The February Federation Day, Fri- 
day, the 23rd, might also have been 
called "Carnival Day" for the mem- 
bers of the West Newton Women’s Ed- 
ucational Club and their guests.

The 
purposes of these centres are, first, to 
provide employment for trained teach- 
ers and nurses who are in need of 
work; and, second, to provide educa- 
tional and recreational opportunities 
for those in need of such opportuni- 
ties. These projects are occupational 
training, recreational work, work with 
the foreign-born, work in home-mak- 
ing, and pre-school work. 

Mrs. Alfred E. Thayer, chairman of 
the American Home department, then 
introduced her speaker, Miss Naomi 
Poisson, of the Continental Baking 
Company, whose demonstration on 
"Wonder Bread Sandwich Making” 
was most instructive. She described 
many new and attractive kinds of 
sandwiches, and made a large variety 
of delicious "samples" which were 
later served at the tea. She was as- 
sisted by two of the Club members, 
Mrs. D. Earle Brackett and Mrs. Sid- 
ney B. Sargent.

THE DRAMATEURS PRESENT 
“THE PATRIARCH” 


In choosing the tragedy, “The 
Patriarch," for presentation in the 
New Church Auditorium last week, 
the Newton Dramateurs departed from 
the type of play usually given by 
amateur companies. This play by 
Boyd Smith is written against a back- 
ground not of realism but of poetic 
and religious idealism which exceeds 
possibility, even in the isolated moun- 
tain regions of West Virginia where 
the scene is laid. However, the six 
characters are all picturesque and 
develop admirable strength as the plot 
proceeds. 

Abner Gaunt, the patriarch of a 
sheep ranch, has two sons, Joe who Is 
madly in love with Leah Tanner, the 
“Shea Wolf,” and Lem, the older 
brother, who is unselfishly sympathe- 
tic with his brother in his love af- 
fair. Leah tells Lem that she loves 
him, not Joe. He laughs in her face 
out of loyalty to his brother. Leah 
is so enraged that she persuades Joe 
that Lem is really a love thief and 
so works on his sense of outraged 
brotherly loyalty that he kills his 
brother. Following the custom of the 
region. Abner acts as judge In a fam- 
ily trial, and fortified by scriptural 
authority, he condemns his son. Joe, 
to death and Leah to banishment from 
the mountains which she loves. Sarah 
Gaunt, the loving mother, who sub 
mlts to the rule of her husband, and 
Jeff Tanner. Leah’s father and the 
comedian of the cast, complete the 
cast. From first to last the tragedy 
called for the highest display of talent 
of which the players were capable. 

The entire cast took their parts 
well. Willis E. Pattison, as Abner 
Gaunt, clearly visualized his char- 
acter and threw unusual power Into 
his acting. Martha Olcott. as Leah 
Tanner, showed that she is capable 
of heavier work than she has hereto- 
fore done before Newton audiences. 
She threw herself into her part with 
abandon and gave the Impression of 
a real villain, but a charming one. 
Allen R. Bliss as Joe and Irving C. 
Whittemore as Lem carried their long 
parts and tense situations admirably 
and with excellent contrast to each 
other. Bessie Warren Skelton as the 
mother and H. Arthur Shute as tho 
comedian completed the picturesque 
cast. 

The scenery was well done and the 
lighting was especially artistic. The 
entire performance was an unquali- 
fied credit to William C. Grebe, the 
director, and the entire company.

Used In Newton Schools; 
Scientific Methods Used 


George Kellar, Secretary of School Department, Explains How 
Cost of Schools Has Been Reduced 


Newton’s unique system of school 
operation costs, about which other 
schools throughout the country have 
been enquiring;, were disclosed for 
the first time on Tuesday by George 
Kellar, Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, Secretary of the Newton 
School Committee, and purchasing 
agent of the department, in an ad- 
dress at the Charles River Country 
Club before the Newton Kiwanls Club. 

School books, supplies, transporta- 
tion, music, physical education, etc., — 
in fact all of the school costs except 
those represented In salaries, fuel and 
power, it was explained, are operated 
on a budget account that is broken 
up into 36 subdivisions. Each school 
is allotted a certain amount of money, 
based upon its pupil population. Sen- 
ior High Schools are allowed $10 per 
pupil. Junior High Schools $9 per pu- 
pil, and the elementary schools $5 per 
pupil. Furniture and all other Items 
required cannot exceed the pupil pop 
ulation allotment. 

Mr. Kellar. who is recognized as one 
of the foremost experts in school op- 
erations costs, described how a $100,- 
000 cafeteria business is conducted in 
the Newton schools under his direction 
each year, how a 9 Vi million dollar 
school plant is maintained at a cost of 
one-half of one per cent per annum, 
how school supplies have been stand 
ardized so that the lowest possible 
purchasing prices are obtained, and 
how scientific methods have been util- 
ized to guard the health of pupils dur- 
ing the 180 days they are in school 
each year. 

Purchasing supplies for each school 
is operated through an order register, 
upon which every order is entered 
and giving a value, whether actual or 
estimated, so that in a very few min- 
utes school directors can ascertain 
the amount expended and the balance 
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remaining in any one or all the vari- 
ous school appropriations. Moreover, ,a 
statement is prepared each month 
showing the balance of each allotment 
und all school directors are notified 
of the amounts remaining to their 
credit. Under no circumstances is 
any person allowed to exceed his al 
lotment. 

Great care is taken in the quality 
of merchandise purchased and from 
time to time chemical analyses are 
made by reputable concerns. One such 
material being liquid soap, which is 
tested particularly for its alkali con- 
tent. In as much as this soap is used 
throughout all the schools, in all 
shower baths, it is necessary that a 
soap as nearly neutral as possible be 
supplied. Up to nine years ago, it was 
the custom in Newton to use cake 
soap, and very little of that, with prac- 
tically no facilities whatever for the 
proper washing of the hands of chil- 
dren. Since that time, every school 
has been equipped with dispensers 
and either liquid or powdered soap, 
and paper towels so that the children 
have at hand every modern conveni- 
ence for their comfort. 

. Standardization of purchases has 
been perfected to such an extent that 
a list of 220 items existing in 1924 
has now been reduced to 130. By such 
standardization quantities are dis- 
tributed among fewer items allowing 
quantity buying and consequent low- 
er prices. Formerly there were 110 
types of school furniture used but 
standardization has brought the num- 
ber of kinds down to 4 at the present 
time. „ A 

The gross business of the cafeterias 
in 1932 and 1933 was nearly $100,000 
and showed a net profit to the city of 
$500, one of the few school systems 
in the state which did not show a 
deficit in this particular branch of the 
work. The cafeterias are in charge of 
a trained dietitian, who plans the 
menus and selects the food best for 
children of school age. Helpings are 
generous and the cost is kept low 
while the standard remains high. 

Each year the School Department 
representatives, in conjunction with 
the Public Buildings Department of 
the City, visits each school to note 
the major items of maintenance which 
are necessary for the current year, 
and such items form the basis of the 
maintenance budget which this year 
will be about $50,000. In as much as 
the valuation of Newton schools is 
about 9V^ millions, the city is spend- 
ing for maintenance about one-half or 
one percent. The average for indus- 
trial plants is about three times that 

Nowhere in the United States is 
greater care taken for guarding the 
health of the children during school 
hours. Mr. Kellar explained that fre- 
quent inspections are made by the 
School Department in all school build- 
ings, and a check made on matters 
affecting the safety and health of the 
children. Exit doors must open easily, 
lire alarms must be in order at all

Body of Drowned 
Waban Child Found 


NEWTON CENTRE MEN 
FINED FOR PULLING 
IN FALSE ALARM 


Car Driven by Boy 
Kills Waban Child 


The body of Barbara Rambach, 5, 
who was drowned in the Charles Riv- 
er at Waban on January 19th, was 
recovered on Tuesday afternoon at 
1:30 in the river at Lower Falls op- 
posite the Dolan Coal Company yard, 
a short distance below the Washing- 
ton street bridge. Walter Lyko, 21, 
of 2295 Washlngon street, Lower 
Falls, was working at the coal yard 
when he saw the child’s body floating 
down the river. Lyko, fully clothed, 
jumped into the icy water, swam out 
and recovered the body. The Metro- 
politan police were notified and the 
body taken to the station at Norum- 
bega, where it was later identified. 

The little girl fell into the river 
while playing with another child on 
the ice near the shore. Every effort 
was made to recover the body in the 
week following the drowning. A net 
was spread across the river, police 
grappled days and nights and a diver 
searched the stream for a long dis- 
tance. The body went over three 
dams at the Lower Falls. It was in 
an excellent state of preservation. 
The little girl was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Rambach of 
350 Quinobequin road, Waban.

1934 Budget Shows Further 
Cut of $167,000 In 
Cost of City Activities 

Co-Operation by Department Heads Necessitates Only Small 
Reduction by Mayor Weeks 


The budget recommendations sub- 
mitted by Mayor Weeks to the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night total 
$4,383,066.29. The recommendations 
made by department heads totalled 
$4,544,828.95. The Mayor thus cut 
$167,762.66 from the amounts asked 
for by the various departments. Last 
year $4,618,652.16 were appropriated 
and $4,487,580.62 were expended. In 
1932 the total expended was $4,713,- 
451.98. The amount recommended by 
the Mayor for the Water Department 
was $287,524.11; the amount asked for 
by Water Commissioner Ellis was 
slightly more — $288,099.11. Last year 
this department expended $448,350.06. 
The Water Department is financed by 
money obtained from water revenue: 
the other departments by tax levy. 
No salary increases are allowed other 
than the step increases given to school 
teachers, firemen and policemen. The 
7V4% cut made in city employees sal- 
aries and wages last year is contin- 
ued. 

Comptroller White recommended 
$12,635 for assistants salaries. The 
Mayor reduced this item to $10,334. 
Two other items lopped in this depart- 
ment’s recommendations were — office 
expense from $800 to $700: mainte- 
nance of billing machines from $600 
to $450. City Treasurer Newhall asked 
$11,143 for salaries of his assistants. 
The Mayor reduced this to $10,775. 
The figure for office expenses of this 
department was reduced from $2250 
to $1975 and the amount asked for 
temporary loans interest from $47,088 
to $35,000. 

The -only cut made by the Mayor 
from the recommendations of the 
Chairman of the Board of Assessors 
is on the item of office expenses; 
from $3000 to $2950. The cuts made 
by the Mayor on the recommenda- 
tions of the City Clerk • for his de- 
partment include — temporary clerks 
from $1000 to $800, office expenses 
from $1600 to $1400, election expenses 
from $10,000 to $8000. The Regis- 
trars of Voters asked $1600 for cleri- 
cal assistance: the Mayor reduced this 
to $130£>. They asked $2000 for jury 
lists: the Mayor specifies $1500. In 
the Engineering Department recom- 
mendations. the Mayor evidently 
thought City Engineer did not ask 
enough for office expenses, as he in- 
creased this item from $300 to $350. 
Cuts made on items in the Engineer- 
ing Department were — supplies, from 
$1500 to $1000: auto maintenance from 
$1000 to $85<>. In the amounts asked 
for by Building Commissioner Hage- 
man the only appreciable cuts are — 
maintenance of school buildings, from 
$49,000 to $48,000; maintenance of 
other buildings from $11,000 to $ 10 ,- 
000 . 

In the police department recommen- 
dations the only cuts were on the 
item for auto maintenance — from 
$645o to $6000: and the item for in- 
cidentals. from $1300 to $1200. Sev- 
eral small reductions were made in 
items submitted by Chief Randlett of 
the Fire Department, the principal 
cut being on that for maintenance 
of apparatus — from $7500 to $7000. 
Items cut in the Health Department 
recommendations included — Labora- 
tory expense from $1200 to $200. Pre- 
vention of Disease from $37,000 to 
protection of child life from 


$7660 to $7100. The Public Welfare 
Department asked $2751.25 for clerical 
assistance; the Mayor increased this 
amount to $4069.75. To offset this 
the amount asked for temporary 
clerks, $3010.42. was decreased to 
$1484.50. Director FitzGerald asked 
$150,000 for poor outside the city in- 
firmary: the Mayor reduced this fig- 
ure to $125,000. The item for outside 
aid was reduced from $25,000 to $20.- 
000. The City Physician. Dr. Lowe, 
asked $800 for a temporary assist- 
ant. The Mayor Cut this item to 
$94.35. * 

In the Library Department items 
cut included— salaries of assistant li- 
brarians and pages from $39,423 to 
$38,750; books and periodicals from 
$16,500 to $16,000. Items but in the 
Playground Department included cler- 
ical assistance. $2258 to $1970; direc- 
tors salaries, $27,000 to $26,000; of- 
fice expense, $710 to $350; mainte- 
nance of playgrounds. $36,350 to $34- 
000; construction. $5584 to $1192; new 
equipment. $1000 to $250; care of 
school playgrounds, $5700 to $5000. 

No cuts were made in the items

times: rubbish and waste collected 
in the building must be burned or re- 
moved immediately upon completion 
of the school day. Toilet rooms are 
scrubbed each afternoon, and closets, 
storerooms, and the general condition 
of the building for accumulation of 
dust and dirt are under observation 
at all times. 

Regulations require that a definite 
amount of air shall be pumped into 
every classroom for each pupil, and 
by the use of an anomometer, this air 
supply is checked periodically. To pro- 
tect the sight of the children a Foote 
candle meter is used to measure the 
amount of light which each child re- 
ceives on his desk, during the normal 
day and under artificial light. More- 
over, the thermostat control keeps the 
temperature of the room at 70 de- 
grees. 

Mr. Kellar further pointed out that 
at least twice, and more normally 
three times a year, the seating of the 
children is observed, and changes are 
made under the direction of the physi 
cal education department, if the need 
demands, in the height of the chair of 
desk at which the child is sitting. 
Regulations are carefully observed in 
the preserving of the proper aisles 
and the light which comes from the 
windows over the child’s left shoulder. 

Each year every fire extinguisher in 
every school in the city is removed 
by the Fire Department, tested and 
refilled. Each month, independent of

Aldermen Hold 
Shortest Session 
In Many Years 

The shortest regular meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen within recent 
years was held on Monday night. The 
meeting was called to order at 
o’clock by President Collins. Aider- 
men Cordon and Howlett were ab 
sent, the former because of the death 
of his father. The meeting contin- 
ued until 8:10 when a recess was 
taken until 8:44. The meeting then 
was resumed, to adjourn at 8:49. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of Frank 
Vincenzo for a permit to conduct 
gasoline filling station at 1105 Wash- 
ington street, West Newton, at the 
corner of Cross street. President Col- 
lins announced that this hearing was 
postponed until March 19 because no- 
tices had not been properly sent out 
by the petitioner. Vincenzo has twice 
before petitioned for a station per- 
mit at this locus and has been turned 
down. 

The names of three citizens were 
drawn: the owners to serve as Jurors 
at the civil business session of the 
Superior Court at Cambridge in April. 
They are: Clarence Dales, 14 Exeter 
street; Walter F. Sisson, 62 Austin 
street; Sewell Fessenden, 100 Essex 
road. Six names were drawn from 
the Jury list for Jury service at the 
criminal sessions of the Middlesex Su- 
perior Court next month. They are: 
Donald Whitney, 65 Clark street; Pay- 
son Lowell, Jr., 11 Washington street; 
Joseph Beatty, 46 Washington Park; 
Joseph Cleary, 51 Circuit avenue; John 
Dunleavy, 22 Gilbert street; H. Mor- 
ton Hill, 8 Chesterfield road. 

A communication was received from 
Mayor Weeks recommending budget 
appropriations of $4,383,066.29 for the 
conduct of city affairs during this 
year; this money to be raised by tax 
levy. Also recommending that $287, 
524.11 be appropriated for the ex 
penses of the Water Department; the 
money to be taken from water rev- 
enue. These recommendations were 
referred to various committees for 
consideration. 

The only appropriation made by the 
Board was that of $843.56 for a pen- 
sion for Patrolman S. Joseph Reeves 
of the Newton police department who 
retired from active duty last Friday, 
having reached the age of 65. When 
the matter authorizing a continuation 
of the bond of Louis Ebb as a con- 
stable of Newton came up, Alderman 
Gronin asked for information concern- 
ing Ebb. The Ward 4 alderman said 
that he has heard much criticism the 
past couple of years to the effect that 
Ebb is not a resident of Newton. He 
asked — “When was Ebb appointed 
constable of Newton, what are his 
duties and where is his office?” Pres- 
ident Collins answered that when Ebb 
was appointed a constable for this 
city two years ago, the matter was 
threshed out. Collins stated that Ebb 
was, and is a resident of Newton. 
When the controversy referred to by 
Alderman Collins was aired a couple 
of years ago, it came out that Ebb, 
who had resided for years on Canter- 
bury street, Dorchester, had been reg- 
istered for poll tax purposes from an 
address on Ricker terrace, Newton. 
He has an office on School street, Bos- 
ton and another office in the Stuart 
Building, 827 Beacon street, Newton 
Centre. 

On favorable recommendation of the 
Licenses Committee the Board voted 
to grant a permit for a gasoline Ailing 
station at 328 Washington street, 
Newton to A. J. Wellington, G. M. 
Hammar and James K. Losee. This 
locus is on the property formerly 
owned by the late Elmer Parkhurst, 
opposite Peabody street. In addition 
to the filling station now nearly com- 
pleted at the corner of Washington 
and Peabody streets, it will mean two 
new stations near Newton Corner. 
The Board also voted to grant the 
petition of Daniel Barnicle for ad- 
ditional tanks and pumps at his sta- 
tion on Lexington street, near Auburn 
street, Auburndale. A hearing was 
set for March 19 on the petition of 
the Shell Oil Company for a permit 
to enlarge the building at its station 
— 1099 Beacon street, Newton High- 
lands. 

Before the meeting adjourned, Al- 
derman McKay informed his fellow 
members that he had brought to the 
hall an ancient document which te- 
cently came into his possession. It 
is the report of the assessors of the 
Town of Newton for the year 1740 
and was made out on March 3, 1742. 

It contains the names of 122 tax pay- 
ers and the total tax collected in New- 
ton for the year 1740 was 160 pounds, 

8 shillings and three pence. Aider- 
man McKay stated that one of the 
taxpayers, Lieut. Benjamin Dana, was 
an ancestor of his, and that a num- 
ber of the names on the documents 
were those of ancestors of present 
residents of the city. 

A claim was received from Em- 
manuel Starr of Irelnnd road for dam- 
age to his house caused by blasting. 
Mrs. Charles O’Brien of Tremont 
street, Newton sent In a claim for 
$175 additional to the $325 claim made 
last year for damages to her house 
caused by blasting. Madeline Cobb 
sent in a claim for injuries caused by 
a fall on an icy sidewalk on Boylston 
street, Newton Highlands.

Dramatic Club To 
Present Japanese 
Play on March 1 4 

On Wednesday evening, March 14th, 
the Newton Dramatic Club will pre- 
sent an evening of one-act plays. Sig- 
nificant among them will be the Japa- 
nese Noh Drama Hagoromo written 
in 1400 by Seami and translated by 
Arthur Waley. Miss Barbara Lippln- 
cott is in charge of this play and is 
assisted by Miss Katharine Allen. It 
would be impossible for any group 
to attempt to do a Noh play which 
is held in great reverence In Japan 
were it not for the co-operation of 
competent authorities. In this the 
Newton Dramatic Club has been most 
fortunate for the curators of the Bos 
ton Museum where repose the finest 
collection of Japanese prints and cu 
rios in the world have given unparal- 
leled support. Mr. Koomeraswami, 
the Oriental curator, put on the screen 
for the committee, a movie taken of 
this particular drama that the tech- 
nique of the dance and acting could 
be studied. The play tells of the An- 
gel’s Feathered Cloak found by two 
fishermen on a tree. The Angel comes 
to find her cloak but the fisherman 
who loves her at sight will not give 
it to her because without it she must 
remain on earth. Mrs. Hazel Sands 
Welch will take the Angel’s role and 
do the slow Oriental Noh dance. Gard- 
ner Reynolds and James Berkeley, Jr. 
are the fishermen and William Lang- 
enheim will chant the exquisite lines 
of the chorus to the background of 
Japanese classical music on records 
brought recently from Japan by Miss 
Eunice Pepper, one of the members 
of the Dramatic Club, M. Tomita and 
Mme. Herano, curators of the Japa- 
nese section of the Boston Museum 
have permitted Miss Lippincott to see 
the veritable feathered cloak kept in 
the vaults under the museum. It is a 
brilliant peacock worked on gold 
cloth and this Miss Lippincott is re- 
producing at the Museum. 

The dress of the angel is a mu- 
seum piece, over a hundred years old, 
loaned by Mr. Stanley Wood of Yar- 
mouth, Maine. The fishermen’s cos- 
tumes are authentic with the Japa- 
nese prints shown at the Museum. A 
background had to be created in ex- 
act accordance with the traditional 
one used in 1400 so M. Awana, a Jap- 
anese friend of Mrs. Larz Anderson, 
is painting it for the occasion. The 
production will be more or less adapt- 
ed for an American audience but 
wherever possible will be kept to the 
true Japanese form. 

The other offerings of the evening 
will be most interesting and varied. 
“Trifles,” by Susan Glaspell, coached 
by Mrs. Carl Gore, “March Hares” 
coached by Mrs. Florence Wood Rus- 
sell and a most spectacular “Song of 
the Flame,” done by the chorus from 
Marina and a dancer Dorothy Brack- 
ett. The evening’s entertainment is 
free to all members of the Club. 


“Three Little Pigs” 
Benefit Show For 
Childrens Hospital 


Have you seen the “Three Little 
Pigs?” If you have, you surely will 
want to see it again. If you haven’t, 
you will have the opportunity to do 
so on Saturday morning, March 24, at 
10 o’clock at the Paramount Theatre 
in Newton. The Officers’ Association 
of the New'ton Girl Scouts will have 
its annual moving picture show 
that date. 

Have you ever been through the 
Children’s Hospital? If so, perhaps 
you have seen in one of the wards a 
bed on which hangs the picture of 

ship’s wheel and the words “The 
Newton Girl Scout Bed.” This wheel 
has seven spokes. The spokes repre- 
senting the seven registered troops 
in Newton at that time. 

Twelve years ago the Newton Girl 
Scouts were asked if they would like 
to name a bed in the Children’s Hos- 
pital. Of course, the answer was 
‘yes.” This meant raising money and 
a Girl Scout, movie was decided upon. 
The first picture shown, in February, 
1922, was “Little Lord Fauntleroy." 
Mary Pickford herself gave us per- 
mission to use the picture, her one 
stipulation being that all the money 
raised should go to the hospital; and 
enough was realized to name the bed 
for three years. In 1926 the second 
movie was given.

‘Rome’ Subject of 
Third in Series of 
Read Lectures 

"Rome the Eternal Capital,” was 
the title of Mr. Griggs lecture, which 
he gave Friday, March 2, at the 
Underwood School In Newton. This 
is the third of the six Read Fund 
Lectures, free to the citizens of New- 
ton, that are being given by Edward 
Howard Griggs. 

The traditional date of the founding 
of the city of Rome is 753 B. G. The 
first rulers were the Eruscans who 
had swept down from the north, 
bringing with them their forms of 
art that were soon to be assimilated 
by the Romans. After a hundred 
years of strife, the Romans emerged 
triumphant and set up the republic. 

Now Rome begins her conquests, 
conquests that were to make her mis- 
tress of the known world. As she 
conquered a city, she followed the 
wise policy of conferring upon the 
vanquished, Roman citizenship. This 
citizenship gave the rights to inter- 
marry, to trade, and the protection 
of the Roman legions. In 218 B. C. 
Rome had to meet another great 
power in the form of the Pheniclan 
colony Carthage. In 146 B. C. Car- 
thage fell, and with its fall Rome 
dominated the world. 

The contacts with the sensuous 
Eabt led to a decline In Roman char- 
acter. The rich now wished to be 
richer, and so the taxes were in- 
creased. The poor farmers lost their 
farms and were forced to join the 
city mobs. The time was ripe for an 
ambitious leader to make himself dic- 
tator. Thus in 49 B. C. Caesar 
crossed the Rubicon and took com- 
mand of the state. A wise man, he 
kept the semblance of the old form 
of rule, while in truth he was really 
the emperor. After his death at the 
hands of Brutus in 44 B. C. Octavius 
ruled as emperor. It is in this period 
that Rome reached its greatest 
height. The Greeks thronged to the 
city, bringing with them their wonder- 
ful arts, with which they were to 
conquer the Romans. 

That Rome was beginning to decay 
was easily seen in the conditions af- 
ter the death of Octavius. The rich, 
although fewer in number amassed 
greater wealth than ever, while the 
poor grew poorer. The taxes in- 
creased and a spirit of unrest spread 
throughout the empire. Now came 
the period of the wicked emperors, Ti- 
berius, and the arch fiend Nero. These 
wicked emperors were succeeded by 
the good emperors, Trajan, Hadrian, 
and Marcus Aurelius. A group of 
wicked emperors followed, to be fin- 
ally succeeded by Constantine. In 
232 A. D. Christianity was declared to 
be the religion of the state. This 
date may be said to mark the end 
of ancient Rome. 

The city is full of the relics of this 
ancient empire. In the center of the 
city is the forum. From this forum 
the affairs of the republic were man- 
aged. Under the empire it became 
a meeting place for the people. Not 
far from the forum rises that great 
monument to the most brutal sport 
the world has ever known. It was 
in this great Colosseum, a third of a 
mile around and seating 80,000, that 
the martyrs were tossed to the lions, 
or gladiators killed each other, while 
the mob sat and cheered. Such was 
Roman taste. On the Palatine hill 
are the ruins of the great houses of 
the nobles. Near the little chapel of 
Saint Mary of the Sun is an arch of 
the great sewer, the Cloaca Maxima. 
The Pantheon stands in the middle 
of the city, strong and serene with its 
dome and great Roman arch. 

In the museums are many examples 
of how the Romans borrowed their 
art from the peoples they conquered. 
Two of the best statues in these mu- 
seums are the Apollo Belvedere, and 
the torso of Hercules. These two 
clearly show the Greek influence on 
Roman art. 

After the glorious period of the 
Renaissance Rome fell into decline. 
For centuries Italy was to serve as 
the battlefield of Europe. Not until 
the 19th century was Italy to be re- 
united, under the leadership of Gari- 
baldi. Now under the present dicta- 
tor. Italy marches forward to regain 
some of her ancient glory. The lec- 
ture for next week will be “Ravenna: 
the Cradle of Christian Art."

Welfare Worker 
Talks To Women 


Miss Chopin of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau gave a short talk to the Wom- 
an’s Association of Central Church, 
Newtonville, while they were sewing 
f6r the needy of the city, Wednesday. 
March 7th. She gave illuminating 
statistics. She emphasized the fact 
that the normal work of the bureau 
is helping needy families in ways oth- 
er than giving money relief. Dr. Wynn 
Fairfield’s talk and moving pictures 
took the company to the Province of 
Shonsi in China and to the city of 
Toiku, where the missionary hospital 
is doing friendly service to a wide 
area. The late Dr. W. A. Hemenway. 
known as the smiling doctor, was the 
much-beloved head of this institution. 
The pictures of his funeral rites— the 
long procession of officials and mili- 
tary dignitaries and the large number 
of citizens, musicians, and bearers of 
rich silken memorial banners testified 
to the high regard in which the mis- 
sionary doctor was held. Dr. Fairfield 
spoke of two significant items relutlve 
to the present state of China, doings 
not connected with the American 
Board of Missions. Some Chinose- 
Christians hud secured government 
sanction to establish a broadcasting 
stution at Shanghai. Now over a hun- 
dred mile radius, they radio social 
work news, health information, mu- 
sic. sermons and even personal testi- 
mony us to wholesome living. The 
other significant fact related to a dis- 
trict where the native mode of life 
hud been all broken up by communis- 
tic influence. Into this region Chiu- 
ese-Christiaus proposed to seud work- 
ers and their families, a pluu for rural 
reconstruction. 


Form Democratic 
Women’s Club Here 

Organization of a Newton Democra- 
tic Women's Club was undertaken in 
Newton this week with a preliminary 
meeting of a number of interested 
women being held at the home of Mrs.

About ten days ago income tax-payers were called upon to 
pay at least one-half of the amount due the state for incomes 
received during the year 1933. The change made from previous 
years when payments of such taxes were deferred until early 
fall is of direct benefit to the cities and towns of the state. Prior 
to this year the municipalities were forced to wait until late 
in the year before the share of income taxes due them was 
distributed. This year, because of the payment of half the 
amount due, these municipalities will receive half of the amount 
due them before April 15th, thus making it unnecessary for 
borrowing in anticipation of the receipts of this money. Many 
of our cities and towns have been finding it difficult to borrow 
except at a high rate of interest. Distribution of these funds will 
give them ready money to meet current expenses.

A FUTILE QUEST 

The most important question to be considered in regard to 
the proposal to send a commission of legislators to England to 
study court action and procedure is, we believe, not so much 
the cost of such a commission, but as to what can be accomp- 
lished. It is practically impossible to believe that any commis 
sion could make sufficient study in a ten-day stay there to 
enable it to report intelligently upon the subject than is al- 
ready available in our law schools.

Oddments 
The snow was whirling, swirling 
and cutting-up and cuttlng-ln general 
ly. A cynical man of my ac- 
quaintance and I were plodding along, 
searching for a pole-stop of the Bos 
ton Elevated cars to Boston. We 
came to one at last. There stood an 
attractive young wsman. She seemed 
far more brave than we. At least her 
face, which was beautiful, showed no 
traces of disgust such as our own 
wore. Her rosy cheeks made us en- 
vious — or at least I was covetous of 
them. She really was a snappy num- 
ber. When we were seated togethei 
my male companion and I, of course — 
and the car was ploughing Its way to 
the big city, I remarked to him, “That 
girl has a marvelous complexion.

Now listen to the testimony of a 
man rewarded for a kindly deed and 
in advance at that. Doesn’t seem poos- 
sible or rather probable. Yet it’s 
true. The ash barrels w’ere filled and 
made a disheartening picture when 
viewed by the Individual whose duty 
it would be to transport them to the 
sidewalk there to wait for the city 
workers. The cellar door was a good 
long distance from the street, at least 
it seemed so to him. The service 
walk was covered with Ice and the 
snow was banked high everywhere. 
But the barrels had to be emptied 
Out in the street there was a com- 
motion. A truck had become stalled 
on the glacial surface. Suddenly the 
householder heard the doorbell ring. 
He answered and was met with the 
query, “Can we have some ashes?” 
Could they? "Sure, take all you 
want.” The truckmen brought their 
own pails. Rolled the barrels into the 
yard, emptied them and carried them 
back into the cellar. The household- 
er isn’t mean or anything like that, 
but he is willing that more trucks 
should become stalled at his door. 

The Woes of Overshoes 
Often it has occurred to me that 
a research secretary, as they are 
called, would be a great help. The 
expense puts it entirely out of the 
question so I shall continue as in the 
past to look up important matters 
and solve vexatious problems for and 
by myself. The work will not be per- 
formed as well — when it is performed 
— but with sufficient care to serve the 
purpose. With a research secretary 
to whom I could say, "Please look 
this up and let me know more about 
it,” I feel that I should soon become 
a paragon of erudition. In view of 
such calamitous possibility perhaps 
d better stay as I am. 

What I most desire to learn at the 
present moment is the etiquette of 
footwear. It has been necessary, as 
all can readily testify, to have one’s 
feet covered and covered well against 
the rigors of our glorious and inten- 
sive winter. That matter Is simple. 
What to do with one’s overshoes or 
rubbers when calling Is another. It 
has always been a source of embar- 
rassment to me to drop in for a 
friendly visit and give up the first 
and last 15 minutes to removing and 
putting on my overshoes. I am not 
skilled in the art. Getting them on 
demands first of all a chair in which 
I may place myself. Then I require 
plenty of elbow room and a reason- 
able amount of energy, for in the 
struggle I extend my elbows consid- 
erable distance and grunt — yes, some- 
times groan before I am properly 
shod. 

Removal, as far as I am concerned, 
requires first of all something to grab 
hold of in order to keep my balance. 
Then, after the snaps have been un 
loosened and the zippers pulled, I 
place the right toe against the left 
heel and strain all the muscles I have 
below the knee. With the left over- 
shoe off I can use niy hands in re- 
moving the other. Either that, or I 
kick It off. The latter Is more in- 
formal and more suitable to the home 
or at a place where one feels more 
at ease. 

Formal visits do not permit of such 
freedom. The operation has to be 
performed in a much smaller area and 
one must not make a show of himself 
—at least no more than that in keep- 
ing with good taste and good man- 
ners. There is the temptation to 
leave the overshoes on, but In a pri- 
vate house that is impossible for ob- 
vious reasons. 

To attend some public gathering and 
sit with one’s feet encased In such 
heavy covering is not satisfactory. It 
may permit one to avoid the agony 
of removal and replacing, but It isn’t 
advisable. There are other points to 
he considered In proving the disadvan- 
tages. What 1 seek to learn is a solu- 
tion of the difficulty. I have asked 
many people but only to listen to bit- 
ter experiences and tales of woe. At 
present. I am still woefully ignorunt 
of what to do. Yet I can hope for an 
early Spring and that Is the one com- 
fort I now possess.

Here we have some renl life cases of children in the Newton 
schools who have been helped through the testing and 
follow-up service rendered by the School Department. 

TOO LATE 

Alice had scarlet fever when she was a baby, followed by suppurat- 
ing ears. The parents pnid no attention to the ear trouble, saying It 
was “nothing but running ears” and that lots of people had them. 
When, at last, she was taken to an ear clinic it was too late to snve 
her hearing, which was then seriously defective. She will probably 
be totally deaf in a few years, the victim of neglect. We can give 
Up reading, which will help, but can never take the place of the 
hearing that might have been saved. 

PREPAREDNESS 

The audiometer tests showed that Tom had a slight hearing 
loss. When taken to an ear specialist, it was found that he had 
some slight ear trouble. Because of a history of deafness In the 
family, his parents requested that he be placed In the lip reading 
class. He is now an excellent lip reader. He has the right attitude 
toward his handicap. If his deafness increases, his handicap will 
be greatly minimized because of his preparation for It. 

TONSILS AND ADENOIDS 

Jack’s audiometer test of June, 1933, showed a serious hearing 
loss, though his hearing had been normal in the 19 32 test. A history 
of grippe and heavy colds during the winter was given. A special 
test in September showed that his hearing had not Improved during 
the summer. When taken to an ear clinic, a tonsil operation was 
advised and performed. Another test two months later showed 
his hearing to be normal once more. 

IN THE NICK OF TIME 

Virginia’s parents had received notices that her hearing was de- 
fective for two years, but no action was taken. When interviewed, the 
mother said, “I didn’t pay any attention to the notices for the hear- 
ing loss didn’t seem enough to be worth bothering about, but I will 
take her to an ear specialist if you think it necessary. Come to think 
of it, w'hen I have visited school I have noticed that Virginia had 
a strained expression on her face all the time. Possibly It Is because 
she doesn’t hear well.” An ear specialist was consulted and told the 
mother that if she had allowed another year to pass without treat- 
ment, he could not have prevented increasing deafness for her 
daughter. Treatment for several months restored the hearing to 
normal and no further trouble has appeared. 

“SHE DIDN’T PAY ATTENTION” 

Greta’s hearing loss had been slowly increasing for several years 
according to the audiometer tests. The mother refused to have the 
child’s ears examined, insisting that she always heard when she was 
spoken to at home, “If she paid attention”, and that she could pass 
the audiometer test at school If she paid attention. Finally Greta was 
taken to the Eye and Ear Infirmary where an individual hearing tesi 
with a different type of audiometer revealed a loss of approx- 
imately 25% in both ears. Greta's lack of attention was explained, 
but what the future holds in regard to her hearing has not yet been 
determined. 

SHE LEARNED TO LISTEN AND TO CONCENTRATE 

Marv was a third grade girl with a slight hearing loss. She was 
below the average of her class in her school work, listless and in- 
attentive and was placed in the lip reading class, even though her 
hearing impairment was not great. After a few months of lip reading 
her teacher wrote. “Mary is a different child from the restless, inat- 
tentive little girl who came to me in September. She lias learned to 
listen and to concentrate. She is now one of my most responsive 
pupils ” Mary is no longer in the lip reading class, but her hearing 
loss and her standing in her school work are checked frequently. 


scene or occurrence of excitement. 
Then there is an intransitive verb— 
“to frolic, carouse or dissipate.” When 
we say “racket” nowadays we may 
mean a light hat but more likely some 
goings on that may constitute skull- 
duggery, trickery, shady business or 
plain out and out stealing by force of 
arms. 

So popular has the word become 
that when a speaker, particularly at a 
hearing before a legislative commit- 
tee, denounces a group of individuals, 
a corporation or system of adminis- 
tration, he says, with vehemence, 
that it Is “a racket.” Opposition to 
his pet measure is said to be inspired 
by people who are really “racketeers” 
at heart. 

I am not writing a brief as counsel 
for the defense of people who are open 
to criticism— Justly or unjustly. I am 
pleading, however, for cessation of 
the use of the word ‘ racket.” It has 
come to such a pass that most every- 
thing that displeases us or is dis- 
tasteful in any way is thus condemned. 
It is trying my patience, getting on 
my nerves. In fact I can’t stand the 
racket. 


Well Known Author 
Gives An Evening 
Of English Poetry 

The lecture course offered this sea- 
son by the Unitarian Church of West 
Newton closed on Sunday evening 
with an hour’s reading of English 
poetry by Laurence Binyon, well 
known author and exchange lecturer 
at Harvard this year. The course has 
consisted of nine lectures which have 
covered a wide variety of cultural and 
European political subjects. Mr. Bin- 
yon was the fifth Englishman to ap- 
pear in the course this year. 

Opening his readings with “The 
Song of Honor” by Hodgson, the read- 
er said that he considered the poem 
one of the finest in the English lan- 
guage. Apparently taking the familiar- 
ity of his audience with the selections 
from his own poems and that of oth- 
ers for granted, he read without com- 
ment or uttempt at interpretation 
Cities, Thrones and Power” by Kip- 
ling, "The Tree” by Musefleld, "The 
Listeners” and "All That’s Past” by De 
lu Mure, and “The Exumple” and “A 
Thought” by Davis. 

Mr. Binyon then read “John Win- 
ter,” "The Resurrection,’’ “A Day that 
is Boundless,” "Little Hands," “Guns 
at the Front,” und several others of 
his own poems. All of the selections 
road belong to tho chaste Victorian 
style, with only u touch here and 
there of refined romunce or realistic 
description. Asked after the close of 
the lecture If the poems read repre- 
sented a select anthology of his own 
writings und that of others, he re- 
plied that they did not hut were 
given hecuuse he thought they would 
be well received by the audience. 

After the lecture Mr. Binyon was 
surrounded by those who wished to se- 
cure his uutogruph in his small vol- 
umes of poetry, ut leuut one of whom 
hud truveled from New Jersey to see 
und hear the favorite uuthor in per- 
son.

There are many who believe that 
democracy has proved to be imprac- 
tical and dictatorships are necessary. 
The recent action of the majority of 
the members of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in voting 
for a restoration of salaries of State 
employees (including their own sal- 
aries) to the formel level, will not 
tend to lessen the belief of those 
who contend that government of and 
by the people is a failure. And on 
top of this, with hundreds of thou- 
sands of Massachusetts residents pen- 
niless. or nearly so, some of our bril- 
liant Legislators vote to send a com- 
mission to England to study how they 
enforce law over there. Last year 
the people of this State were taxed 
to pay for a junket of a large sized 
committee of Massachusetts legisla- 
tors to Quebec for the alleged pur- 
pose of having them study the con- 
trol of liquor In that province. It 
is more than probable that most of 
those members of our State govern- 
ment who took that trip at the peo- 
ple’s expense, had been to Quebec 
during the 13 years of the so-called 
“prohibition era” and had already ob- 
tained first hand knowledge. Subse- 
quently did the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature vote for the adoption of a li- 
quor control system similar to that 
used in Quebec? Not so one would 
notice it. It is to the credit of the 
Representatives from Newton that 
they were opposed to these two meas- 
ures.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 


The House of Representatives this 
week spent many hours in debate up- 
on several matters. On Tuesday on 
a roll-call vote of 109 to 105 a resolve 
offered by Rep. Martin Hayes of 
Brighton calling for the appointment 
of a commission of five members of 
the Legislature to go to England for 
a ten-day study of court action and 
procedure there and report back on 
May first was rejected. On Wednesday 
Rep. Hayes moved reconsideration 
which was voted on a roll-call of 127 
to 71 and the bill ordered to a third 
reading. Rep Hayes then asked sus- 
pension of the rules in order that it 
might be further acted on at the time 
but objection was raised by Rep. Colo 
of Taunton. Unanimous consent be- 
ing necessary to suspend the rules, 
the matter then had to go over until 
Thursday for its final reading. At 
that session Rep. Hayes offered an 
amendment to the resolve enlarging 
it to provide for two appointees by 
Governor Ely in addition to the flvo 
members of the General Court. This, 
he explained, was necessary, as under 
the rules permitting committees ot 
the Legislature to travel a two-thirds 
vote is necessary before the bill could 
be enacted. After considerable furth- 
er debate the amendment was adopted 
by a roll-call vote of 101 to 91. On all 
roll-calls the three Newton Represen 
tatives, Baker, Brimblecom and Luit- 
wieler, were opposed to the creation 
of the commission. 

Another matter which occasioned 
considerable debate on Tuesday was 
that of acceptance of the report of 
the Committee on Highways and Mo- 
tor Vehicles giving leave to withdraw 
on several petitions seeking to change 
the date of automobile registrations 
from January 1st to April 1st. Rep. 
Lasell of Northbridge offered a sub- 
stitute bill which after lengthy debate 
was rejected by an overwhelming 
voice vote. 

On Wednesday afternoon the annual 
attempt to abolish the Board of Police 
for the city of Fall River was again 
rejected after about an hour’s debate. 
On a roll-call vote of 89 to 122 to 
abolish the Board, Representatives 
Baker, Brimblecom and Luitwieler of 
Newton were recorded in opposition. 

Practically another hour’s debate 
was made upon a question of abolish- 
ing service charges made by gas and 
electric companies upon which ad- 
verse reports on eighteen petitions 
had been presented by the Committee 
on Power and Light. Annually this 
legislation is adopted by the House 
and previously has met defeat In the 
Senate. Last year the upper branch 
of the General Court adopted an order 
calling upon the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities to Investigate and report 
upon the feasibility of abolishing such 
charges. That commission reported 
last December that it was not feasible 
or expedient to abolish such charges 
In that it would result in step-rate 
methods unfuirly distributing the bur- 
den upon consumers. Rep. Brimble- 
com, clerk of the committee, defended 
the commission’s viewpoint. On a roll- 
call vote of 178 to 36 a substitute bill 
offered by Rep. Erickson of Worcester 
overrode the committee’s report. The 
matter will be considered by the Sen- 
ate next week.

Rev. Robt. Mantle 
Dies Suddenly 


Rev. Robert M. Mantle, for the past 
16 yenrs a curate at the Church of 
Our Lady. Newt«n, died suddenly of 
heart failure on Wednesday afternoon 
at the home of his parents, 25 Larch- 
mont street, Dorchester. His death 
came as a great shock to the mem- 
bers of Our Lady's parish as he was 
In apparently excellent health and had 
been extremely active In the perform- 
ance of his duties.

He 
graduated from Boston College High 
School in 1911. attended Boston Col- 
lege for two years and In 1913 en- 
tered St. John's Seminary at Bright- 
on. He was ordained a priest In 1919 
and assigned to Our Lady’s Church as 
curate. In 1930 he was made assist- 
ant pastor of the church. He was 
treasurer of the Catholic Charities 
of Newton, a member of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee, chaplain of Mid- 
dlesex Court. M. C. O. F.. and chap- 
lain of the Ladies Auxiliary of the 
A. O. H. He labored diligently in the 
performance of his parochial duties 
and won the love and esteem of the 
members of Our Lady’s parish for his 
devotion to the ill and his charity 
towards those in need. During the 
past several years his efforts for 
those in distress undoubtedly taxed 
his strength.

to the garden variety, charm, 
and romance, with a more natural 
and luxuriant growth of trees 
and winding paths. The speaker also 
mentioned the British and Chinese in- 
fluence on French gardens, and illus- 
trated his talk by interesting stereop- 
ticon pictures.

A BIRTHDAY GIFT. Clubwomen 
of Massachusetts are enthusiastic over 
the project of a unique birthday gift 
planned for their beloved leader, the 
president of the General Federation, 
whom they proudly claim as a Massa- 
chusetts woman. All are aware how 
near to her heart is the success of 
the Foundation Fund, and how greatly 
she desires Its happy completion.

There 
is no money to finance special projects 
of social, welfare, and governmental 
interest, ncr to send chairmen or of- 


fleers Into States that need help. * 

And so the Board of Trustees of the 
General Federation have had an in- 
spiration. They know of no better 
birthday gift to Mrs. Poole than as- 
sistance toward this project upon 
which she is so keen. Plans for this 
project have been released in notices 
throughout the country by Mrs. H. G. 
Reynolds, of Puducah, Kentucky, who 
writes as follows; 

“In times past a woman’s birthday 
was mentioned only twice; first, when 
her proud father inscribed the date 
in the family Bible, and later, when 
a stonemason etched It on her tomb- 
stone. Now we take birthdays at their 
face value and celebrate them with 
all the gaiety their importance justi- 
fies, in family pride and love. 

"Grace Morrison Poole was born 
on May 24th. This year of 1934, while 
we are In session at the Hot Springs 
Council, we women of the General 
Federation will give her a party 
which she will long remember, one 
commensurate with her Inimitable 
leadership and our unswerving alle- 
giance and personal devotion to her. 

“We propose a Grace Morrison Poole 
Birthday Fund to augment our 
Foundation Fund. Those of you who 
have met Grace Poole will want to 
honor her with a sum equal in value 
to the joy such meeting gave you, and 
those who have not yet been so 
fortunate will want to give twice that 
amount in the hope that the fates 
will be propitiated and remedy that 
oversight soon. 

“How w© wish each of you could be 
in Hot Springs and join in our fes- 
tivities. Knowing the futility of such 
a hope we are asking you to send 
your check immediately to the Grace 
Morrison Poole Birthday Fund, 1374 N 
street. N. W., Washington, D. C. If 
a club president wishes to send all 
the money presented by her club in 
a complete check w© shall be glad, 
but individual checks will have 
prompt acknowledgment and d onor 
and State will be given proper credit. 

"We hope to announce from Hot 
Springs that with your prompt and 
interested aid our goal of $250,000 for 
this fund has been reached. Will you 
be listenin'?” 

CAPITALIZATION. The General 
Federation of Women's Clubs would 
be authorized under a bill introduced 
in the House last month to increase 
its capitalization to a maximum of 
$1,500,000. 

The bill. Introduced by Congress- 
man Wigglesworth, of Massachusetts, 
would amend the present law which 
limits* capitalization to $500,000. 

The Federation, under the new bill. 


would be free to acquire both real 
and personal properties and to en- 
cumber these properties In whatever 
way necessary for the capitalization 
set-up. It would also be allowed dis- 
cretionary powers regarding any 
meetings held outside of the District 
of Columbia.

Boston Welfare 
Work a Contrast 
To Other Cities 

So Says Family Welfare Head 
In Addressing Newton Wel- 
fare Board 

“Boston presents a marked contrast 
in the handling of its relief problems 
to New York. Philadelphia Cleveland 
and many other large cities," said 
Malcolm Nichols, executive secretary 
of the Boston Family Welfare society, 
in addressing the Newton Welfare 
Bureau at Its annual meeting held on 
the afternoon of February 28. "The 
bread lines, soup kitchens and apple 
vendors so much in evidence in many 
other large cities are not found here.” 

The plan of handling relief through 
private agencies and benevolence, as 
advocated by former President Her- 
bert Hoover, broke down under the 
strain,” said he. “In 1930, 67 per cent 
of the funds for relief came from pub- 
lic sources. Today 95 per cent of such 
money comes from government sourc- 
The responsibility for relief 
over the country in general has 
passed into official hands. This shift 
in responsibility has not been so 
marked in Massachusetts.” 

Mr. Nichols also said that a new 
set of problems have arisen in the 
field of family welfare work. In two 
families out of every five needing 
help of welfare agencies, real illness 
Is a serious problem. In one family 
out of every eight needing attention, 
there is one member retired because 
of old age. He said that these and 
other new problems will be met by 
the type of social service work which 
has been carried on in Massachusetts 
for years. However, it must be 
adapted to new conditions, and ideas 
must be found for serving a changing 
clientele. 

He said that the question of leisure 
time is assuming a new 1 importance. 
One of two things are bound to hap- 
pen: either part of the people will 
be employed all of the time and a large 
number will be continually idle, or all 
of the people will be employed part 
of the time, giving greatly increased 
hours of leisure to be disposed of.” 

In closing, the speaker said that 
the private agencies should do every- 
thing in its power to uphold the 
hands of the official agency, in order 
that the highest scientific and ethical 
codes shall be followed In dealing 
with our unprecedented re^ef and 
welfare problems.

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All Newton Joins in Tribute 
To Memory of Fr. Mantle, 

Curate of Our Lady Church 



Numerous Civic Leaders and Clergy Present at Last Rites for 
Priest Who Had Endeared Himself to All During Long 
Active Service — Church Full to Overflowing 


More than 2000 persons crowded Into 
Our Lady’s Church at Newton last 
Saturday morning, and hundreds more 
stood outside in the churchyard at 
the funeral service of Rev. Robert M. 
Mantle for 15 years curate and assist- 
ant pastor at the church. Father Man- 
tle died suddenly of heart failure at 
his parents’ home In Dorchester the 
preceding Wednesday. The esteem 
in which he was held by his fellow 
clergymen was evidenced by the fact 
that more than 200 priests were pres- 
ent at the service. 

The solemn requiem mass was cele- 
brated by Rev. Joseph Mantle of St. 
Catherine’s Church, Charlestown, 
brother of the deceased. Rev. Lyman 
Merrill of Cambridge, was deacon; 
Rev. William Desmond of South Bos- 
ton. subdeacon; Rev. George Casey of 
Weymouth, master of ceremonies; 
Rev. John Stenson of Roxbury, thuri- 
fer; Rev. Matthew Duggan, St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, and Rev. Conrad Quir- 
bacli, Winchester, acolytes. Rt. Rev. 
Francis J. Spellman of Newton Cen- 
tre, auxiliary bishop of the diocese, 
was present in the sanctuary. He wa3 
attended as chaplains by Monsignor 
Francis Burke of Jamaica Plain, and 
Rev. Lawrence Slattery of Newton. 
The priests’ choir under the direction 
of Rev. Walter Lambert of Somer- 
ville sang Haller’s Mass. 

Among those who attended were 
Mayor Weeks and a delegation com- 
posed of members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, department heads and mem- 
bers of the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee. Ex-Mayor E. O. Childs was also 
present and delegations from the vari- 
ous Catholic societies were among 
the mourners. The eulogy was deliv- 
ered by Rev. Stephen Moran of St. 
Peter’s Church, Cambridge. Father 
Moran said: 

“Now there remain Faith, Hope 

and Charity, these three, but the 

greatest of these is Charity.” 

(St. Paul’s epistle to the Corin- 
thians. 13/13.) 

"Father Mantle has gone home. 
This genuine, genial and gentle soul 
has gone to his master and maker. 
Today, Father Mantle sees his God 
face to face with actual vision, a fit- 
ting reward for a great soul who con- 
stantly looked at God through the 
eyes of faith. His life was a tri- 
umph for the spiritual, a soul that 
winged its way through life preserv- 
ing its heavenly destiny; here on 
earth he leaves a noble heritage. He 
has reared a noble structure in the 
hearts and souls of the faithful. His 
presence here was like the Star of 
Bethlehem leading us on to Christ. 
His lofty soul, his noble character, 
his sterling traits are shining bea- 
cons that have directed us along the 
paths of true nobility and Heavenly 
sanctity. God sent him as a noble 
example, a worthy model, the super- 
natural made manifest that we might 
follow. 

“The character Christ, the ideal 
standard of the Christian mind and 
heart is the common heritage of all 
who have received the sonship of God 
the Father. That universal light 
which enlighteneth every man that 
cometh into the world can be better 
known and more dearly cherished 
when it is brought near to us by its 
personal reflection in some human be- 
ing whom we know, some character 
whose friendship we have been privi- 
leged to enjoy. Such was Father Man- 
tle! There are many types of saints, 
yrt they are all God's chosen friends ;

each enjoys some special title to our 
honor and imitation. Some are heroic 
in their austerity, some in their rigid 
renunciation of all human ties, some 
in their cold indifference to human 
feeling while others are compassion- 
ate, condescending to human frailty 
and weakness, unending in their zeal- 
ous sympathy for the lowliest sinner; 
Father Mantle was this latter type. 
Above all else he possessed charity in

an eminent degree. The charity of 
Father Mantle can be best described 
by St. Paul: ‘Charity is patient, is 
kind; Charity envieth not, dealeth not 
perversely, is not puffed up; is not am- 
bitious, seeketh not her own, is not 
provoked to anger, thinketh no evil!’ 

“How fitting are these words! If 
ever there was a genuine, genial, and 
gentle soul, Father Mantle was one. 
He had a heart as big as himself; it 
was a heart burning with a love of 
God and zealous for the good of others. 
In the pulpit his message was genuine 
and direct; in the confessional he 
possessed a sympathetic kindness for 
the wayward; in the sickroom his 
cheerful smile and humorous manner 
bespoke the greatness of his soul. 
The children of the school instinctive- 
ly recognized his fatherly care and 
love; the members of the different so- 
cieties enjoyed his kindly direction 
and advice; the poor of the city and 
the parish shared his all embracing 
charity. Those who met him. shook 
hands with him or spoke with him, 
knew that they were face to face 
with a genuine priest and man. He 
disliked all sham, affectation and pre- 
tense. Simple and gentle, he seldom 
used the weapon of anger. His la- 
bors finally exhausted him; tired and 
weary he wended his weary way 
home. His heart worn out, he died 
in the arms of his mother. In the 
thirteenth station the body of Jesus 
was taken from the cross and laid in 
the arms of His Mother — here another 
Christ is laid in his mother’s arms. 
He had given his all that the people 
of this parish might be better, nobler 
and happier. 

“Many, many times Father Mantle 
preached in his own eloquent and di- 
rect way. He often reminded us of 
the vanity of this world, its empti- 
ness and fleeting honor; he reminded 
us that we know not the day nor the 
hour when God will call us home. He 
not only preached this, yea, he lived 
it. He himself was snatched into 
Eternity with hardly a word of warn- 
ing. Today his eyes are closed, his 
lips are sealed, his arms are motion- 
less, yet we are all listening to his 
last eloquent sermon: 'Vanity of vani- 
ties and all the world is vanity.’ 

"What shall we say to those who 
are bound to Father Mantle by the

Crystal Lake Ice

City Now Assumes Work of 
Mayor’s Relief Committee 


City Will Not Buy Albemarle 
Golf Course — Estimates Show 
It Would Fail to Pay Its Way 


The large ice house at Crystal Lake, 
Newton Centre was destroyed by a 
spectacular fire early last Sunday 
morning. The blaze was discovered 
at 4:30 by John Newman of 1026 
Boylston street, Newton Highlands, 
who was operating a snowplow. New- 
man drove to Engine 3 house on Wil- 
low street and gave the alarm. A 
second alarm was sounded at 4:45 
and a third at 5 o’clock. The fire, ob- 
viously of incendiary origin, started 
on the runway and worked Into the 
structure and had gained great head- 
way when the firemen arrived. As in 
most ice house fires, the ground hark 
used for insulation purposes between 
the walls, provided highly inflammable 
fuel for the flames and the building 
blazed in a spectacular manner with 
burning embers traveling a consider- 
able distance. It was noontime Sun- 
day before the fire apparatus could 
leave the scene, and the bark be- 
tween such of the walls left stand- 
ing continued to smolder for several 
days following the Are. 

The building was constructed of tile 
and was erected In 1915 to replace 
wooden ice houses which had burned. 
Ice had not been stored in the struc- 
ture for the past few winters: the 
Crystal Lake Company having sold 
out its business to the Metropolitan 
Ice Company which uses mostly arti- 
ficial ice. Recently a petition was 
filed by a Newton Centre resident for 
a permit to use part of the building 
as an automobile washing plant. 
Strong objections were entered against 
this petition, largely from residents 
of Newton Highlands. The Ice house 
was termed “an eyesore’’, and It was 
urged that the city buy the property 
for park purposes and remove the 
building. 

The building was insured for $10,- 
000 and the runway for $10,000. The 
Ice house was completely destroyed 
and the runway largely ruined. Dur- 
ing the progress of the fire a large 
section of wall collapsed shortly af- 
ter the crew of Engine 2 retreated 
from near it. The remainder of this 
wall, and another wall on the Nor- 
wood avenue side of the building, were 
later razed; dynamite being used in 
the process. The State Fire Mar- 
shal’s office has been making an in- 
vestigation of the fire. 


Newton Trucks Have No 

Accidents in January

It spread into the restau- 
rant at 84 Bowers st., owmed by Es- 
tella Spellman. The damage to the 
building and contents is estimated at 
over $4,000.

Mayor Weeks, After Thorough Investigation Rejects Plan to 
Have City Operate Course — Figures Show That Course 
Would Be Probable Burden to Taxpayer* 


Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton, 
after numerous conferences, yesterday 
rejected the plan of taking an option 
on the Albemarle Golf Club as a mu- 
nicipal course. The proposal was 
turned down because the Mayor felt 
It would not be self-supporting, and 
that there would have to be a sub- 
stantial annual charge against the tax- 
payers for its operation. Moreover, 
the course is not considered ideally 
located, being in a congested area, 
and there are several public courses 
nearby available to Newton residents. 

Two Committees of the Board of Al- 
dermen, comprising a majority of the 
members, concur with the Mayor in 
his conclusions. The Mayor’s decision 
was made known in a letter addressed 
to Percy E. Woodward of 125 High- 
land avenue. Newtonville. one of those 
who proposed to Mayor Weeks that 
the city conduct the Albemarle Club 
on a two-year option basis before pur- 
chasing. The letter follows: 

"I am writing to advise you and the 
others who have been in communica- 
tion with me relative to the matter, 
that I cannot see my way clear to 
recommend to the Board of Aider- 
men that the City acquire, under op- 
tion or otherwise, the property until 
this time occupied by the Albemarle 
Golf Club. My reasons for reaching 
this conclusion are as follows: 

‘‘When the matter w*as first dis- 
cussed in January, either you or one 
of the others interested, supplied me 
with operating figures substantially as 
follows: Maintenance of grounds $6.- 
500.00; Club House expense $5,200.00; 
Assumption of Taxes $4,987.00; Inter- 
est on tentatively agreed option price 
for land, buildings and equipment $7,- 
200.00 — Total $23,887.00. Estimate 
income after an allowance of 10% 
for rain, based on 40 weeks of play- 
ing. $27,000.00. 

"These figures, indicating, as they 
did. a margin of profit for the course 
under the management of the city, in- 
clined me favorably towards the proj- 
ect, in which opinion I was further in- 
fluenced by the fact that the record 
for public golf courses indicates that 
they have, generally speaking, oper- 
ated at a profit. Since our first con- 
versation on the subject however, I 
have had the matter studied more 
carefully, and find substantially as 
follows: Estimated expense of oper- 
ating course under city management 
$35,000.00. (This compares with Al- 
bemarle operating expenses of $45.- 
429 for 1931: $3S.89S for 1932: and 
$28,499 for 1933, when admittedly the 
golf club did not adequately maintain 
the property.) To this cost should 
be added to cover serial retirements 
on a 20-year basis of $ ISO, 000 bonds 
to he issued to take up the property 
under the option tentatively agreed 
upon $9.000.00 — Total $44,000.00. 

“To cover this cost, we have the 
following estimates of income: 1. Es- 
timate of representative of golf club 
referred to above — $27,000; 2. Esti- 
mate based as follows: play on golf 
courses in U. S. in 1932 reported by 
U. S. Golf Association. Average 34,000 
rounds at 75 cents — $25,500.00. 

The estimated expenses shown 
above, I believe, are figured conserva- 
tively as well as the estimated re- 
ceipts and it becomes apparent from 
these figures that the City of New- 
ton. during the life of the option, 
would be from $5,000 to $10,000 per 
annum in the red. and that if the op- 
tion were exercised that the annual 
loss must run to from $15,000 to $20.- 
000 per annum: at least until bond 
retirements gradually resulted in les- 
sened charges for the services of the 
debt incurred. 

“I have been inclined to favor the 
project if satisfied that it would be 
self-supporting, but far from being 
self-supporting. I am now satisfied that 
there would be a substantial annual 
charge to the tax levy for its opera- 


tion. The fallacy of the results in- 
dicated by all the public golf course 
figures I have seen consists in the 
fact that no provision in expenses is 
made for service of the debt Incurred 
or for loss in taxable revenue. 

“It has been said that Newton must 
sometime operate a public golf course 
and that this is the ideal opportunity 
to start one. One answer to this ar- 
gument, however, lies in the fact that 
Brookline has provided us with a good 
course readily accessible over the new 
Hammond’s Pond Parkway, and that 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
also operaties a public course, with- 
in* easy reach of our people, in Wes- 
ton. with a number of its holes ac- 
tually in Newton itself. In my opin- 
ion and the opinion of others more- 
over. both these courses are more at- 
tractive from the players standpoint 
than the Albemarle Course, which, 
because of its location in a compara- 
tively congested district, is not an 
ideal golf layout. 

“I have endeavored to outline the 
logic of the situation as It has ap- 
pealed to me. and I may also say that 
the two cQmmittees of the Board of 
Aldermen which would have to pass 
on the project, concur with me in my 
conclusion.” 

Claim City Liable 
For Auto Accident 

Damage claims against the City of 
Newton have been made by Norman 
Dow of West Newton and William 
Curry of Newton Centre for injuries 
received on February 12th, in an auto- 
mobile accident on Commonwealth 
ave.. Auburndale. A car driven by Dow 
and in which Curry was a passenger 
skidded on ice on the roadway of the 
avenue and crashed into a tree. It is 
contended that the ice, and water cov- 
ering it, came from a broken water 
main and that proper precautions 
were not taken to safeguard traffic. A 
claim had previously been made 
against the city by the estate of Jo- 
seph Brocklesby of West Newton 
who received fatal injuries in this 
accident. 

City Sells Land 
Near Cabot Park 

A narrow strip of land at East Side 
Parkway, near Newtonville ave.. New- 
ton. which has been owned by the 
city for many years, will soon be sold 
to Langdon Coffin. A special act was 
passed by the Legislature last week 
authorizing the city to sell this par- 
cel of land. Mr. Coffin desires to buy 
it so that he can have approach to 
East Side Parkway for a lot of land he 
owns adjoining. Other owners of abut- 
ting lots made efforts in past years to 
purchase some of this land and the 
legislation enacted gives the city the 
right to sell it. 

Snow Removal 

Cost $110,000 

Street Commissioner Stuart has re- 
ported to Mayor Weeks that during 
the period from January 1st of this 
rear, until March 13, the cost to the 
City of Newton for snow removal, and 
sanding streets and sidewalks was 
$110,000. There are 257 miles of ac- 
cepted and unaccepted streets in New- 
ton. so the computed cost per mile of 
street is $42S. During the same pe- 
riod Brookline reports the expendi- 
ture of $62,000 for snow removal on 
86 miles of streets: a cost per mile of 
$720.

People of the Soviet Republic still 
go to church, but It is not the popular 
thing to do. according to Julius 
Lucht, Librarian of the Newton Free 
Library, who spoke on "Russia” at the 
regulnr Tuesday luncheon meeting of 
the Newton Ktwanls Club In the 
Chnrles River Country Club on Tues- 
day last. 

Public officials know that the Govern- 
ment frowns on churcli-golng nnd ns a 
general rule do not attend services, 
but in many of the cities visited by 
Mr. Lucht on his last trip to Europe, 
he saw large numbers going In and 
cut of the churches. Many of tho 
larger edifices, however, have been 
turned into anti-religious museums. 

The housing problem however, par- 
ticularly in the cities. Is a serious one. 
Mr. Lucht told the story of a Russian 
professor, who with his wife and three 
children, are forced to live in two 
rooms, whereas formerly his family 
lived In a very splendid 9-room 
apartment. 

He stressed the fact that the gov- 
ernment is apparently centering its 
interest in the youth of the country, 
and that all activities seem to tend 
toward gaining and holding the Inter- 
est of the young people. 

Mr. Lucht was in Russia for 15 
days, visiting Kiev, Odessa, Lenin- 
grad nnd other parts of the vast 
country, covering in his travels an 
area equal to about half of the United 
States.

SECOND PLACES BY 
FREEMAN AND FITZ 
GIVE NEWTON FIFTH 

Second places In the 600-yard and 
1000-ynrd run by Allan Freeman nnd 
Tom Fitzgerald together with Bob 
Quigley’s fourth place point In the 
dash and fifth best time by the New- 
ton relay team gave Newton High fifth 
place in the annual State track meet 
Inst Saturday with ten points. The 
Boston Garden track was the scene 
of nine record-breaking performances 
in Class A and Class B in the nn- 
nual affair. Class A in which New- 
ton competes was won easily by Mal- 
den High with 26 points. Boston 
English High placed second with 14 
points with the next four teams close- 
ly bunched. Lynn Classical and 
Brockton edged Newton High the for- 
mer scoring 10 5/6 points and the lat- 
ter 10 1/3 points.

Ravenna Cradle 
of Christian Art 
Says Dr. Griggs 

In Fourth Lecture of Read Fund 
Series — Tonight’s Subject 
Is Venice 


Ravenna, the Cradle of Christian 
Art, was the fourth of the Read Fund 
Lectures to ho given before a large 
and appreciative audience, by Edward 
Howard Griggs, Friday, March 9, at 
the Underwood School in Newton. 

Tradition says that Ravenna was 
founded by refugees from the city of 
Troy. Under the emperor Augustus the 
port of Ravenna was remodeled so 
that it would easily accommodate 200 
ships. The emperor Tiberius fortified 
tho city and port by erecting a long 
wall, now entirely disappeared. Ra- 
venna became a Christian city In the 
year 44 A.D., with Saint Appollnaris 
serving as its first bishop. 

In the year 402 A.D., Honorius 
moved the capital from Rome to Ra- 
venna, because Ravenna had natural 
fortifications making the city well 
nigh impregnable to all attacks. Dur 
ing these years the barbarians began 
their great land movements, a move 
that was to crush the Roman Empire. 
In 410 A.D., Alaric at the head of the 
Visigoths invaded Italy and sacked 
Rome. The emperor’s sister, Galla 
Placidia, was forced to marry Alaric’s 
brother. Her husband dying, she was 
ransomed and returned to rule the em- 
pire from Ravenna as regent for her 
son Valentinian III. For 25 years she 
was the actual ruler of the empire. In 
488 A.D., the Ostrogoths with Theo- 
doric at their head swept down from 
the north and conquered Italy. Tho 
city of Ravenna fell in 493 A.D., and 
Theodoric ruled the Western Empire. 

It was at this period that Ravenna 
reached its peak. Having touched 
the Roman culture at Constantinople 
it was Theodoric’s dream that the 
Goths should make this theirs. He 
invited artists and builders to come to 
Ravenna, and by doing so, made Ra- 
venna a city of the arts. These arti- 
sans erected a palace, since disap- 
peared, that was one of the wonders 
of that day. Having been converted 
to Christianity by Arian missionaries, 
the Goths would not enter the Catholic 
churches but built their own. Theo- 
doric’s church. Saint Martin in a hea- 
ven of gold, later named Saint Ap 
polinaris, is there today. Far from the 
city stands Theodoric’s tomb. It is one 
of the finest works of these ancient 
builders as it is surmounted by 
monolith of marble, estimated 
weighing 475 tons. It is a mystery how 
these ancient artisans with their crude 
tools could lift 475 tons into position. 

It is through mosaics that Ravenna 
became the capital of Christian art. In 
the church of Saint Appollnaris man’s 
first attempts at religious portrayal 
are seen. These are two tiers of mo- 
saics representing 44 martyrs who suf- 
fered under Diocletian. Here, also, is 
found the representation of Jesus 
casting out the devils. The belief in 
the powers of the divine caused the 
artist to make the figure of Jesus 
three times the size of the human 
figure. Here also is what is probably 
the oldest representation of the Last 
Supper in Christian art. In the Bap- 
tistry of the Arians is found the 
mingling of Christian art and the 
myths of the Greeks and Romans. 
Here is a mosaic of the baptism of 
Jesus by Saint John with the figure 
of Neptune pouring out the water of 
Jordan. 

In the city are also relics of the 
periods before Theodoric’s empire. In 
the museum there are two marble 
reliefs of the classic period. One of 
these represents the emperor Claudius 
gaining the deification for Caesar. 
The other is a bull being led to the 
altar. There are also some Christian 
sarcophagi of the 4th, 5th, and 6th 
centuries. Of all the buildings erect- 
ed during the rule of Galla Placidia 
only one remains. This is her tomb 
built in the years 425 A.D. to 450 
A.D., and is the first cruciform build- 
ing in the world. With clay bottles 
serving as a roof, it served later gen 
erations as model from which they 
built their cathedrals. Another build- 
ing is the Baptistry of the Orthodox, 
antedating Placidia’s tomb. The mo- 
saics in the interior serve as another 
example as to how Ravenna is the 
cradle of Christian art. 

Although Theodoric tried to unite 
the Goths and the Romans his dream 
failed. Dying in 526 A.D., within 14 
years his empire had disappeared. In 
540 A.D., Belisaurius took the city, 
which up to this time had been con- 
sidered impregnable. 

This date marks the end of Ravenna 
as a power in Italy. In 1317 Dante, ex- 
iled from his native Florence, found a 
place of safety in the city. It was here 
he died and was buried. Later the Me- 
dici demanded that his remains be 
brought back to Florence. On hearing 
this the monks took his remains and 
hid them, thus it came to puss that 
Florence was not to hold the ashes of 
her famous son, a son they had treated 
badly when he was alive. In the 19th 
century the ashes were found and 
were put back in the tomb Ravenna 
had made for them. So Ravenna stood 
brooding over her undent glories, glor- 
ies that were never to come aguin.

Welfare Bureau 
Responsibility 
Great in 1933

because of sickness, 16 for clothing, 
and 5 because of tuberculosis. 

Medical care was given in 392 
cases, dental care to 63, legal advice 
was given 30 and 21 were assisted to 
purchase glasses. At Thanksgiving, 
275 families were cared for and at 
Christmas, 225. There were donations 
of 679 bags of flour, 10,910 articles 
of clothing and 585 families were aid 
ed financially. 

Starting January first of this year, 
the work of the Mayor’s Relief Com 
mittee was taken over by the city, 
This has meant that the budget for 
1934 was cut $12,000. In spite of the 
cut, the Bureau is still carrying the 
three extra case workers. 

During the month of January of this 
year, there were 353 "active” families 
under the care of the Bureau. This 
figure represents a drop of 149 famil- 
ies under the corresponding month of 
last year. This drop has been due 
largely to the CWA. 

Whereas during normal times about 
one-third of the families coming un- 
der tlie care of the Bureau needed 
financial assistance, at least 50 per- 
cent have needed such assistance dur- 
ing the past year. 

Miss Chapin in her report gave 
long number of case records of indi- 
viduals who have been helped out of 
their difficulties by the Bureau work- 
ers. The cases include moral de- 
linquency of both boys and girls, who, 
in cooperation with the Judge Baker 
Foundation, have been placed under 
proper supervision. Many industrial 
workers were assisted to secure prop- 
er accident compensation and several 
ex-service men were guided in making 
claims for compensation. 

A review of these case histories by 
the writer has shown that, in addition 
to its relief work, the Bureau is ex- 
pending a vast amount of effort in the 
prevention of crime and dependency 

Village Players 
Achieve Reality 
In Staging Play 

In their production of "Detour” for 
three nights in the Unitarian Parish 
Playhouse, the Village Players 
achieved the quality of acting which 
raised make-believe to the appearance 
of the real, and equalled their perform- 
ance last year of Ibsen’s "A Doll’s 
House.” 

The play, “Detour,” depicts the 
frustration of the ambition of the far 
mer’s wife to have her daughter rise 
above the monotony of rural life and 
become a great artist. The following 
evaluation of the work of the differ- 
ent members of the cast is given in 
the order of their relative importance 
in the action of the play. 

While "Helen Hardy,” the farmer’s 
wife, was not so strong and appealing 
as "Nora” in "A Doll’s House,” Mrs. 
Vera Dynes was as convincing as she 
was in that famous play. She was 
especially good in portraying determi- 
nation to carry out the plans for her 
daughter, which abruptly changed 
when an artist of experience 
gave his opinion that the girl did not 
have sufficient talent to justify a trip 
to New York. Mrs. Dynes long ago 
passed from amateur to professional 
acting. 

Charles L. Pierce, as “Stephen Har- 
dy,” the hardheaded and harassed far- 
mer, performed his best work in this 
play. The part was especially adapted 
to the scope of his abilities, and much 
of the credit for the high quality of 
the play goes to him. 

As “Kate Hardy", the daughter 
whose artistic future was the germ of 
the play Catherine Skelton gave 
vivid portrayal of her conflict between 
sympathy for her mother’s plans and 
her love for Tom Lane. 

Glenn Wilson as the shrewd, ambi- 
tious country boy, looked and acted 
his part successfully. Helen Pattison 
Dora Lamont” and Henry Van 
Gestel as “Dana Lamont,” as the ar- 
tist and his wife, both made the most 
of their brief appearances. Harry D. 
Swisher as “Ben Glenny”, the town 
official and William J. Newby as the 
Jewish antique dealer also deserve 
commendation.

Mr. Wickliffe Spaulding, the Treas- 
urer of the Hospital, gave a very in- 
teresting account of the financing of 
the hospital and its operations. The 
operating cost per year is $325,000 
which is met by $260,000 from pa- 
tients, mostly private patients, $20.- 
000 from endowment, and $45,000 from 
contributors and through donations.

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CHANGING OUR POLICE METHODS 

Governor Ely has recommended legislation looking toward 
the co-ordination of the police systems of the state, cities and 
towns. There can be no question of the necessity and desir- 
ability for taking some such steps as have been suggested. Many 
city officials and local police authorities have expressed them- 
selves in favor of legislation designed to aid in the solution of 
the problem of handling crime. Many citizens are also urging 
that steps be taken to this end. We are concerned, however, 
with the details which go to make up the plan that will 
eventually be adopted. It is these very details that will make 
the plan a success or a failure. Any new plan must provide for 
adequate equipment and training, efficiency of administration 
and co-operation, elimination of politics and domination by 
selfish individuals or groups, and must include many other fea- 
tures. In all probability the city of Newton is one of a number 
of municipalities among the least in need of such co-ordination 
but the entire problem is of sufficient importance so that New- 
ton is ready to join with the plan that is best for all. 


A MUNICIPAL GOLF COURSE 

Some weeks ago we commented upon the advantages to be 
obtained from a municipal golf course in Newton. We were 
greatly impressed with the opportunity to obtain such a course 
at the least possible expense as the availability of a local course 
upon a trial option seemed too good to abandon. Mayor Weeks 
and a committee of the Board of Aldermen have gone into 
the matter in detail and it is to be regretted that estimated 
figures disprove the contention that a municipal golf course 
would be self-supporting. With indications pointing to the 
need of expenditures from the tax levy in order to maintain a 
municipal course there can be no other answer than to refuse 
the opportunity. 


From the Other Side 

Nothing would please me more than 
to share with readers copies of two 
radio publications sent me by a 
friend in England. The "Radio 
Times” and "Radio World" are differ- 
ent from the weekly radio magazine 
on this side of the Atlantic. Com- 
plete programs for a week in advance 
are only n part of what is offered. In 
the "Radio Times” are a number of 
interesting articles including one de- 
scriptive of the "old fairs in England, 
alive with music where everyone ate 
roast pig to the sound of fiddle, trum- 
pet and drum." In this copy, too, 1 
found that which I have long antici- 
pate^ — announcement of the publica- 
tion of a novel "about a murder right 
in the heart of the Studio Tower.” It 
is called "Death at Broadcasting 
House." 

During the broadcast of a radio 
play, a certain actor, alone in a studio, 
has to act the part of a man being 
strangled,” says the writer. "When 
the transmission is over and the red 
light has gone out, he is found actual- 
ly strangled beside the microphone. 
He has been murdered in the hearing 
of millions, but nobody saw the mur- 
derer. Suspicion falls on the famous 
actor who has been starring in the 
play, on a radio attendant, on a rival 
producer and on the producer him- 
self.” 

Think of that for a plot! As one of 
the great multitude of armchair de- 
tectives I shall have to obtain a copy 
of that novel even if I have to send 
to England to borrow it. 

And now for a bit of worthwhile in- 
formation for radio lovers. Says "Ra- 
dio World," "The total number of reg- 
istered listeners in Iceland on Dec. 31, 
1933, was 8,300 — an increase of 2,612 
listeners, or 48 percent, during last 
year. Almost all the new registrations 
come from the west of the country." 
Cold facts which prove the power of 
the loud-speaker. 


ABOUT TOWN

Community centres are excellent, 
f properly conducted. But, they are 
lot the panacea for the big problem 
vhlch faces the youth of today. What 
he youth of today needs and wants is 
jmployment; employment in occupa- 
:ions which will afford them incentive 
ind a decent livelihood. And the big 
:ask for so-called civilized nations is 
:o adjust economic, political and so- 
cial conditions so that mature per- 
ions as well as youth can have an 
equitable share in the production and 
listribution of wealth. 


Congratulations to Miss Florence 
FitzGerald on her reappointment as 
Director of Public Welfare. Because 
of conditions prevailing the past sev- 
eral years she has a difficult position 
to fill. 


The public continues to abjectly 
submit to further curtailment of the 
postal service. House deliveries by 
letter carriers are omitted on Wed- 
nesday afternoons as a matter of 
economy." Postal employees who 
really work are subjected to another 
cut on their already much reduced sal- 
aries. Millions upon millions of dol- 
lars have been misspent by the Fed- 
eral government in late years in pay- 
ing huge sums to persons holding 
steamship and airplane contracts for 
carrying small quantities of mail. And 
the dumb public which has accepted 
meekly curtailment of postal service 
which had been enjoyed for 30 and 
more years, displays mob psychology 
in howling against the abrogation of 
airplane mail contracts; contracts 
made to enrich a few at the expense 
of the American people. 


Some folks opine that the action of 
one military man in having been pres- 
ent at the formation of the citizen’s 
committee for public safety, and hav- 
ing nominated as head of this com- 
mittee another military man, had all 
the appearance of "team work." Of 
course no military man is gunning for 
an appointment as one of the execu- 
tives of the proposed co-ordinated po- 
lice force of this State. Neither has 
a certain college professor, quite prom- 
inent in this movement, any political 
ambition; such as running for gov- 
ernor. 


The "sheepish” trait in humans is 
being evidenced by the rush to join 
the movement for the co-ordination of 
police forces in Massachusetts. Per- 
sons who have little knowledge of de- 
tails in this matter are yapping en- 
ergetically for the unification of the 
police departments of this Common- 
wealth. No reasonable person will ob- 
ject to a plan which will increase the 
efficiency of police activities in this 
State. But, putting all the police in 
Massachusetts under State control 
won’t greatly lessen crime here. Not 
unless there is a considerable change 
in conditions which have been prev- 
alent in the conduct of district attor- 
neys' activities; in the selection and 
functioning of juries; in the appoint- 
ment of judges and the limiting of 
their private law practices. In the par- 
doning and parolling of criminals by 
the governor after they have been 
caught and convicted. 

We are skeptical about the co-ordi- 
nation of police forces resulting in 
the freeing of ull the police in this 
State from outside iniluence und fa- 
voritism. Especially when we remem- 
ber the case of one person who makes 
such a statement, and who is promi- 
nent in this co-ordination movement. 
We have a distinct recollection of 
what happened several years ago 
when this person was arrested for a 
certain offence, convicted in a district 
court, an uppeul taken, und the subse- 
quent chungc of testimony on the part 
of police concerned in this case. If 
one has the influence, it will be less 
difficult to "fix" a case with all the 
police under one head in Massachu- 
setts, than it is now. 


Assuming that the reason for po- 
lice is to protect life and property, 
and that life is more important than 
property, and realizing that more than 
twenty persons each week, on the av- 
erage, are killed by automobiles in 
Massachusetts, why haven’t the many 
thousands of citizens now all wrought 
up about the police situation displayed 
a little interest in the past in stop- 
ping the appalling number of killings 
by automobiles? Why have not the 
State Police been patrolling State 
highways to the extent they did in 
the early years of the existence of 
this force? Why don’t local police 
forces give more attention to control 
of traffic, and not concentrate so much 
on cruising cars, radio, machine guns 
and Sherlock Holmes stuff? Automo- 
biles are killing many times more hu- 
man beings than bandits. 

During the first 10 weeks of this 
year 213 persons were killed in Mas- 
sachusetts because of automobile ac 
cidents. A large percentage of this 
number (an average of 21 each week) 
were pedestrians; many of them chil- 
dren and aged persons. Do the news- 
papers devote much space to this ap- 
palling and constant slaughter? Not 
so one would notice it. Does the 
dear public organize to lessen what 
Senator Hollis :.ptly terms "automo- 
bile murders"? Not to any appre- 
ciable degree. But. when several per- 
sons are murdered by bandits there 
is a great hue and cry. 

If the newspapers had used some of 
the thousands of columns of space 
which was filled by copy from the 
sob sisters and boloney brothers re- 
garding the Needham bandits and 
the “beautiful” wife of one of these 
alleged killers, to arouse the public 
to action against a score of automo- 
bile killings each week, it would he 
more to their credit. And if those 
who are so concerned about abolish- 
ing capital punishment for murder- 
ers desire a larger field to prevent 
unnecessary deaths and suffering on 
the part of the survivors of victims 
of "automobile murders," let them de- 
vote their efforts to cause a diminu- 
tion in the number of futalities caused 
by speeding, reckless and drunken 
driving by motorists.

If there are any photographers in 
the audience, amateur or expert, I 
hope they will be patient with me. 
The truth is that in learning what 
little I have about the use of “speed 
flashes” or "speed guns” by newspa- 
per cameramen I may have become 
mixed. Always in dealing with techni- 
cal matters I stumble — step on my 
own feet. But I shall try my best to be 
accurate because I feel that it will 
deeply Interest those of us who know 
little? concerning newspaper photog- 
raphy. 

In the daily press we devour pic- 
tures of complicated goings on illus- 
trative of a subject that sometimes 
calls for columns and columns of 
reading matter. Of late there has been 
a criminal case of unusual Importance 
and naturally it has commanded much 
attention and considerable more 
space than any quiet and peaceful 
subject. Nothing new in that, you say. 

1 didn’t say there was. I was merely 
introducing the details. I seek to re- 
mind you of the newspaper photo- 
graphs made outdoors after the man- 
tle of night had descended. Some ti- 
tles as I recall were, "Guarding the 
jail from the possible raid of infuri- 
ated citizens” and "Arrival of prison- 
ers after supper time." I mention 
these In order that you may appreci- 
ate the tremendous advance in flash- 
light photography. Without "speed 
flashes" or "guns” you’d never be 
treated to a lay-out of these more or 
less absorbing scenes. 

Setting-up of a pan of flash-light 
powder and begging the individual to 
pose is no longer common. Of course 
it is done and for that matter a really 
artistic job of interior photography at 
night requires use of the former and 
cumbersome method. For "action” 
pictures the newly-invented mechan- 
ism surpasses anything invented — or 
at least offered on the market, for you 
never can tell what some genius may 
have up the sleeve of his laboratory 
coat. 

The " gun,” at a distance, looks like 
tiw- ordinary incandescent bulb stuffed 
with'aluminum foil. That’s just about 
what it is, with a great deal more to it. 
There is a filament across two wires, 
a quantity of magnesium explosive and 
a little electric battery. Pressure 
sets off the battery and the electric 
current destroys the filament and then 
you have a flash amid the aluminum 
foil. No smoke, no dirt, just a dull 
noise and a minimum of danger. 

Newspaper photographers carry a 
large supply of bulbs. It makes even 
heavier an already heavy load. After 
a bulb Is used it is removed from the 
"gun” and tossed away for it is no 
longer of value. As burdensome as the 
equipment may prove to a photogra- 
pher, it furnishes him the satisfaction 
of having made an "action picture" in 
the night— something that not a great 
while back was among the leading 
camera impossibilities.

HOME INSTRUCTION OF PHYSICALLY-HANDICAPPED 
CHILDREN PROVIDED BY THE NEWTON 
SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 

A RECENT DEVELOPMENT 

Although it is more than, three years since the Massachusetts 
legislature passed the law providing for home teaching for the 
physlcally-hnndlcnpped child, comparatively few people realize that 
such a law exists, or that Its intention is to provide the advantages 
of public school teaching for those unable to attend school. 

Home instruction for the physically-handicapped children of 
Newton was undertaken first In December, 1930. The total number 
of pupils who have sin.ee been given home Instruction is thirty- 
seven. The largest number of pupils receiving home instruction at 
any one time is seventeen, which was the enrollment for the 
month of February, 1934. This work is being handled thru the 
services of one full-time teacher and three part-time teachers. 

CASES ARE SELECTED WITH GREAT CARE 

Before the child is enrolled, a visit Is made to the home, contact 
Is made with the child’s doctor, and plans for his education and 
well-being are carefully considered. We have found that home 
teaching is not the solution of every problem; an In the case 
of a child who, with adequate treatment, could attend school; 
or a child whose home conditions warrant his placement elsewhere; 
or one who requires the more careful medical supervision of an 
institution, such as the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, 
which provides splendid facilities for education as well as med- 
ical care. In finding such cases as these, we have arranged for 
the child’s placement, working with state and city agencies. A 
few have not been enrolled because they were unpromising 
mentally — such a decision made only after very careful check-up by 
the school department psychologist. 

RESULTS HAVE BEEN GOOD 

Home teaching hns proved Itself to be of great value to the 
physically-handicapped child who is out of school over an extended 
period of time for treatment, but who eventually will return to 
the classroom. By home teaching such a child need not be greatly 
retarded In his school work by loss of time. In fact, a happily 
occupied mind seems to promote physical recovery. Very often 
with these cases the teacher can help the pupil overcome speclnl 
weaknesses or can. clear up an Individual difficulty that has per- 
plexed him through years of classroom work. 

We have found home teaching a forward step in meeting the 
problem of educating the mentally promising, home-bound crippled 
child. Such a child, who perhaps can never hope to attend school, 
or to become even partially self-supporting, or even, in some cases, 
to take care of himself, can become a happy, useful member of his 
home. It is such a case that Is most challenging an.d at the same 
time most richly rewarding to the teacher who takes even a 
short step toward Its solution. Even with such a restricted environ- 
ment, an Interesting and well-rounded personality can be de- 
veloped. 

The parents of the physically-handicapped children of Newton, 
who have received home instruction have certainly been very ap- 
preciative, and the pupils themselves most responsive, which is 
very gratifying to the school department.

"Outside Stuff" 

The art of letter writing has its 
musters and I envy them. In fact I al- 
ways have, beginning with the teach- 
ings of school duys when we were told 
the various forms of sulutution, the 
proper wuy of summarizing one’s 
thoughts and the most clrcumpect 
phrase to use In bringing the epistle 
to a close. Now some like to write 
letters und some have an aversion for 
it. To maintain a happy medium is, 
of course, the thing to do. 

But let us set uside this well worn 
topic und tuke up a matter that is 
vitally related hut which has not re- 
ceived anywhere near the amount of 
attention. 1 refer to the address on 
the envelope. Too little attention is 
given thut, if you ask me. No, I am 
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the postoffice clerks and letter carriers 
who are forced to puzzle over incor- 
rect and insufficient addresses. That, 
too, is an old and sad story and costs 
the government, and incidentally the 
taxpayers, considerable money every 
day of the year, together with dis- 
appointment, disgust and even des- 
pair on the part of those who have 
any connection with the system. 

What I have in mind is the impres- 
sion created by the man who gets a 
letter which calls him "John J. Blank, 
Esq.” What a thoughtful touch that 
"Esq.” provides. Out of the dark 
ages, yes, but not so commonly used 
but what It arrests attention. If one 
had the patience to delve into some 
musty volumes— or even some not so 
ancient— one might learn the reason 
why “Esq." came into existence and 
possibly why it was dropped as a gen- 
eral custom. 

One may not expect to find, how- 
ever. why it is used. That is, there 
are too many reasons, if I am not as 
far off as I might be. Most men take 
it as a compliment. Their chests 
swell, if not their heads. The desig- 
nation seems to lift them above or- 
dinary men, establishes them as of 
some considerable standing in the 
community. Intentional or not, it is 
decidedly complimentary or at least 
may he so construed. Doesn’t take 
any extra effort and adds a flourish 
to the whole thing. 

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

At the State House this week more 
interest was centered in the Senate 
than in the House of Representatives 
as the upper branch of the Legislature 
had several important matters upon 
its calendar. These matters had pre- 
viously been acted upon by the lower 
branch. 

Perhaps the most important of these 
was the so-called salary restoration 
bill. The bill, originally introduced In 
the House and calling for a one-third 
restoration of the reduction of state 
employees’ salaries, had been amended 
to provide full restoration before 
coming up on the floor of the Senate. 
After considerable debate over the 
matter and an attempt to adopt sev- 
eral amendments, the Senate finally 
passed the bill with one-third of the 
reduction to be restored. Yesterday 
the bill was returned to the Houbo for 
concurrence In the Senate amend- 
ments and the House refused to accept 
the amended bill and a committee on 
conference of the two branches has 
been appointed. Should this commit- 
tee or succeeding committees fall to 
agree on some compromise, the bill 
would eventually die between the two 
branches and uo restoration of sal- 
aries would he granted. 

The question of full restoration was 
defeated by the Senate on a 15 to 19 
roll-call vote with Senator Hollis vot- 
ing against full restoration. The Sen- 
ate also defeated by a roll-call vote 
or 12 to 21 an amendment seeking to 
make the restoration a graduated one 
depending upon the amount of total 
Bulary. 

The Senate alee defeated the pro- 
putted commleelon which waa to have 
apent ten daya In Hnro Ve atudyl B 
criminal laws and court action.

with Senator Hollis recorded with the 
majority. 

Last week Thursday the Senate 
killed a bill requiring the Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles to issue automobile 
driving licenses to deaf persons. It was 
killed when Pres. Erland F. Fish of 
the Senate had his name called to 
make the vote an 18 to 18 tie. Senator 
Hollis was among those opposing 
passage of the bill. 

The Senate also had the general ap- 
propriations bill, under consideration 
this week and although there was 
considerable debate over certain of the 
items it passed through with but few 
changes. 

Governor Ely signed the bill chang- 
ing the date of the State primary 
election from Tuesday to Thursday, 
Sept. 20th this week. The change was 
made because of a Jewish holiday on 
Tuesday and Wednesday of that week. 

The governor called a joint conven- 
tion of the Legislature on Wednesday 
afternoon when he addressed the two 
branches upon the question of the co- 
ordination of the police and providing 
proper training and equipment. He 
also recommended passage of legisla- 
tion to bring about the advisable 
changes which proposals have been 
referred to the proper committee. Con- 
siderable interest is being manifested 
by the general public on this question 
and it seems certain that some legis- 
lation will be enacted although there 
will doubtless be much debate over 
many details of whatever plan may be 
adopted. The governor’s new recom- 
mendations are considered less drastic 
than those suggested in his address 
to the Legislature when it first as- 
sembled early in January.

Raises Question 
Of Newton Good 
Govt. Association 

P. W. C. Comments on Change 
In Local Politics 


Every so often the question . is 
raised should Newton have a Good 
Government Association? Once more 
it has come to the front. A well 
known business man on the South side 
of the city, prominently identified with 
local politics, suggested the wisdom 
of surveying the present situation. 
So here goes. 

It seemed to me that the Board of 
Aldermen ought to have some ideas 
on this subject. They did. They 
ran the whole gamut. All the way 
from "Great idea — let’s get busy!” to 
It’s almost an insult to our fair city 
and to its splendid government.” 
Now, I am not going to quote any 
member of the Board, because some 
of the comments were unquestionably 
off the record,” but I am decidedly 
intrigued over the divergent views. 
Perhaps the most popular view point 
was that of a South aider who felt 
thut the various Village Improvement 
Associations were functioning nicely 
and should be encouraged. In sev- 
eral instances, they are even now 
functioning politically in a modest 
way. The City Directory for 1931 
lists six village improvement socie- 
ties. Several other villages have a 
Community Service or Men’s Club or 
both. It Is quite possible, therefore, 
that an intelligent discussion of this 
proposition may result in a strength- 
ening of these local bodies and noth- 
ing more. However, I hope for some- 
thing more than that und for this 
reason. 

Newton politics have been changing 
rapidly for two decades. Right now, 
any ambitious youngster who can 
make a fair speech is apt to barge 
in and seek election to the Board of 
Aldermen. Think back to last De- 
cember. Nearly 50 candidates for less 
than 20 positions in the City Govern- 
ment. Numerous candidates for the 
Board r who were not taken serious- 
ly by even 10% of the voters. Three 
candidates for Mayor whose combined 
total was loss than 5% of the total 
vote! 

Well, what would a Good Govern- 
ment Association do about all this? 
That’s a fair question and here is the 
answer: 

A properly organized and properly 
conducted Good Government Associa- 
tion would do three things: (1) Help 
select the strongest possible candi- 
dates. (2) Back the candidates 
wholeheartedly. (3) Keep the vot- 
ers all over the city "informed” of 
the progress of the campaign. 

Next Question: What do you mean 
by a properly organized and properly 
conducted Good Government Associa- 
tion? That is where the fun begins. 
Are you going to try to get a bal- 
anced organization — 50% Republican 
and 50% Democratic or are you going 
to ascertuin the exact ratio of the 
Republicans to Democratic voters and 
give the dominant group the same 
dominnnt Influence? Or, will you do 
neither hut attempt instead to secure 
as the organizers of the Association 
a group of public citizens who com- 
mand universal respect irrespective of 
party affiliation. Offhand, I favor the 
latter method, hut I am open minded. 
Curiously enough the first six names 
that come to mind are evenly divl/led, 

3 Republicans and 3 Democrats. I 
have equal respect for all six and I 
am sure that a Good Government As- 
sociation organized under their guid- 
ance would ho u grand success from 
the very start.

West Newton Women’s Educational 
Club 

"Education of the Foreign-Born” 
was the title of the address given by 
Miss Mary L. Guyton at the last meet- 
ing of the West Newton Women’s Ed- 
ucational Club held on Friday. March 
9th. Miss Guyton, who Is the State 
supervisor of Adult Allen Education 
in Massachusetts, has had a great 
deal of experience in the practical 
side of the problem of the education 
of adult aliens. She emphasized the 
importance of various forms of edu- 
cation for the foreign-born In this 
country, explaining how the classes 
are gradually increasing in numbers 
so that now In Massachusetts there 
are about 20,000 enrolled in evening 
schools and in afternoon classes. She 
pointed out how important it was to 
have the mothers study in these class- 
es, so that they would come to realize 
the advantages of Americanization 
and naturalization. In 1930 there were 
in Massachusetts 121.000 adult Illit- 
erates, and 4S0.000 adult foreign-born 
who have not yet been naturalized. 
With the shorter working day, and 
consequently greater amount of lei- 
sure time, it Is hoped that a large pro- 
portion of these adult aliens will take 
advantage of the education now of- 
fered them In the schools where they 
are taught by trained and sympathetic 
teachers, and thereby become ulti- 
mately loyal American citizens. 

Preceding the address by Miss Guy- 
ton. Mrs. Louise Filene gave a com- 
plete and interesting report of the 
Legislative Meeting held at the Stat- 
ler Hotel on February 14th. Mrs. Ed- 
gar P. Hay, president of the Club, an- 
nounced the formation of a Garden 
Club, which will be organized at once.

$9710 For Guns, 
Armored Cars, for 
Police Department 

Appropriate Large Sum For 
Late Model Equipment 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Wednesday night the recommendation 
of Mayor Weeks relative to the pur- 
chase of armored cars, weapons and 
ammunition for the Newton police 
was approved and the sum of $9709.96 
appropriated for these purposes. The 
Mayor’s letter on this matter read as 
follows: 

"I hereby recommend the following 
appropriations to the police depart- 
ment for equipment listed as follows: 

Two armored automobiles, $2,793.06. 

Two rifles, $56. 

Ten repeating shotguns. $265. 

127 Colt revolvers. $2032. 

121 Sam Brown belts, and holsters, 
$968. 

Four bullet-proof vests. $260. 

Four gas masks, $111.40. 

One Thompson sub-machine gun, 
$271.50. 

One long-range gas gun, $60. 

Four .22 calibre target practice pis- 
tols, $88. 

Equip five Ford cruisers with wind- 
shields of bullet-proof glass, $500. 

Ammunition, $2305. 

Total, $9,709.96. 

“In connection with proposed pur- 
chase of this equipment I beg to ad- 
vise your honorable board that all of 
the banks of the city of Newton have 
made definite arrangements with the 
Gamewell Company to provide signal 
communication direct to police head- 
quarters. 

"We have today seven cruising cars, 
radio equipped. It Is proposed, under 
this arrangement, that two of the 
cruising cars shall be armored, but 
shall do the same duty as the others 
perform. These two armored cars 
will be equipped under the proposed 
arrangement with one riflu each, two 
bullet-proof vests each, and two gas 
masks each. The 10 shotguns will be 
distributed one to each of the cruis- 
ing cars, and one to the other three 
Ford cars operated by the police de- 
partment. 

“The item covering new Colt revol- 
vers and belts is for the purpose of re- 
equipping the police department 
throughout with the most modern and 
effective service revolver available. 

“The machine gun and the long 
range gas gun will either be kept at 
police headquarters or supplied to one 
of the armored cars — the definite deci- 
sion as to this particular matter not 
yet having been made. 

“The recommended appropriation 
for changing the windshields on the 
other five Ford cruisers is self-ex- 
planatory. and the item for ammuni- 
tion is, of course, intended for the 
purpose of enabling police officers to 
get adequate practice on the new 
range which is being constructed as 
a CWA project at the State Armory 
at West Newton.” 

The appropriation of the large 
amount of money to arm and equip 
the police against possible banditry 
in this city resulted from the Need-

The report of City Engineer Morse 
for last vear contains an appreciation 
of the gift to the city af valuable 
plans and notes made by the late Ed- 
ward S. Smilie who was a civil engi- 
neer in Newton for 60 years. Mr.

“The City of Newton has received 
during the year a most valuable col- 
lection of plans and notes, the gift 
of Mr. Edward S. Smilie, civil engin- 
eer and surveyor, who died March 21. 
1932. These original plans, number- 
ing 1075, with 180 note books and in- 
dexes, are the records of 60 years 
practice in this city. Mr. Smilie, who 
furnished the city with much valua- 
ble information during his lifetime, 
often expressed the wish that all his 
records should go to the city at his 
death. His son. Mr. Harold B. Smilie, 
carried out his wishes and the plans 
and records have been received, prop- 
erly acknowledged, and are now pre- 
served as permanent records of the 
Engineering Department.”

Hearing Tonight 
On Tube Factory 
At Nonantum 


Permit for Paint Factory on 
Same Premises Refused 


There will be a public hearing to- 
night at 7:30 at Newton City Hall 
before the Board of Appeal on the 
petition of John J. Dervan of Boston 
and the First National Bank of that 
city for a permit to use the frame and 
brick building at 80 Bridge st.. Nonan- 
tum. for the manufacture of brass and 
copper tubing. Some weeks ago the 
petitioners made application for such 
use of this property to Building Com- 
missioner Hageman. Such a type of 
business is prohibited in Newton by 
the zoning ordinance, so Mr. Hage- 
man had to refuse the application. 
The petitioners then petitioned the 
Board of Appeal, and members of the 
Board have been investigating the 
type of business proposed to ascertain 
if it would have features which would 
make it objectionable to the neighbor- 
hood where the proposed factory is 
located. 

The site in question was formerly 
part of the Saxony Worsted plant and 
was occupied by the Shepherd 
Worsted Mill in past years. Last 
year an attempt was made by the 
First National Bank to have the build- 
ing used as a paint and enamel fac- 
tory. Residents of Nonantum strong- 
ly objected to such use of the prop- 
erty because of the nuisance which 
would certainly have resulted and the 
petition for the paint factory usage 
was refused.

VETERAN INFIELD ON 
HAND FOR NEWTON 
NINE THIS SEASON 

It Is an almost foregone conclusion 
that Newton High will have a veteran 
infield as the outstanding part of the 
1934 baseball team. Coach JefT Jones 
has had the battery candidates as well 
ns the infield candidates loosening up 
in Indoor practice for the past week 
or more. He is planning on a small 
varsity squad at the beginning of the 
senson and if players on the interme- 
diate varsity sqund show sufficient 
promise that will he brought up. Dur- 
ing the past few years that Coach 
Jones has been directing the Newton 
High dinmond forces he has devel- 
oped sophomore and Junior class play- 
ers with the Junior varsity and indoor 
varsity nines and they have been 
ready for varsity play in their final 
year. Some exceptions have been 
made to this plan with outstanding 
candidates and they have made good 
with the varsity at once. 

Although there are several veteran 
inflelders available the positions they 
will play have not yet been determined. 
No decision will be reached in this re- 
spect until the squad has been out of 
doors for a week or two. Coach Jones 
anticipates getting out on the din- 
mond shortly after the first of the 
month when the weather should be 
considerably milder than at present. 

Jimmy Byrne, sophomore first base- 
man last year, will probably cavort 
around the initial sack again with two 
other prospective candidates battling 
for the position as substitute. This 
pair is Renfleld Lamphere and John 
McGrath. Last season they divided 
the first base duties on the interme- 
diate team. Lamphere has a dis : 
tinct edge in fielding while McGrath 
is a batter of no mean ability. 

The return of Johnny Waters to 
baseball may mean a lot to the New- 
ton nine. Two years ago Waters was 
a strong spot in the infield at second 
base. Last year he had not fully re- 
covered from a football injury and 
did not play. As to his position on 
the 1934 team there is considerable 
question but he will undoubtedly find 
a spot at third or short. Captain Char- 
ley Flagg has played almost every 
infield position except first and like 
Waters he may end up at either third, 
second or shortstop. Bill Spilman and 
Billy McDermott are two other vet- 
erans who are striving for positions 
although McDermott had a varsity po- 
sition last year while Spilman spent 
most of the season with the interme- 
diate varsity. It almost seems a toss 
up as to which of the pair will play 
second with the lad that loses this 
race having a chance to take over 
third base. 

The outfield is an uncertain spot 
with Teddy Johnson, three-sport ath- 
lete like Flagg and Byrne, the only 
player practically certain of a garden 
berth. He is a good all-around player 
and may provide the hatting punch 
that Coach Jones is looking for. John 
O’Connell is another good batter who 
will undoubtedly see much service in 
the outfield. He played with the in- 
termediate varsity last year until he 
became scholastically ineligible. Char- 
lie Mascla, one of the leading pitch- 
ing candidates, will probably play an 
outfield position when not on the 
mound. 

Behind the bat “Pete” Morrison, 
sturdy catcher on the 1933 nine, is 
back again and should be one of the 
outstanding players on the nine. Mel- 
vin Swig and William Baker are two 
other likely looking candidates for re- 
serve backstop duty. Baker was an 
intermediate varsity pitcher last sea- 
son hut has shown so much promise 
as a catcher that he may develop into 
a dependable player behind the bat. 

On the mound Coach Jones has 
nothing but untried material although 
several of the candidates had experi- 
ence last year as intermediate twirl- 
ers. Joe Green, ineligible most of last 
year, is a right hander with an over- 
arm delivery. He is a natural play- 
er Tom Hennessy, another lad with 
tlie intermediates last season, is a 
southpaw with an overarm delivery. 
Charlie Mascia, another southpaw, 
has a side-arm delivery which is 
matched by Leo Bergen who is a 
righthander. Bernard Ryan is an- 
other prospective twlrler, a right 
hander with a side-arm delivery. Al- 
fred Dickinson, son of the late New- 
ton coach, twirled some good baseball 
for the all-class team last year and 
completes the present pitching corps 
called the varsity group. 


NEWTON TRADE SCHOOL

Appropriations 
Made by Aldermen 

Tlie following appropriations were 
made by the Board of Aldermen at 
tiie meeting held on Wednesday night 
—snow and ice removal (additional to 
$80,000 previously appropriated) $40.- 
000; police department, incidental ex- 
penses. $100; architects fees for plans 
on new school buildings, $811.70; for 
deficit bills— Health I)ept.. $1865; Wel- 
fare Dept., $54.41; Playground Dept., 
$258.79; Street Dept., $418.50; Treas- 
urer’s Dept., $152.25. 

The sum of $1000 was appropriated 
for services of architects on tlie new 
incinerator. Aldermen Cronin, Sproat 
and Temperley voted ugainst this ap- 
propriation. Their action was based 
on the contention that Metcalf & Ed- 
dy. who are to supervise the construc- 
tion of tills incinerator, had stuted 
they would make tbe plans without 
necessitating expenditure of money 
by the elty; the financing of this 
project was to be done under one of 
the PWA grants. They also hud taken 
the stand thut the spending of a large 
sum on this iucinerutor is not in ac- 
cord with the intent of the plan to 
provide relief for unemployed, as com* 
purutlvely few Newton men will get 
work on it. 


The Newton Trade School basket- 
ball team had a most successful sea- 
son the pnst few months with a rec- 
ord of eleven victories nnd two defeats 
Coach Sullivan's team was a smooth 
working quintet which ran up consid- 
erable scores in practically all of its 
gnmes. The two losses were by very 
close mnrgins. The first was to Brook- 
line High School on the latter’s court 
with the Wealthy Towners getting an 
'18 to 16 verdict. The other defeat was 
at the hands of Watertown High 
which took the local team, 26 to 24 
in the only meeting of the two fives.

He emphusized the difficulty of 
knowing tlie truth about China be- 
cause of the great vuriation in cus- 
toms, languages, und hubits of its 
people, separated as they are by dis- 
tances ami physical barriers. He out- 
lined the following revolutionary 
changes which are remaking history 
in China: Sociul, Culturul, Industrial, 
Political und Religious. 

He expluined how difficult it Is to 
udjust the points of view between the 
old and the young in Chinu, where 
the differences are even more pro- 
nounced thun ure normal. He told 
of the splendid work which bus been 
done in the Mission field to help in 
new attitudes. Ho increased our re- 
gret for tlie necessity of recall of 
these workers because of luck of 
funds. 


City Clerk Grant 
Tells Women Voters 
How City Is Run 

Explains City Charter and De- 
tails of Government 


City Clerk Frank E. Grant deliv- 
ered an address recently at the home 
of Mrs. Frank P. Scofield, 11 Washing- 
ton st., Newton, before the Newton 
Brancli of the League of Women Vo- 
ters. He gave an extended talk on tho 
City Charter nnd the way in which 
this city is governed. 

He explained that the present city 
charter was adopted in 1898, and that 
since then various Boards of Aider- 
men have made many changes in it 
and other changes have been necessi- 
tated by new State laws. He com- 
mented that the city charter is based 
fundamentally on the United States 
constitution and the State constitu- 
tion, and the city government is mod 
elled after the Federal and State gov- 
ernments. He told that from the for- 
mation of the city type of government 
in Newton in 1873, until the present 
charter was adopted in 1898, the city 
government here was composed of a 
Mayor, Board of Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council. Under the present char- 
ter the Common Council was abolish- 
ed and the Board of Aldermen, in- 
creased from 7 to 21 members, became 
the sole legislative body. 

Mr. Grant went into details regard- 
ing some of the principal changes in 
the city charter since 1898. The num- 
ber of members on the School Com- 
mittee was reduced from 14 to 7; the 
term of office of the Mayor was 
changed from 1 to 2 years; heads of 
departments can be removed by the 
Mayor without the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen; the office of 
Comptroller of Accounts was estab- 
lished. 

The City Charter provides that the 
Mayor shall not exercise any legisla- 
tive powers and the Aldermen no ex- 
ecutive powers. Three department 
heads are elected by the Aldermen. 
These are the City Treasurer, City 
Clerk und Comptroller of Accounts. 
The latter two ure chosen for three 
year terms. If any vacancy occurs in 
the Board of Aldermen between elec- 
tions it is filled by vote of the mem- 
bers of the Board. The Board of Al- 
dermen determines the election and 
qualifications of any of its members 
and can settle any question on these 
points without recourse to courts. All 
ordinances, orders and resolutions 
passed by the Board must receive the 
Mayor’s approval. Any not approved 
must receive the votes of 14 Aider- 
men to be pussed over the Mayor’s 
veto. 

The Aldermen cun make an ordin- 
ance creating a new department, but 
no ordinances consolidating the Street, 
Water or Public Building Departments 
can become effective unless ratified 
by the voters of the city at the elec- 
tion following its passage by the Al- 
dermen. The Mayor has the power to 
appoint department heads temporarily 
without the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen, but regular appointments 
must receive the approval of the 
Board. The Mayor can suspend for 
sufficient reason any department head 
whom he bus appointed. Department 
heads muke appointments in their de- 
partments, subject to approval by tlie 
Muyor. Special meetings of the Board 
cun be called by the Mayor by sending 
notices to tlie Aldermen. During tlie 
absence of the Muyor from the city 
the President of the Board becomes 
Acting Mayor. 

Mr. Grunt said thut one of the im- 
portant duties of the Board is the pass- 
age of tlie unnuul budget, making ap- 
propriations for the exponses of tbe 
city during the ensuing year. Under 
tlie originul cliurter tbe Aldermen 
made up the budget for the following 
year, and tbe succeeding Board would 
each month approve expenditures from 
tbe budget voted by tbe preceding 
Board. Under the Municipal Finance 
Act pussed by the State Legislature in 
1911 the budgets of Newton und all 
other cities in tbe Commonwealth ure 
mude up in the following manner — 


the Mayor within 60 days of January 
1st must submit to the Aldermen his 
recommendations for appropriations 
for the year, and the Aldermen must, 
with 60 days, approve or reject such 
recommendations. The Aldermen can 
reduce any item, but cannot increase 
it. They can recommend to the Mayor 
a request that an item be increased. 

Until the tax bills are paid, the City 
Treasurer can be authorized to bor- 
row money for city expenses; these 
loans to be paid from the taxes, when 
received. The amount the city can bor- 
row on these temporary loans is $4,* 
uOO.OOO and the loans are for periods 
of two to six* months. 

Mr. Grant referred to the calibre 
of the men who have served as Mayors 
and Aldermen of Newton. These men 
have become United States Senators, 
judges, and legislators and presidents 
of nationally important corporations. 
He said that the development of tliiB 
beautiful city is largely due to the 
generous sacrifice of time by these 
men. He called attention to the zon- 
ing act of 1922 which restricted New- 
ton mostly to residential districts, and 
to the little iifcrease in business zones 
since that year. He said the new city 
hall and war memorial are admired by 
all who see them, and the playgrounds 
of Newton cannot be surpassed. 

Mr. Grant gave the women of New- 
ton credit for taking a prominent part 
in the movements which have resulted 
in making Newton the outstanding 
city it is. He thanked the women for 
the co-operation they have given him 
in carrying on the work of his de- 
partment, particularly in assisting at 
election time.

Rotary Club 


"The greatest development of trans- 
portation has come in the last 140 
years and, like all developments in 
human progress, is the result of eco- 
nomic necessity and need,” said 
Charles C. Dasey, past president of 
the Boston Rotary Club and Passen- 
ger Manager of the Cunard Steam- 
ship Company, when he spoke on 
Ocean Travel at the regular meeting 
of the Newton Rotary Club at the 
Brae Burn Club House. 

Mr. Dasey came to the club as a 
guest of Reverend Ray Lang, a local 
member, and gave an interesting and 
instructive talk, tingling with human 
philosophy of life. The speaker in 
discussing "Ocean Travel” said there 
were four significant periods in the 
development of maritime transporta- 
tion: 

1. The period of the Cabots, when 
the spirit of adventure and the quest 
for new lands inaugurated oceanic 
travel. 

2. The discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia in 1849 gave promise of fab- 
ulous wealth in the new country. 

3. Industrial development in Amer- 
ica was a boon to trade and inter- 
national markets. 

4. The growth of immigration with 
the prospect to the alien of a new 
world of plenty and freedom. 

This last period, extending from 
1820, with 8,000 immigrants to 1910 
when more than 1,000,000 foreigners 
entered America, promoted the growth 
of transportation facilities. Immigra- 
tion led to ships and transatlantic 
travel led to scientific development of 
travel to all parts of the world, as 
contrasted to the most inadequate and 
limited conditions of the clipper ship 
period.

Venice, The City 
Of Golden Dreams 
Rich in Paintings 

Says Dr. Griggs in Fifth Read 
Fund Lecture 


“Floating like a lily on the sea that 
gave It its birth, Venice is indeed a 
city of golden dreams,” said Edward 
Howard Griggs in opening the fifth 
Read Fund Lecture. Friday, March 
16, at the Underwood School In New- 
ton. 

The barbaric invasion that was to 
lead to the breaking up of the Roman 
Empire was responsible for the found- 
ing of Venice. Refugees fleeing in the 
wake of the Goths found a safe place 
to hide on a group of mud islands at 
the head of the Adriatic. 

Abuot the fourth and fifth centur- 
ies the people of Venice began to 
mingle with the outside world, and 
soon they were to become a race of 
keen traders. As the sea was their 
protection, so it became their liveli- 
hood. The galleys covered the Medi- 
terranean, thus placing Venice above 
other cities. Touching the ports of 
Asia Minor, the Venetians brought 
back the spices, gold, and other pro- 
ducts of the East that were in great 
demand by the nobles of European 
nations. Thus Venice begins to attain 
size and power. In the 9th century 
the wooden buildings began to disap- 
pear. and stone came into use. 

In the 12th century Venice began 
to be a power among other nations. 
In 1171 Venice attacked Constanti- 
nople. After much fighting, the citi- 
zens of Venice were triumphant and 
Constantinople had to sue for peace. 
Returning to Venice, the doge set up 
the two famous marble columns as 
mementoes of his conquest. There 
was, however, a sinister figure in the 
midst of these scenes of triumph, the 
plague. Striking all people, sparing 
none, the city was all but depopulated. 

In 1379 Venice was in great peril of 
losing its power before the hostile 
city of Genoa. In the battle of Pala 
they were defeated on the sea. Em- 
boldened by this the people of Genoa 
laid siege to Venice. After the war 
had dragged on for many years, Ven- 
ice recalled her great hero, Carlo 
Zano. With a, few ships, he captured 
the great treasure ship of the Geno- 
ese. When the mercenary troops of 
the Venetians tried to revolt, it was 
Zano who held them in check. Thus 
Venice was saved. 

Although Venice had been a repub- 
lic at first, she was. as time went 
on. to become a narrow oligarchy of 
the merchant families. These mer- 
chants formed, the grand council. This 
council was backed up by the commit- 
tee of 10. and the dread committee 
of 3 who served as the grand in- 
quisitors. Of the great line of doges 
there was only one who proved him- 
self unworthy and tried to betray the 
state. This was Marino Faliero whose 
plot was discovered and he was be- 
headed. 

In the afternoon of Venice, their 
art was borrowed from other peoples. 
In only one form of art did they show 
their originality, and this was in 
architecture. Located as the city was 
on mud islands, they had to have 
strong foundations on which to build 
their great palaces. To do this they 
dug down through the mud until they 
came to a layer of hard sand. On 
this they erected a framework of oak 
timbers and stones going up through 
the mud. at the top of which the true 
foundation began. 

In the church of San Marco we 
see. as Mr. Griggs said. "How Venice 
gathered up all the wealth of adorn- 
ment with which it decorated Itself. 
It gathered up all arts and fused them 
into one lovely form.” The interior of 
the church is a lovely mass of mosaics 
and frescos, with gold tints predom- 
inating. Here are also majestic 
marble columns with a beautiful mar- 
ble screen before the altar. It is here 
on the outside of the church that we 
find figures that are a great mystery. 

The city of Venice is rich in exam- 
ples of the art of painting. In Its early 
stages the Venetian school had a 
great love for religious motifs which 
declined as Venice grew in power. It 
is a curious fact, that the Venetian, 
although a practical man. had a deep 
love for music. This is proven by 
the number of times musical instru- 
ments occur in their paintings, even 
in the religious subjects. In the ducal 
palace we find the great Tintoretto s 
"Doge Adorning the Virgin.” In the 
room of the college we find his paint 
ing "Doge Adorning Christ.” Here is 
Tintoretto’s "Paradise.” Containing 
many figures it is a flaming wealth of 
color. On the other walls of this room 
are portraits of the doges, painted by 
various Venetian artists. One space is 
blank. This was the place for Fa- 
liero’s picture, but when he turned 
traitor the space was left blank. 

Venice was the last of the great 
city-states. While the city had risen 
in power, the other countries had 
become nations. In 1528 the League 
of Cumbral conspired against the city 
and made an attempt to destroy it. 
Luckily for Venice the members 
quoreled among themselves and their 
plan came to naught. The blow that 
vanquished the city came not by force 
of arms, but was due to the discovery 
by Diaz of a new route to the East. 
Through this discovery the trade that 
hud passed through the city was now 
in the hands of the men of Portugal. 
No longer was Venice the Queen of 
the Adriatic, she was just another 
city. The French under Napoleon took 
the city, carrying away many precious 
works of urt. 

Looking back as the gondola leaves 
the Grand Canal and enters the lagoon 
colored by the setting sun, the city 
is bathed in the golden glow. Living 
because she had lived, the city is a 
great monument to a great republic. 
Mr. Griggs said. "Venice today is like 
a great, beautiful seashell lying out 
of water, yet with the music of the 
sea ringing inside.”

Cross St. People 
Protest Against 
Filling Station 

Hearing Held on Third Petition 
From Vincenzo 


A group of persons residing on 
Cross street. West Newton were at 
city hall on Monday night to protest 
for the third time against a petition 
of Frank Vincenzo for a permit to 
establish a gasoline filling station at 
the corner of Washington and Cross 
streets. West Newton. The hearing 
was advertised to start at 7.45. but it 
was forty minutes later before the 
meeting was opened. In the mean- 
time the citizens were kept waiting 
and the attorney for the petitioner, 
anxious to keep another appointment, 
went to inquire if the hearing could 
be postponed to some subsequent 
meeting. 

When the hearing was called. Max 
Kalman of Boston, attorney for Vin- 
cenzo, said this was the third time 
such a petition had come before the 
Aldermen, and he couldn’t understand 
why it was not granted. According to 
Kalman, the locus Is in the heart of 
the business section, there is little 
pedestrian traffic by the place, and 
he has heard of no fire occurring at 
filling stations. 

A Mr. Johnson, appearing for the 
estate of Marcus L. Quinn, which ad- 
joins the locus of the proposed fill- 
ing station, said he would present the 
same objections which had been of- 
fered at the previous hearings. Theae 
are — that Cross street is extremely 
narrow, many children and others 
must walk by the corner where the 
station would be located, and the fire 
risk would affect nearby properties. 
He said that If the permit were 
granted. Mrs. Quinn’s property would 
so depreciate in a few years that she 
would become destitute. Robert S. 
Jigger of 27 Cross street said the 
people of the neighborhood have been 
forced to come to protest against this 
station three times. He said the only 
difference in conditions is that now 
there are more school children who 
would be endangered If the permit is 
granted. He characterized the site as 
the worst possible location between 
Newtonville and West Newton. 

Marion E. Marsh of 58 Cross street 
said Cross street Is so narrow that 
the hydrant near the corner has been 
knocked over by automobiles three 
times, and that 28 children residing 
on the street would be faced with 
added traffic hazards. Ida Gammons 
of 49 Cross street said that much 
traffic passes through Cross street be- 
tween Watertown and Washington 
streets. Arthur Rogers of 35 Cross 
street said the street Is so narrow 
that when a car is parked on it. It 
is difficult for another car to pass. 
Mrs. Charles Prescott of 16 Cross 
street and Mrs. John Goddard of 41 
Cross street also objected. 


Fire Detector Gives 
Alarm, Stops Blaze 
At Gamewell Shop 

An opportunity to demonstrate the 
effectiveness of its own apparatus on 
home ground was afforded the Game- 
well Company of Newton, manufactur- 
ers of fire alarm systems, when a 
dust explosion in a steam heated air 
blower caused a fire in their plant 
early Wednesday morning. Being 
guarded by ingenious fire detecting 
devices the damage was confined to 
about $150. A unique installation pro- 
tects the plant by which the sprinkler 
system Is directly connected with a 
master fire alarm box of the Newton- 
Fire Alarm System. So quick was the 
response by Chief Randlett and his 
men that they were on the scene be- 
fore the local gong alarm on the side 
of the Gamewell plant sounded. Im- 
mediate extinguishing of the fire by 
sprinklers plus automatic summoning 
of the Newton Fire Department pre- 
vented what might have easily been a 
serious fire.

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NO SCHOOL SIGNALS 

At the meeting of the School Committee next Monday eve- 
ning a petition will be presented by a large number of residents 
seeking renewal of a notification of “No School.’’ Abandonment 
of the “no school” signal was made some years ago because 
there was always a great number of people who failed to hear 
the fire-alarm whistle that was blown. Today many cities and 
towns are acquainting parents with the fact that weather con- 
ditions make it desirable that no school sessions be held. In 
recent years the Newton school committee has gone on the 
theory that there shall be a school session regardless of the 
weather and that the responsibility of sending the children 
shall rest on the parents. We can see no necessity for re- 
establishing the old fire-alarm system of a “no-school” signal 
but believe that the radio method is one which should have 
every consideration by the school committee. There are many 
times when parents would much prefer to keep their children 
at home, but send them out into all kinds of weather so that 
they will not lose ground in striving for education. 


WHERE ARE WE HEADED? 

Press reports indicate that the Legislative Committee on 
Ways and Means will report favorably on a bill to establish 
a state lottery. The Legal Affairs Committee will also report 
favorably, as it did last year, a bill legalizing betting on horse 
racing by the pari-mutuel method. Much of the agitation for 
the establishment of lotteries and legalizing of betting has 
come through the publicity given to the large prizes won by 
the public in lotteries conducted outside of this country. An- 
other argument used in favor of lotteries is that people will 
gamble regardless of the law and we now have many “rackets” 
that flourish upon this trait of human nature. We have as yet 
failed to be impressed with the arguments thus far advanced. 
Two wrongs have never made a right. Where are we headed if 
we attempt to increase our state revenue by feeding upon a 
weakness of human nature?

HOME TEACHING OF THE PHYSICALLY-HANDICAPPED 
(Continued) 

Here are a few examples of how physically-handicapped children 
of Newton have been, benefited from the home teaching provided 
by the Newton School Department: 

MORE THAN A STEP AHEAD 

Here is a child whose doctor advised a year’s rest from school 
attendance to fight chorea. The child attended the first grade last 
year but because of his condition, did not progress with his group. 
He was difficult to teach in the classroom, as he was over-nervous, 
and unable to focus his attention on anything for more than a short 
while The progress he did succeed in making was through the 
teacher’s efforts to give him individual instruction, for which there 
is not much time in a classroom. It would have been necessary for 
him to repeat the first grade this year, had his health permitted 
his return to school. In the four months that he has received home 
instruction, he has progressed rapidly, and is now doing good 
second grade work. He will be ready to enter an advanced group of a 
third grade in the fall, when his doctor expects his condition will 
permit his returning to schol. His marked accomplishment and en- 
thusiastic response have resulted in bringing much happine&H to that 
home. 

UP TO GRADE 

This hoy had attended school regularly until his fourth month in 
the fifth grade, when he became a victim of rheumatic heart dis- 
ease. A year later he was able to resume his studies at home. Since 
he had a speclnl weakness in arithmetic, not having mastered the 
fundamentals in the lower grades, a thorough study of these was 
made. By the end of a six-month period of home instruction, he 
had nearly completed the work of the sixth grade. The following 
year home instruction was continued, and, after a few mouths, 
he was doing the same seventh grade Work as his classmates, and do- 
ing it very well, in spite of the fact that he had lost a year’s school- 
ing. Home instruction had rid this capable hoy of a depressed 
feeling of being behind in his school work, and had substituted a 
spirit of satisfaction and self-respect derived from his splendid 
accomplishments. 

BETTER PLANS 

Not always is home instruction the best plan, as in this case of 
a boy. whose legs were badly crippled from infantile paralysis, 
and whose left hand was almost useless, seven operations having 
been performed on it due to a severe cut. At that time ho was 
recovering from an operation for appendicitis. He was further 
handicapped by poor home conditions. He had been in several in- 
stitutions. and was determined not to return to any, although 
we did our best to change his attitude. Home instruction was given 
to him for several months in fifth grade work. He started simple 
woodwork projects, and soon surprised everyone with the dexterity 
of the two useful fingers of his left hand. He was delighted to find 
he could make use of his time in such an interesting way. 

Finally his mother accepted the suggestion of our department and 
that of other agencies, that the boy should return to the Massa- 
chusetts Hospital School in Canton, where he would have both the 
educational facilities and the much needed medical care The boy 
went rather reluctantly, but it was a step which he has since been 
very thankful for having taken. On visiting him there, we have 
found a very happy boy, getting around beautifully on his crutches 
and doing good school work. He is Vice-President of his class, and 
plays in the school orchestra.

Oddments 

It isn't often that an official report 
of some government activity possess- 
es deep human interest. Nevertheless 
I submit that the heart strings are 
touched when one reads of the suc- 
cess of Massachusetts in providing ed- 
ucational facilities for physically 
handicapped children. Under a State 
law passed within a few years 39 clt- 
ties and towns send teachers into the 
homes of afflicted children to help 
them with their studies. It is in reali- 
ty part of the public school system 
and is paid for from the same funds. 
The wonder is that it was never 
planned until 1930. Think of the years 
and years that have rolled by since 
the public school system came into 
being and of the boys and girls who 
might have enjoyed its benefits. A 
light has dawned for these handi- 
capped youngsters and the employ- 
ment of teachers to visit them two 
days each week has brought them both 
knowledge and happiness. The same 
official report tells of the marked abili- 
ty displayed by many of the children. 
Some of them are said to have more 
than ordinary intelligence. The move- 
ment has only started, it anpears, and 
before many years have passed it 
should have reached practically every 
city and town in the commonwealth. 

This is not “education week” but 
while we are on the subject of learn- 
ing I'd like to nominate for the princi- 
pal “thrist-for-knowledge’’ prize a man 
of my acquaintance who reads both 
the dictionary and encyclopedia as you 
and I would some work of fiction. He 
feels that in his youth he missed op- 
portunities for instruction by having 
gone to work in his teens. Now he is 
making up for it. If you think it n 
task for him you’re mistaken. This 
man plans it intelligently. Doesn’t 
skip anything. The "harder” the word 
or at least the more uncommon 
the better from his point of view. He 
takes an unabridged dictionary on his 
lap, curls up in his armchair under a 
lamp and spends what to him is an 
enjoyable evening, tracing the origin 
and learning the meaning of words. 
You might get the impression that 
having acquired a vocabulary he seeks 
to throw such words into his conver- 
sation. Not at all, he reads them and 
remembers and gets both pleasure and 
satisfaction. 


Rules Slightly Fractured 

Years of whispering and tip-toeing 
on all my calls at the main building 
of the Newton Free Library made me 
unprepared for the shock I received 
from loud voices or ordinary converse 
tion at a recent visit at that institu- 
tion. The rule of silence, or as near 
that state as may be achieved by de- 
corous and noiseless conduct of neces- 
sary business, is not only productive 
of good manners but compels consid- 
eration of others on the part of some 
at least *vhose thoughtlessness spoils 
everybody’s comfort. 

1 have always thought it a good 
plan to require all patrons of the li- 
brary to observe these proprieties, es- 
pecially as it involved no hardship. 
You may imagine the surprise that 
was mine when 1 saw the workmen 
engaged in redecorating the interior 
of the library, moving about, setting 
up a staging, and proceeding in good- 
natured defiance of the conspicuously 
pasted silence rules. Not that these 
artisans indulged in any undue com- 
motion. It was merely another Job 
and they undertook it with dispatch 
and efficiency common to skilled work- 
ers. 

It is doubtful if there was any 
thought on the part of the puinters 
that they were smashing rules and 
regulations. And I don’t suppose that 
many visitors paid attention to the 
marked change in the daily routine. 
Of course the library officials did not 
attempt to tell the decorators to 
“pipe down.” That would have been 
a laugh. All in all, however, a bit of 
history was made, for here was a 
group of men able to go into the li- 
brary and talk in ordinary tones and 
as freely as they wished and get away 
with it. More than you or I could do.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Legislative action in the General 
Court has speeded up somewhat the 
past week or two with practically half 
of the 1600 matters upon which ac- 
tion must be taken to dispose of since 
the Legislature convened in January. 
Some one hundred and forty commit- 
tee reports or bills were acted upon 
in the House of Representatives last 
week and it is expected that an al- 
most equal amount will have been con- 
sidered this week. Although it is still 
early to state when the General Court 
will prorogue it is considered likely 
that the session will be concluded 
about the first of June. 

The Senate this week spent many 
hours of debate upon the question of 
service charges made by gas and 
electric light companies. Last week a 
bill passed the House after being sub- 
stituted for an adverse committee re- 
port prohibiting all service or other 
charges outside of the rate for the 
product of such companies. When the 
matter came up in the Senate on Mon- 
day the Senate adopted another bill 
calling for the abolition of service 
charges on domestic rate schedules ex- 
cept in the cases of optional rates or to 
seasonal customers. This bill is a com- 
promise of the entire question. With 
debate on the matter also taking up 
the attention of the Senate for some of 
the time of each session the bill was 
finally given its third reading yester- 
day afternoon. 

Wednesday afternoon an attempt 
was made to substitute another 
measure considered more drastic but 
was defeated by a roll call of 12 to 
17. Later an attempt was made to 
strike out the reference to optional 
schedules which was defeated 14 to 
17. On the various roll calls Senator 
Arthur Hollis was recorded as in fa 
vor of the compromise measure 
which succeeded in adoption. The mat- 
ter will now go back to the House for 
concurrence and is expected to be 
taken up on Monday. It is considered 
doubtful whether or not the House 
will agree and the matter may go to a 
committee on conference. 

Another question on which agree- 
ment is still unreached is the Balary 


ing. I was surprised when an experi- 
enced police official said, "Talk about 
the failure to have a teletype in opera- 
tion in the Needham bunk case, it was 
lucky there was none.

bi 1. A first committee on conference 
failed to agree and a second commit- 
tee has the matter in hand. The House 
favored full restoration of salary cuts 
made last year while the Senate is 
not willing to go beyond a one-third 
restoration. 

The much discussed police uniflea- 
tion bill has finally been referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary which is 
considering other related bills which 
were previously introduced. That 
Committee will probably hold hearings 
next week on the bill. 

Much amazement was aroused in 
the House this week when it was 
learned that the Committee on Ways 
and Means would bring in a favorable 
report setting up a monthly state lot 
tery. The bill has been introduced for 
several years by Representative Louis 
P . Sullivan of Boston and has always 
received an adverse report. With Rep- 
resentative Baker among four mem- 
bers of the committee dissenting, the 
vote of the committee is understood 
to be 10 to 4 in favor of the bill. 

The Legal Affairs committee is also 
preparing a favorable report on the 
Pari-Mutuel bill to legalize betting on 
horse races. This bill was much dis- 
cussed last year but when it became 
too late to put the matter on the bal- 
lot at the special election last June 
when the repeal of the 18th Amend- 
ment was the chief question at stake, 
it was defeated. It is quite probable 
that an attempt will be made to refer 
the question of Pari-Mutuel bet- 
ting to a referenda on the ballot next 
fall. Whether or not such a solution 
will be the outcome is quite uncertain 
but it is doubtful if the Legislature 
will defeat the measure entirely. 

On Tuesday of this week the House 
of Representatives upheld Governor 
Ely in his veto of a bill authorizing 
the University of Massachusetts to 
grant the degree of Bachelor of Sci- 
ence. In his veto message the govern- 
or called attention to the fact that 
the university is a private institution 
and that there is no course of instruc- 
tion at the present time that fulfills 
the requirement necessary for this de- 
gree. The vote in favor of sustaining 
the veto was 161 to 55. Newton’s three 
Representatives, Baker, Brlmblecom 
und Luitwieler voted to sustain the 
veto.

Now that the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen have appropriated nearly 
$10,000 to provide the Newton police 
with modern weapons and armament 
to cope against possible bank rob- 
beries, or other forms of banditry in 
this city, why would It not be rea- 
sonable to appropriate money for sev- 
eral more motorcycles for traffic con- 
trol and for the manning of these 
vehicles with motorcycle policemen. 
Until the last two years, eight motor- 
cycle officers patrolled the city ex- 
cept in the late fall and winter 
months. The number was reduced to 
two although automobiles now speed 
much more than in former years. The 
killing of persons by automobiles in 
this city has been on the increase. 
Those killed in this way are just as 
dead as though shot by bandits. And 
automobile killings are not a probabil- 
ity; they have been and will be a 
sad reality. 


When the Newton cops start to 
wear their "Sam Brown” belts, prob- 
ably many residents of this city who 
served with the A. E. F. will, for a 
while, salute them, thinking they are 
second lieutenants. 


Wearing revolvers in outside hol- 
sters is "O. K.” for a quick draw if 
a policeman encounters a bandit. But 
it is going to be quite inconvenient, 
not to say dangerous if a policeman 
gets into a rough and tumble scrap 
with some pugnacious drunk. And it 
is just as apt to be dangerous for 
the policeman as it is for the drunk. 


Today at 10 the auction sale of the 
buildings owned by the former Aetna 
Mills Company at Bemis (Watertown) 
and Nonantum started. In addition to 
several mill buildings, dye house and 
office, a number of dwelling houses are 
being sold. This auction sale marks 
the definite passing of an old indus- 
try which for generations gave em- 
ployment at good wages to many New- 
ton residents. It again brings close 
to home serious evidence of the de- 
cadence of New England’s leadidg in- 
dustry; the textile business. It does 
not tend to encourage those who have 
been idle for months and years.

Now that winter is over and the 
snow off the streets, it would be an 
excellent idea for the Street Depart- 
ment to paint the cross walk lines at 
Nonantum Square und other places at 
Newton Corner business section, as 
well as other business districts in the 
city. By so doing, perhaps autoists 
would not park cars directly on the 
cross walk at Washington street, New- 
ton Corner, and force hundreds of 
pedestrians to become endangered by 
traffic as they cross from the direc- 
tion of the Trust Company building 
towards the Stevens Building, or vice 
versa. And some of those who reg- 
ularly park their cars on this cross 
walk, and at the curve, are not 
strangers in this city, know the traf- 
fic ordinances, and openly violate 
them. 


There was considerable discussion 
on the condition* of sidewalks in New- 
ton by the Aldermen when they passed 
the budget appropriations on Wed- 
nesday night. This year, as in for- 
mer years, little money has been ap- 
propriated to Improve the condition 
of Newton sidewulks. Possibly, after 
more legal suits will have been made 
aguinst the city und considerable 
amount paid to persons injured by 
fulls on our defective sidewalks, more 
money will be allotted for the im- 
provement of the sidewalks.

Metropolitan Ice 
Company Plans to 
Repair Buildings 

Thnt the Metropolitan Ice Company 
plans to repair and reroof the Ice 
storage plant near Crystal Lake, New 
ton Centre, which was recently badly 
damaged by fire was revealed this 
week in an announcement by Mr. 
Frnncis H. Williams, ice company of- 
ficial. 

Mr. Williams states that, “After 
careful investigation of the damage 
caused by Are to our ice houses at 
Crystal Lnke, Newton, it is the com- 
pany’s present intention to save the 
walls of the two rooms left standing 
and later reroof and repair these two 
buildings so that they can again be 
used for ice storage. This will also 
require the repairing of the ice eleva- 
tor. Although no ice had been har- 
vested for two years on this property 
on account of the warm winters, this 
year the company was preparing to fill 
at least a portion of the buildings but 
had been delayed by the heavy snow- 
storms. 

"While it is not the intention of the 
company to use the ice harvested on 
Crystal Lake for retail trade, as it is 
not always of the best quality, there 
is now growing up a large demand for 
ice during the summer months for 
cooling of restaurants, railroad cars 
and theatres and this will be further 
increased by the cooling of homes in 
the future. This property is ideally 
located to economically serve this 
growing business, and, it is expected 
that within a few years this business 
will increase so that it will be neces- 
sary to add on additional rooms and 
the plant again be built up to its for- 
mer size.”

DeMOLAY OBLIGATORY SUNDAY 


Newton Chapter. Order of DeMolay, 
observed its obligatory Sunday on 
March 18th by attending church in a 
body at the Channing Unitarian 
Church: in Newton. Approximately one 
hundred young men, headed by the 
chapter band, marched from the Ma- 
sonic Temple to the church where 
the service was conducted by Dr. A1 
fred Cole, minister of Channing 
Church. Many parents and friends of 
members of the chapter met the 
group outside and worshipped with 
them. 

The unusual feature of the day was 
the fact that Sunday fell this year for 
tiie first time in some years on the 
Obligatory day itself. That day, 
March 18th, is the anniversary of the 
martyrdom of Jacques DeMolay from 
whom the name and certain fundamen- 
tal teachings of the order are derived. 
More than six hundred years ago 
Jacques DeMolay was the head of the 
Templars then on crusade in Jerusa- 
lem. At the summons of King Philip 
the Fair of France, DeMolay and some 
of his principal officers returned to 
France where they were ordered to 
denounce their order and sell their 
honor for their lives. This ignomini- 
ous betrayal was scorned by DeMolay, 
and tor his refusal to hand over the 
secrets of the order, DeMolay and his 
principal officer, Guy of Auvergne, 
were burned at the stake where now 
stands the equestrian statue of Henry 
IV. 

It is a far cry from Paris in the 
fourteenth century to Kansas City. 
Missouri, in 1919, but the two places 
and times were connected through 
Jacques DeMolay whom Frank S. 
Land and nine young men chose to 
lie the exemplar of the organization 
which they were founding. From that 
small club built on the friendship of 
a man who could never huve a son 
and those young men who received 
ills fatherly advice began to call him 
“Dad”; the Order of DeMolay had 
grown until it is known in every 
state of the union and in many foreign 
countries as one of the greatest move- 
ments for young men in the world. 

By the beginning of the third dec- 
ade in this century. DeMolay had trav- 
eled eastward to Massachusetts where 
the first chapter was founded in Bos- 
ton in 1922. Gradually other chap- 
ters were organized, among them 
Newton Chapter, until today there are 
thirty-five chapters in this state. In 
1924, Newton Chapter was instituted 
as the twelfth chapter in the state, 
und from that time to this tenth an- 
niversary year nearly eight hundred 
men have become aflllluted with the 
organization in this city.

Company Reports Increase 

At the annual meeting of policy- 
holders of the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Company of Boston, 
last month, the report of the Direc- 
tors Indicated an increase of assets 
during the. year amounting to $16,- 
208,674, and an Increase In the Safety 
Fund amounting to $1,582,980. The 
Company has a General Surplus and 
Contingency Reserve amounting to 
over 59 million dollars, out of total 
admitted assets amounting to $655,- 
664,366. This Safety Reserve is the 
amount held by the Company, after 
providing over 16 million dollars of 
dividends to be paid to policyholders 
In 1934. 

The report stated that the Direc- 
tors found It expedient in 1933 to 
maintain the Company in a liquid po- 
sition at a temporary sacrifice of in- 
terest rates, hence the report showed 
liquid assets of some 45 million dol- 
lars, of which 15 million dollars was 
cash in hand, $20,406,584 in United 
States Government Bonds and Notes, 
and obligations of other governmen- 
tal bodies in the United States 
amounting to over 9 million dollars. 

"However,” said the report, "the 
pursuit of a more normal program of 
investment is now being resumed,” in- 
dicating that times are getting better 
and the cash demands on insurance 
companies are normal. 

During 1933 the company paid near- 
ly 100 million dollars to Its policy- 
’holders, and since organization, 71 
years ago, it has paid to policyhold- 
ers and beneficiaries nearly one bil- 
lion dollars, the actual figures being 
$973,029,840.

Alderman Pass 
Budget; Make 
Few Changes 


The Board of Aldermen at its meet- 
ing on Wednesday night passed the 
budget for 1934. The total amount vo- 
ted wus $3,392,885.76; this was $9,- 
819.47 more than recommended by 
Mayor Weeks. The Increase was nec 
essitated by an additional appropria- 
tion for snow and ice removal. The 
Aldermen offset this increase to some 
extent by lopping $13,000 off some of 
the Mayor’s recommendations. On the 
whole, they passed the figures esti- 
mated by the Mayor. A savings of 
about $8,000 was made on the Item of 
temporary loans; this was made pos- 
sible by the low interest rates ob- 
tainable. The Board cut $3000 from 
the figure asked by the Mayor for 
maintenance of public buildings. A 
savings was effected in the Fire De- 
partment by reducing the number of 
firemen by one; in place of a fireman 
serving as clerk, a girl will be ap- 
pointed to this position at a salary 
about one-half that paid to a fireman. 
Other cuts of about $2000 were made 
from the amounts made by the Mayor 
for the Playground and School De- 
partments.

STEPS OVER BUMPS 



Just how does a car act when it 
has knee-action? The illustra- 
tion herewith shows one of the 
1934 Hudson cars equipped 
with the axleflex system of 
independent front suspension. 
It will be noted that the car 
has climbed to the top of the 
rock in the road and although 
the wheel is raised high from 
the ground, the body has re- 
mained perfectly level. This 
method of independent spring 
suspension is furnished at no 
extra charge on Terraplanes 
and Hudsons for 1934. The 
owner has his choice of axle- 
flex or regular front axle. It will 
be noted that in this type of 
independent front suspension 
there is a big safety element 
in that the axle member is 
still retained although the 
wheels arc permitted inde- 


pendent action in a vertical 
plane. 

Now that the cars have been 
out in the hands of the public 
for some time, reports from 
those who are using the axle- 
flex suspension are coming in 
as a result of actual experi- 
ences. The general consensus 
of opinion is that there is 
actually a banking action on 
curves and on certain types of'*' 
roads, particularly of the wash- 
board type. The flexibility per- 
mitted with this system 
prevents any synchronizing of 
the two front wheels and hence 
helps to iron-out the road. A 
feature of the system is the 
fact that the sturdy cross-tie 
formed by the front axle is 
retained, although the inde- 
pendent wheel action is 
secured. Another safety con- 
sideration is the use of full 
non-skid tread on the tires.

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Petition That 

Schools Close on 
Stormy Days 

About 300 Parent* Ask For 
Closing and Signals 


Walter F. Burt of 177 Nevada street, 
Newtonvllle, a teacher at Mechanic 
Arts High School In Boston, appeared 
before the Newton School Committee 
on Monday night to urge that the pub- 
lic schools of Newton be closed on 
days when weather conditions are se- 
vere, and that notice of such closing 
be broadcast over the radio. Mr. Burt 
has two children who attend Newton 
schools and he feels so strongly on 
the matter of school closing on stormy 
days that he circulated a petition 
which seeks to restore this practice 
In Newton. This petition has been 
signed by about 300 parents, mostly 
on the North side of the city. Mr. 
Burt told the school committee that 
he found nearly all parents in favor 
of the closing. 

Supt of Schools Lund did not favor 
the petition. He said that school au- 
thorities do not emphasize 100 per 
cent attendance as they did years ago 
and that pupils are not penalized if 
they are absent for legitimate rea- 
sons. He explained that on stormy 
days, when a large number of pupils 
are absent, the time is used for re- 
view work, so that the pupils who do 
not come to school are not handicap- 
ped by not participating in advance 
work. Mr. Lund stated that parents 
should be the judges as to whether or 
not their children should attend school 
on stormy days. He called attention 
to the fact that conditions vary. Some 
children reside near schools, some at 
a considerable distance. Some are 
well equipped to travel in stormy 
weather, or possess transportation fa- 
cilities. others do not have these ad- 
vantages. The parents are better 
qualified to judge regarding the child’s 
physical condition to face stormy 
weather than is the superintendent. 

Mr. Lund said that even though 
some method would be adopted to 
broadcast the closing of schools on a 
stormy day, many parents would not 
hear such signals. He told of stand- 
ing for as long as three hours at a 
time in other places where he has 
been superintendent, answering tele- 
phone calls on mornings from parents 
who inquired whether or not the 
schools would be open on that day. 
He said that in expressing his personal 
views, it was not his purpose to pre- 
judge the decision of the sub-commit- 
tee which would be appointed to study 
this matter. 

Mr. Bryant, committee member 
from Ward 2, appeared somewhat fa- 
vorable towards the petition. He men- 
tioned that on one stormy day the 
past winter 200 pupils were absent 
from the Day Junior High School. 
Other members of the committee ex- 
pressed views that indicated they op- 
pose the closing of the schools on 
stormy days. The sub-committee ap- 
pointed to study this question in- 
cludes Smith of Ward 1, chairman; 
Bryant and Mather.

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night it was voted 
to recommend the erection of a new 
school in the River street section of 
West Newton to replace the Franklin 
School. The vote was taken after a 
report had been received from the 
sub committee of which Mrs. Cornell, 
member from Ward 5 is chairman. 
This committee recommends the erec- 
tion of a 14 room building to replace 
the Franklin School, which would be 
abandoned. The latter school, erected 
about 50 years ago. was described 
as antiquated and unsafe. School 
Committeeman Bryant stated that the 
schqpl leaks, shakes and is unsafe. 
Mrs. Cornell said that there are no 
5th or 6th grades in the Franklin 
School, and the 300 children attend- 
ing it are crowded into eight rooms. 
Children ‘from the River street sec- 
tion of the 5th grade go to the Davis 
School on Waltham street: those in 
the 6th grade must cross Washington 
street and go to the Peirce School 
on Chestnut street. Mrs. Cornell said 
that the playground at the Franklin 
School is very small. Secretary Kel- 
lar of the School Department told of 
the difficulty in heating the old school. 

The school committee discussed the 
matter of a school at Oak Hill. It 
was voted to recommend that the old 
school building at Oak Hill be altered 
and renovated so that a kindergarten 
can be established in it. Chairman 
Amesbury of the committee mentioned 
that one of the proposed FERA proj- 
ects in this city is the renovating of 
the Oak Hill School for this purpose 
Over twenty Oak Hill children are 
waiting to attend the proposed kin- 
dergarten. The committee also voted 
that a new study be made in connec- 
tion with the selection of a site for 
a new school in the Oak Hill district. 
Last year Arnold Hartmann and others 
offered a large tract of land at Oak 
Hill as a site for a community cen- 
tre and school. This offer was not 
accepted by the city, so the question 
of a site for the school in that sec- 
tion of the city is still a matter for 
more consideration. 

Spalding Succeeds 
Maj. Gorfinkle on 
License Board 

New Commissioner Life-Long 
Resident of Newton Centre 

Mayor Weeks yesterday accepted 
the resignation of Bernard L. Gor 
tinkle of Algonquin rd.. Chestnut Hill, 
as a member of the Newton License 
Commission. To succeed Mr. Gorfln- 
kle the Mayor appointed John V’. 
Spalding of 257 Dedham st.. Newton 
Centre. Mr. Gorfinkle was appointed 
a member of the commission when it 
was formed about a year ago. He was 
reappointed early this year for a four- 
year term. Mr. Spalding will serve 
the balance of this term, until 1937. 
The new commissioner was born in 
Newton Centre. 36 years ago. and has 
been a life-long resident of that sec- 
tion. He graduated from Harvard in 
1920. and from Harvard Law School in 
1923. His law office is in Boston. He 
was an assistant United States dis 
trict attorney in Boston under the 
Hoover administration. He is a lec- 
turer at the Northeastern University 
law school. Mr. Spalding is married 
and has one son. 


Hadyn Pearson to 
Succeed Chase at 
Bigelow School 

Future Principal is T^a^her at 
Weeks Junior High 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
Hadyn S. Pearson was selected to 
succeed Frank W. Chase as principal 
of the Bigelow junior high school at 
Newton. Mr. Chase will retire at the 
end of the present school year, as he 
Is In his 70th year, and, according to 
State law, must terminate his service. 

Mr. Pearson was born at Farming- 
ton. New Hampshire, on April 2, 1901, 
the son of a Congregational clergy- 
man. He graduated from Standish 
Academy. Sebago. Me., in 1919, and 
then worked to obtain funds to go to 
college. He entered the University of 
New Hampshire in 1922 and gradu- 
ated from that institution in 1926. In 
the fall of that year he started to 
teach in Lexington High School. The 
two following years he taught at the 
Utica, New York Country Day School. 
From 1929 to 1932 he taught at Mead- 
owbrook School. Weston. In 1932 he 
was appointed teacher of social stud- 
ies at John W. Weeks junior high 
school in this city. He received a 
Master's degree in education from 
Harvard in 1930. 

In recommending Mr. Pearson’s ap- 
pointment, Supt. of Schools Lund said 
to the School Committee: 

“In making my recommendation in 
the matter of the principalship of the 
Bigelow Junior High School, I have 
given consideration to the qualifica- 
tions and availability of eight Newton 
teachers and principals, and five junior 
high school principals outside of New- 
ton. It soon became evident that 
of the possibilities outside, the men 
most interesting, who had ‘arrived’ pro- 
fessionally. were not available because 
of our inability to offer a position suf- 
ficiently attractive professionally, or 
in terms of salary. I have been in- 
creasingly impressed with the fact 
that the Bigelow principalship offers 
a real challenge to the young man 
who has yet to win his spurs in this 
field, in a school small enough to pre- 
sent an administrative problem not too 
difficult, and yet in a growing situa- 
tion which offers real opportunity for 
growth to the man appointed. 

"It has seemed, therefore, especial- 
ly fitting that we should offer such 
an opportunity to one of our own 
young men of broad teaching experi- 
ence and good professional training. 
From among the group interested and 
qualified, the problem of selection has 
been a most difficult one. I have made 
a sincere effort to approach the prob- 
lem dispassionately and Impersonally. 

I have discussed qualifications with 
each of the parties interested. I have 
sought advice and information con- 
cerning each candidate from all avail- 
able and reliable sources within and 
without the organization. I have been 
helped by committee discussion of 
the broad considerations and implica- 
tions involved. I make my recommen- 
dation confidently and as involving my 
best professional judgment.”

Lecture Relates 
Glory of Florence 

‘‘Florence Is the most lovable and 
human of all the culture cities," said 
Mr. Edward Howard Griggs opening 
the sixth and last of the Read Fund 
Lectures, nt the Underwood School in 
Newton. Inst week Fridny evening. 

The origin of Florence is lost in the 
mists of antiquity. In these early 
times, Florence was an armed camp 
of the Romans. The natural location I 
of the city on the Arno, with a fort on J 
the mountain behind made the city 
well nigh impregnnble. In the 12th 
century the city comes Into the front 
ns a power In Italy owing to tho long 
struggle between pope and emperor. 
As the city was in the path of the 
northern emperors the city went 
against the pope, fearing the emper- 
or more than they feared the pope. 
Early in the 13th century Florence 
was torn by civil strife. This explains 
why the palaces of Florence resemble 
fortresses instead of being beautiful 
as the palaces of Venice were. The re- 
sult of this civil war is the rise of , 
tho Medici family, who were to rule 
Florence for many years. 

Of the palaces. the best and most I 
impressive is that of the Medici, the 
Ricardi Palace. It was here that Lo- | 
renzo set up a school for artists, the 
most famous student being Michael 
Angelo. The Bargello Palace with its

training. In Lippi there Is no reli- 
gious motif in his pictures, they be- 
ing natural subjects such as girln. 
peasants and merchants. In Michael 
Angelo is found the last attempt to 
join these two motifs. 

This clash between religion and the 
natural pulses of life was the prod- 
uct of the Renaissance, that, great 
awakening and the revival of learn- 
ing. The clash is clearly seen in the 
dispute between Lorenzo, the Magnifi- 
cent, and Savonarola. Brought up in 
the stern monastic discipline, Savo- 
narola looked with scorn on the dis- 
solute life of the Renaissance. Ixir- 
enzo stood at the height of his power, 
his court a gathering of worldly peo- 
ple. 

The greatest storehouses of art in 
Florence are the art galleries in the 
Pitti and Ufllzzi Palaces. The stu- 
dent wandering from palace to palace 
through the covered passage that 
connects the two galleries has before 
him one of the finest collection of 
Renaissance art extant. Here are 
pictures by Titian, Botticelli, and oth- 
er famous artists. There are three 
beautiful marbles of the classic period, 
the barbarian sharpening a knife, two 
wrestlers, and a beautiful Venus. 

As the Renaissance drew to an end, 
Florentine art began to decline. A 
mute testimonial of this decline is 
seen in the little chapel Michael An- 
gelo erected for the tombs of the Me- 
dici. Mr. Griggs said, "He dreamed 
of a greut cathedral, but us Florence 
bad fallen prey to hard times tins lit- 
tle chapel had to suffice.” Cold and 
Bombro, the chapel Is forgotten as one 
sees the master’s work on tho tombs 
of Lorenzo, the younger, and Juliuno. 
Here in the small and delicate carv- 
ings we see the epitome of art. 

In 1567 .Michael Angelo died, and 
with his passing Florence also died. 
In tin; later years she was to full so 
low that she never recovered her an- 
cient splendor. The 16th century 
brought the Spanish Inquisition, which 
crushed all truces of tho city’s an- 
cient art. When the kingdom or Ituly 
was formed, the city gained u slight 
degree of glory in that the capitul 
was made In Florence. This was lost 
ufter a short time when the cupltul 
wuh transferred to Rome. Mr. Griggs 
said, ’’Tile blood of Florence is the 
seed of culture. To gain culture the 
pilgrim must go to Florence." In muny 
ways the city resembles Athens. Mr. 
Griggs Huid, "Both cities wore democ- 
racies, both run ut u high pitch, exil- 
ing toduy yesterday’s hero." 


Banquet Opens 
Tenth Anniversary 
Of Newton DeMolay 

To open its Tenth Anniversary cel- 
ebration Newton Chapter, Order of De 
Molav, held a Parents’ Night banquet 
and entertainment at the Masonic 
Temple, Saturday, March 24th. Ap- 
proximately one hundred and eighty 
members, parents, and friends sat 
down to a dinner catered by Seller. 
Following the dinner various celebri- 
ties present were introduced by Mas- 
ter Councilor George W. Bartlett act- 
ing as toastmaster. Among those pre- 
sented were Mr. Robert E. Hills, one 
of the originators of Newton Chapter; 
the honorable Edwin O. Childs, ex- 
mayor of Newton and chairman of the 
chapter’s advisory council; "Dad” Don 
M. Leonard, former advisor of the 
chapter and present district deputy of 
the Grand Council; and "Dad" Frank 
M. Simmons, present advisor of the 
chapter. Mr. Hills and "Dad" Childs, 
as he is called by the members, re- 
lated the history of Newton Chapter 
and the ideals of DeMolay. 

On Juno 14, 1934, ten years of De- 
Molay in Newton will have been com- 
pleted — ten years in which 479 young 
men have joined the chapter, reached 
the age of majority and passed into 
citizenship, the better for having ab- 
sorbed some of the precepts so strong- 
ly recommended by the ritual of the 
order— Filial Love. Reverence, Courte- 
sy, Comradeship, Fidelity, Cleanness, 
and Patriotism. All this was, in a 
way, made possible through Prof. Wil- 
liam H. Timble, a resident of Newton- 
ville, who, in the fall of 1923 was in- 
vited to witness the work of DeMolay 
which had then been in existence less 
than five years, and was so impressed 
with its possibilities as an organiza- 
tion for boys between the ages of 16 
and 21 that he conceived the idea of 
a similar organization in Newton. At 
that time DeMolay Chapters were gen- 
erally sponsored by Masonic bodies 
and, with the thought that the gen- 
eral practice should be continued, in- 
duced a friend, Mr. Robert E. Hills, 
then presiding Master, of a Masonic 
Lodge in Newtonville. to accompany 
him on a visit to a DeMolay Chapter 
which had just been started iq a near- 
by city. After witnessing the work, 
Mr. Hills was even more enthusiasts 
and took upon himself the effort of 
interesting others in organizing a De 
Molay Chapter in Newtonville. The 
result wjjs that, as Master of his 
Lodge, he invited the DeMolay Chap- 
ter in Boston to come to Newtonville 
and exemplify the DeMolay degrees, 
and in January, 1924, Boston Chapter 
put the work on before an audience 
of Masons which taxed the capacity of 
the Masonic Temple. The work of the 
Boston Chapter was so enthusiastical- 
ly received that a committee was im- 
mediately formed to carry forward the 
movement and, if possible, organize a 
local chapter. This committee was 
composed of representatives from the 
Masonic bodies in adjoining commu- 
nities, Waltham, Watertown, Belmont, 
Brighton, Brookline, Needham, and 
Wellesley; nnd this group later 
formed what is known as the Adviso- 
ry Council, with Hon. Edwin O. Childs, 
then Mayor of Newton, as chairman. 

This committee held several meet- 
ings during the spring of 1924, and on 
June 14th, of that year Newton Chap- 
ter was instituted, under the sponsor- 
ship of Newton Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons, with a membership of 
52 boys. Mr. Elmer J. Keene, who 
had had some experience in boys work 
in Boston, was selected to act as Ad- 
visor of tlie Chapter, with Don. M. 
Leonard as his associate. 

In the meantime "try outs" had been 
held for tho purpose of selecting the 
) Ulcers who should run the Chapter 
during its first term. The first Mas- 
ter Councilor was Robert M, Clark 
with Hayden W. Chase, Senior Coun- 
cilor, and Ralph S. Brenun, Junior 
Councilor. Other olilcers selected 
were: Treasurer, Rulph S. Richard- 
son; Scribe, William A. Woodruff; 
Sen. Deacon, Walter K. Ryall; Junior 
Deacon, Norman W. Rogers; Sen. 
Steward, E. Prescott Hills; Jun. Stew- 
ard, Orrln W. Duff; Chuplain, Paul R. 
Knight, Jr.; Murshull, Lester E. 
Keene; Almoner, Rulph A. Paterson; 
Stundurd Bearer, Joseph C. Suunders; 


Sentinel, Leo E. Bova, Jr.; Organist, 
Douglas H. Rogers; Preceptors, How- 
ard S. Stoney, Henry N. Wood, George 
W. Hitchcock, Stuart B. Cornell, Wil- 
lard C. Mosher, Elbert V. Hewett, 
John W. Black. 

Newton Chapter was fortunate In 
that it was enabled to start free from 
debt, i lie money for regalia, costumes, 
and so forth, having been contributed 
by Interested persons and organiza- 
tions. Newton Chapter was the 12th 
Chapter to be organized in Massa- 
chusetts and starting with a member- 
ship of 52, justified the judgment of 
those responsible for its being by 
membership of 265 in five years al- 
though its slogan has consistently 
been “Quality rather than quantity” 
in soliciting new members. All 
through the -years Newton Chapter 
has kept up its outside activities. Its 
ritual work, its band of 36 pieces, and 
3ts drill patrol are the envy of many 
chapters and a credit to Newton. At 
varying times it has had Baseball 
teams, bowling teams, track teams, a 
male chorus, dramatics, etc. These 
activities vary owing to the changing 
personnel of membership by numerous 
members reaching their majority and 
dropping from active membership. 

While DeMolay Chapters ure, as a 
rule, sponsored by Masonic bodies, 
It is only by coincidence that this is 
a fact. The organization started 
through the Welfare work of the 
Scottish Rites bodies in Kansas City. 
Missouri, the founder of the Order, 
Frank S. Land, being in charge of that 
work. At first he was looking after 
one young man, then nine who 
formed a sort of club under the su- 
pervision of Mr. Land. Finally when 
the club membership reached the thir- 
ties, Mr. Land had to turn It over to 
someone else to handle and naturally 
selected the Scottish Rites body as 
it was through his connection with 
that organization that he formed the 
club. At that time Mr. Land little 
dreamed that this was the beginning 
of an organization which in the space 
of a few years would reach to all 
parts of the world, with an active 
membership of over 160,000 and 400,- 
000 alumni. As other chapters were 
formed it was only natural that the 
practice established in Kansas City 
should be followed, but nevertheless 
the Order of DeMolay is not a junior 
Masonic Order. It Is not in any way 
associated with masonry and member- 
ship in DeMolay does not entitle a 
member to membership in any mason- 
ic body. 

To sum it all up, Newton Chapter, 
Order of DeMolay, is an organization 
for boys between 16 and 21 years of 
age, teaching clean living, reverence, 
and patriotism and at the age of twen- 
ty-one turning them over to the world 
at large to carry on the rules of good 
citizenship which they have learned in 
DeMolay. Certainly Newton and the 
cities and towns surrounding must 
have profited. 

Following these short talks a varied 
entertainment was presented; mov- 
ing pictures of Camp DeMolay on 
Lake Winnepesaukee, a brief pro- 
gram by the Chapter’s own "German 
Bond" led by Eddie Pratt of Waltham, 

demonstration of rope-twirling and 
Australian Whip-snapping by Charles 
Thompson and Jack Wilson of Newton 
High School, and selections by the 
regular chapter hand with a demon- 
stration of real baton twirling by Miss 
Jean Budding were much enjoyed. 
Upon adjournment It wuh ugreed that 
this was a most auspicious opening 
to Newton Chapter’s Tenth Anniver- 
sary which will carry on through u 
series of special meetings and a pub- 
lic Installation on June 2nd, to the 
grand Anniversary Ball to be held 
in Newton on June 9th.

Newton Resident 
Feeds Many Birds 

One Newton family has been per- 
forming an unusual service for a con- 
siderable period by feeding a large 
number of birds. The following letter 
gives interesting details of this hu- 
mane activity. 

“It is certainly very fascinating 
watching the birds. We buy four 
bags of grain a year, cracked corn 
and scratch feed, as they like these 
two kinds. We also buy between 
four and six dozen doughnuts a week, 
at least six loaves of bread, besides 
saving all meat scraps, which I run 
through the meat chopper, so that the 
smaller birds can have it as well as 
the larger birds. We also use 3 or 
4 pounds of suet a week which we 
divide around the garden in seven or 
eight stations. We use chicken wire 
over the suet, which we tie to trees, 
as we have had some trouble with 
dogs trying to get it. The starlings 
get most of the suet, but it is amus- 
ing to watch the downy woodpeckers 
going from station to station to get 
it. with the starlings chasing them.'* 

"We have had 27 pheasants feeding 
at one time. They eat a little, then 
walk away, and after awhile come 
back and eat some more. We put 
our food on the ground, over quite a 
large space, and all the birds eat to- 
gether. The bluejays are good police- 
men as they usually give the warn- 
ing signal when they see a cat around. 
In the summer time the robins act 
as police: they give a certain dis- 
tressed cry, and I have got so I know 
it. Usually, when I go out I discover 
a cat around somewhere.” 

“Two years ago we had quite an 
amusing experience. A newsboy 
found a baby robin which had fallen 
out of a nest and brought it to me. 
I took it in and after telephoning the 
j Audubon Society regarding what to 
give it to eat. kept it for quite a few 
days. I fed it bread soaked in milk, 
and hard boiled egg on the end of a 
toothpick. I would put it out in the 
garden mornings and the mother robin 
would also feed it. I gave it water 
in a coffee spoon and he was so crazy 
for it. he would almost swallow spoon 
and all. A neighbor brought over an- 
other robin which was a little larger 
than the one I had. so we put them 
down together and the larger one 
started to walk away and the smaller 
one followed. He led him over a lit- 
tle stone wall which the smaller robin 
had not been able to climb before. I 
brought him back as I was afraid a 
cat would get him. A few days later 
its mother took him away. The only 
regret I have is that we did not take 
some snapshots of it.” 

"We have had juncos, bluejays. a 
flicker, a robin, starlings, downy 
woodpeckers. English sparrows and 
tree sparrows in the garden this past 
winter. The first of the winter the 
pheasants were quite wild, but by 
spring they become quite tame, only 
walking away when you come out of 
the house.” 

The writer of this letter desires her 
identity concealed to protect the 
pheasants which frequent her garden.

Rotary Club 

The stroboscope, its function, and 
its many applications, was interest- 
ingly explained and illustrated by mo- 
tion pictures by its inventor, Dr. H. 
E. Edgerton, Assistant Professor in 
'the Electrical Engineering Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, at the regular meeting 
of the Rotary Club. The stroboscope 
is able to effectively photograph on 
a high speed basis many of the thou- 
sands of indeterminate stages that 
take place in natural phenomena, 
which occurrences are so instantane- 
ous that the eye is unable to per- 
ceive. 

Dr. Edgerton showed what happens 
when Francis Ouimet drives a golf 
ball, when as many as 906 pictures 
were taken through the stroboscope 
in one second. It illustrated the im- 
pact, the departure of the ball, which 
was unknown until the invention of 
this scientific instrument. Many 
other scientifically startling revela- 
tions have been made through this in- 
strument. such as what happens to a 
soap bubble when it is broken, the 
action of a drop of water on a level 
surface, and the wing vibration of a 
common fly when it is suddenly dis- 
turbed.

A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Newtonville Improvement 
Association was held on Thursday 
evening, March 22nd, at the home of 
Mr. ,1. R. Prescott, 271 Crafts street. 

Among the matters discussed was 
the possible changes in ward lines in 
Newton; it was voted to wait until 
definite hearings were to be held be- 
fore taking action. Also possible 
abuses in parking on Washington st. 
and on Bowers st., near the Railroad 
station, were taken up. 

Because of the encroachment bv 
stores on the police sidewalks of Wal- 
nut st. by means of display boxes etc., 
it was voted to have the police depart- 
ment again to have these removed, so 
that pedestrian traffic will not be de- 
layed or blocked. 

The recent appointment of district 
representatives of the Association in 
thirty-nine districts of Newtonville, to 
acquaint citizens with the purposes of 
the Association and to bring to tl7e at- 
tention of the Committee any matters 
needing action, was discussed. 

It was voted that the President of 
the Association appoint a committee 
to make a survey of the streets, and 
sidewalks of Newtonville, noting 
those that are in bad condition, so as 
to be ready to co-operate with the 
Street Department in its Spring pro- 
gram for fixing up the streets and 
sidewalks. 

The committee was in favor of im- 
proving the appearance and the facil- 
ities of Bulloughs Pond by repairing 
the sidewalk, and by building a gravel 
beach and walk around the Pond, to 
render it more easily accessible. Also 
the committee voted, as in former 
years, in favor of restricting the use 
of the Pond in winter to residents of 
Newton. 

The Executive Committee voted to 
co-operate with the chairman of the 
Playground Department in securing a 
portion of the former Albemarle Golf 
Club property as a playground for the 
Frank A. Day Junior High School. 

The committee on the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Association in May was ap- 
pointed as follows: Mr. A. W. Krause, 
chairman, Mr. Carl F. Schipper, Jr., 
and Mr. A. Haug. 

The nominating committee to elect 
officers for the coming year was ap- 
pointed: Mr. G. L. Curtis, chairman, 
Mr. A. L. Wakefield, and Mr. W. E. 
Leonard. 

It was voted to send a bulletin to 
niembers at least four times a year.

Truth About Our Ages 

Possibly a psychologist can explain 
why there is always a display of in- 
terest in ages. Some people appear 
to have a mania for learning how 
many years this man or that woman 
has lived. A majority of us may not 
be more than mildly inquisitive, yet 
we somehow like to keep posted on 
such things. News of a wedding, for 
instance, will prompt a series of in- 
quiries as to the ages of the bride and 
groom. Sadder circumstances almost 
invariably arouse the same polite cu- 
riosity, usually accompanied by a 
semi-sorrowful comment such as, “Too 
bad." 

It seems, after all, that is a natural 
desire to attain this sort of knowl- 
edge. At the same time there are 
people who zealously guard the date 
of their births. This does not include 
the many who for some reason or 
other clip off a few years. A cynic 
once wrote that "women never lose 
any years; those they take off them- 
selves they add to someone else.” The 
men are no better, he might have de- 
clared, providing his assertion was 
true. 

I know a youthful appearing man of 
middle life who is asked more often 
than any of my friends just how old 
he is. His prompt retort is, "How 
old do you think I am?” The an- 
swer usually places the figures much 
lower than the fact. No matter what 
the estimate is my friend smiles and 
remarks, "I don’t see how you guessed 
it." Rather neat way of putting-off 
embarrassment or evading a direct 
answer. 

There are those who deliberately fix 
what they feel an appropriate age and 
remain there for as long a period as 
they can and get away with it. I re- 
call an instance where a prominent 
professor was asked by an imperti- 
nent student, "How old are you, pro- 
fessor.” "I shall be 60 the thirty-first 
of next February.” was the reply. It 
caused the student to shut-up. 

Before dropping this subject I 
should like to recount as a warning 
my own experience. A friendly old 
lady once put the question bluntly to 
me and to be smart I promptly gave 
an age 10 years in advance of the cor- 
rect one. She looked at me with sym- 
pathetic eyes and said, "Wonderful. 
No one would ever guess. But I 
wouldn’t tell people If I were you." 

When One Feels Foolish 

The opusculum recently printed in 
this column anent news photography 
has aroused a leader, with the nom 
de plume "Perplexed,” to write this 
query: "Why is it that people whose 
faces appear in the news reel talk- 
ies and the newspapers always wear, 
or almost always, an idiotic grin? 
Maybe I shouldn’t be as severe as 
that but you will invariably find them 
smirking or grinning. They may be 
the winner of a horse-racing prize, a 
witness in a court trial, a prominent 
man visiting in our midst or a mur- 
derer caught red-handed. Nearly al- 
ways everybody in the group appears 
to find the situation a humorous one. 
Possibly it is sheer embarrassment. I 
don’t know what it is but so many 
look silly and half-ashamed. Please 
elucidate." 

Frankly, Mrs., Miss or Mr. “Per- 
plexed,” I shouldn’t be so censorious. 
After all it is merely self-conscious- 
ness that makes us feel like ninnies 
before a camera. You can take the 
most dignified, up-standing and highly 
educated statesman and plant him 
before a battery of picture-shooters 
and he is almost certain to giggle and 
simper. They tell me that frequent- 
ly the newsreel movies have to be 
done over two or three times before 
they are in proper form for general 
showing. The subject doesn’t act as 
he should or rather as those who are 
to view the newsreel expect him to 
act. 

If "big" folks go haywire before a 
news camera why should the rest of 
us be expected to maintain poise and 
equilibrium? We cannot because the 
request that we stand for a picture In- 
variably catches us off our guard. That 
and the thought the picture will ap- 
pear in the newspapers for everybody 
to gaze at and criticise causes us to 
be mildly hysterical. When our deli- 
rium is at its height the picture is 
made. No, dear "Perplexed," it’s Just 
one of those things that nothing can 
be done ubout.

Here are n few more cases of physically-handicapped 
children, who have been benefited by the home in- 
struction provided by the Newton School Department. 

Some Assistance at Ivcast 

A boy. who had Infantile paralysis when six years of age, was 
neglected. His doctor, who was vitally interested in him, often triea 
to obtain the parents’ consent to have minor operations performed 
on his legs, but they were unwilling to have anything of the sort done 
for the child. His doctor also advised, again and again, the removal 
of his tonsils and adenoids, but without avail. When we realized 
that he was not getting the proper attention to his physical con- 
dition. we tried to interest the parents in sending him to an in- 
stitution. where he would receive both medical care and education. 
Though the parents poured words of love to their crippled son, 
they would not consider taking these steps that would mean bo 
much to him in later life, saying that they could not bear the 
thought of having him separated from them overnight. At the age of 
ten he had received no education. Home instruction was begun, not 
because we felt it was the best thing for him, hut because it seemed 
the only step we could take to be of any assistance to him. He was 
eager for an education, and willing to work hard. At the end of a 
year of home instruction, after much persuasion, the parents al- 
lowed the child to attend school, where he entered a third grade. 
Such happiness as radiates from his face in the classroom has been 
a joy to his teachers in the two years he has attended school. We 
have not forgotten his physical needs, and are waiting to he of 
further assistance to him, when we may. 

Iicnming to Read 

This twelve-year-old boy has cerebral palsy, due to a hemorrhage 
of the brain at birth, resulting in chaotic disturbances of motion. 
He can take but a few steps without assistance, and those with dif- 
ficulty. As yet he has not learned to write, it still being impossible 
for him to form anything that resembles a letter or a number. 
Being unable to dress or feed himself, and having speech and eye 
defects, causes utmost dependence on his parents. In spite of the 
many powers that have been denied him, he has an active and alert 
mind. His parents have consulted the country’s best specialists, and 
have done all in their power to help him. Home instruction was 
undertaken with the main purpose of teaching him to read, so 
that his life might become enriched through the world of books, 
and made happier. Although he had previously received two years of 
tutoring, he had progressed very little in reading. There were great 
differences of opinion as to whether or not It would be possible for 
him to learn to read, because of his lack of control of head move- 
ments, speech difficulties, eye defects and general helplessness. Even 
at the end of two years of home instruction, his reading was on a 
low second grade level. His interests were so far beyond hi 8 read- 
ing ability that much attention had to be given to choice of read- 
ing materials, much being typed on a special magnatype typewriter, 
and the rest selected from the large type books prepared for the 
sight-saving classes. However, in the last year, his progress has 
been remarkable. We feel that home instruction is being of great 
value to this boy in numerous ways.

Pos- 
sibly the members of the Great and 
General Court will appropriate some 
money to send you on a nice trip some 
place.

It makes 
a big difference whether the "pols” 
are on the inside looking out, or on 
the outside trying to get in again. 
And it doesn’t seem to make much 
difference whether the "pols” are 
Democrats or Republicans. They use 
about the same tactics. 


The present agitation to huve the 
public schools of Newton kept closed 
on days that are quite stormy is noth- 
ing new. This mutter wus a cause of 
much difference of opinion in Newton 
35 und more years ago. In the past 
some men who held the position of 
Superintendent of Schools here were 
criticized becuuse they ordered the 
schools closed too often on days 
when it ruined or snowed. Others 
were criticized because they would 
not order the schools closed. Finally, 
ubout a dozen years ago it wus de- 
cided to end the controversy by not 
closing the schools on stormy days 
und pussing the buck to parents. 
Those who wunted their children to 
go to school (und the children who 


wanted to go to school) could do so. 
Those who wanted their children to 
stay at home could exercise that 
right. There were a couple of days 
the past winter when a parent, whose 
child resides at some distance from 
the school attended, should not have 
allowed that child to face the weather. 
It is also a fact that because of the 
unusually cold weather which pre- 
vailed on many days the past winter, 
a large number of Newton children 
were more comfortable in the well 
heated school rooms than they would 
have been In their improperly healed 
homes. 

The problem of notifying parents 
and school children should it be de- 
cided to keep the schools closed on 
any day is not an easy one to solve. 
The fire alarm signals cannot be heard 
in a large percentage of homes in this 
city, especially on windy days. Many 
families do not own radios and so 
could not take advantage of this meth- 
od. And some families owning radios 
would forget to tune in at the proper 
time and then wouldn’t the telephones 
to school, police and fire headquarters 
be kept busy by inquiries. 

When the writer attended the New- 
ton schools he had the advantage of 
residing within 100 feet of the old Ar- 
mory Hall building where the fire 
alarm bell hung. We were sure to 
hear the signal, if and when it rang. 
And, most times after it had sounded, 
we enjoyed the remainder of the 
morning, or afternoon playing out- 
doors.

Talking about protecting the school 
children from the inclement weather. 
Do you recall all the agitation some 
years ago for the construction of the 
tunnel to connect the classical high 
school building with the technical 
high school building ho that boys and 
girls attending high school could tra- 
vel from one building to the other 
without being exposed to wind, rain 
and snow? The tunnel wus built at 
a cost of $50,000 or thereabouts. And 
it has been used very little. 


A Boston newspaper has given pub- 
licity to the fact that the reflecting 
ponds in front of City Hall have been 
largely filled, for the second time 
since they were created u couple of 
years ago, with mud and silt carried 
into them by Cold Spring and Ham- 
mond Brooks. Last year a sump was 
built ut Homer street, near the en- 
trance of the brook into the first pond- 
let to gather the silt and prevent it 
flowing into the little ponds. But, too 
much Hoil is carried by the two long 
brooks which drain much of the South 
side of the city, for any sump to 
collect, even though it were emptied 
frequently. 

But, these little ponds should not 
be filled in and covered over Just be- 
cause they serve as mud collectors. 
If the silt did not flow into them, it 
would be carried into Bullough’s Pond 
and that skating resort would have to 
be cleaned out at Intervals. It was 
cleuned out severul years ago at a 
cost of $26,000, and a couple of years 
later the south end of Bullough's 
Pond was again well filled with muck. 
The work of cleaning out Bullough’s 
Pond was done by a contractor who 
employed outside labor. The work 
of cleaning the little ponds at City 
Hall is done by unemployed men of 
Newton. So, let the pondlets continue 
to serve as mud gatherers und provide 
work for Newton men.
